of  the  Revolution  of  184^8 

Celebrated. 


France  Af^er  Territory  in  Morocco:  A 

Protectorate  Aimed  at;  Other 

Earoi»ean  powers  Jealous. 


St.  LovisrMarch  i8.— At  8:35  o'clock 
this  niornintj  fire  started  in  the  upper 
floor  of  the  Liggett  &  Myer  tobacco  fac- 
tory and  a  general  alarm  brought  nearly 
every  engine  in  the  city  to  the  scene. 
At  the  time  the  blaze  was  discovered 
the  factory  was  filled  with  about  600  em- 
ployes including  marry  women  and  young 
girls.  The  building  was  well  equipped 
with  fire  escapes  and  stairways  and  these 
were  soon  swarming  with  an  excited 
mass  of  humanity.  The  male  employes 
showed  remarkable  coolness.  The  fire- 
men state  that  no  lives  were  lost  and 
with  the  exception  of  slight  bruises  no 
one  was  mjured.  Owing  to  the  highly 
inflamable  character  of  the  material 
which  it  fed  upon,  the  fire  spread  with 
great  rapidity  and  in  less  than  15  min- 
utes tne  entire  seventh  story 
was  a  mass  of  seething  flames 
which  threatened  to  destroy  the  large 
tobacco  storage  warehouse  adjoining, 
which  contained  thousands  of  tons  of 
prepared  tobacco.  Despite  the  hard 
work  of  the  fire  brigade  the  flames 
worked  down  through  the  seventh,  sixth, 
fifth  and  fourth  floors  of  the  building, 
and  although  nearly  50  huge  streams  of 
water  were  oeing  poured  into  the  blazing 
structure,  it  seemed  for  a  time  that  the 
factory  was  doomed  to  destruction. 
After  two  hours'  hard  work  the  firemen 
succeeded  in  gaining  control  of  the  blaze 
and  it  is  now  believed  the  flames  will  be 
confined  to  the  four  upper  floors.  The 
loss  is  believed  to  fully  reach  $200,000. 

The  fire  was  extinguished  at  1 1  o'clock. 
The  owners  of  the  factory  say  the  loss 
on  contents  will  be  8300,000  and  on 
building  $25,000.  The  losses  are  covered 
by  insurance.  The  factory  will  be  at 
once  rebuilt. 


ANNIVERSARY  OF  18  ML 

More  Rlotine  in  Berhn:  Seditious  Cri»?s 
Brinjja  Chargeof  the  Police. 

Berli.n,  March  18.  -The  socialists 
gathered  in  thousands  and  went  in  pro- 
cession to  Friednchshain  to  decorate  the 
burial  places  ot  the  victims  who  were 
massacred  by  the  military  on  the  memor- 
able day  in  1848  when  the  king  and 
queen  of  Prussia  s^tood  with  uncovered 
he.ids  before  the  dead.  No  disorder  at- 
tended the  procession  and  the  graves 
were  quietly  decorated.  On  the  way 
back  some  people  in  the  crowd  shouted: 
"Long  live  anarchy.  Down  with  gov- 
ernment. 

The  police,  who  were  watching  the 
procession  in  consider.ible  force,  at  once 
made  a  rush  tor  the  shouters,  who  were 
mostly  young  men.  The  police  seized  as 
many  as  they  could  lay  hands  on  and 
proceeded  to  drag  them  away.  The 
crowd  became  indignant  and  some  of  the 
young  men  appealed  to  their  friends  to 
rescue  them.  The  people  hustled  the 
police  and  tried  to  compel  them  to  re- 
lease the  captives.  The  police  made  a 
call  for  aid  and  a  large  force  which  had 
been  in  reserve  hurried  to  the  scene. 

Drawing  their  swords,  the  police  made 
a  charge  upon  the  crowd,  slashing  right 
and  left,  but  not  striking  to  kill.  The 
populace  were  obstinate,  but  did  not  use 
weapons  in  resistance.  The  blows  from 
the  police  soon  scattered  the  mob,  a 
number  of  whom  were  severely  hurt. 
The  police  took  12  prisoners,  who  were 
lodged  in  the  cells  for  trial  on  a  charge 
of  rioting  and  sedition. 

MOROCCO  AND  FRANCE  AT  ODDS. 


Morocco  Claims  Territory  Occupied  by 
France  and  Will  Look  to  Other  Euro- 
pean Governments  for  Aid. 
Paris,  March  18.— The  French  govern- 
ment is  in  serious  apprehension  of  war 
with  Morocco.      The  sultan  of  Morocco 
is   not  willing  to  yield  to  French  claims 
of  sovereignty  over  the  Oasis  of  Touat 
and  other  territory  over  which  Morocco 
has  exercised   a   more   or   less  acknowl- 
edged jurisdiction.    If  the  sultan  persists 
in   his   present  attitude  the  French  will 
undoubtedly  take   forcible   measures  to 
assert  their  claims. 

The  Moors  are  in  no  condition  to  make 
such  resistance  in  the  open  field  to  the 
French,  but  it  is  belived  by  those  best 
acquainted  with  African  warfare  that  the 
Arab  tribes  which  owe  allegiance  to  the 
sultan  and  hate  the  French  could  carry 
on  a  prolonged  guerilla  warfare.  The 
sultan's  artillery  is  commanded  by 
French  officers  and  these  would  be 
called  back,  but  the  main  body  of  his 
disciplined  forces  has  an  Knglish  gen- 
eral (or  chief  officer. 

Advices  from  Fez  say  that  Muley  Has- 
sin  is  much  alarmed  at  the  attitude  of 
the  French  and  convinced  that  their  ob- 
ject is  to  bring  Morrocco  under  a  French 
protectorate.  He  looks  to  Kngland  anjl 
to  Spain  and  in  some  degree  also  to 
Italy,  to  save  him  from  the  Prench. 
Spain,  especially,  is  known  to  be  jealous 
ot  French  designs  on  Morocco  and  it  is 
said  that  the  sultan  has  ^Iready  repre- 
sented the  situation  to  the  French  min- 
istry with  a  view  of  securing  assistance.

HEAVY  SNOW  IN  NEW  YORK. 


Trains  Delayed,  Street  Cars  Stopped 
Ferry  Boats  Endangered,  Etc. 

New  York,  March  18.— The  snow 
which  began  falling  in  this  city  and  vi- 
cinity about  10  o'clock  last  night  did  not 
cease  until  about  10  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing and  it  now  lies  11  inches  on  a  level. 
All  incoming  trains  are  from  two  to  three 
hours  late  and  at  the  postoffice  it  is  said 
that  the  mails  are  reported  delayed  in 
all  quarters.  The  horse  car  and  general 
traffic  on  the  streets  is  much  impeded 
and  nearly  all  cars  and  teams  have  been 
"doubled  up."  Pedestrianism  is  made 
most  uncomfortable,  especially  in  the 
down  town  streets  where  the  steam  heat- 
ing pipes  rapidly  melt  the  snow  and 
cause  slush  and  mud  much  to  the  dis- 
comfort of  business  men.  On  the  river 
and  bay  in  the  early  morning,  navigation 
was  f  rauglit  with  considerable  danger,  ow- 
ing to  the  thickness  of  the  snow  storm,but 
so  far  no  serious  accident  has  been  re- 
ported although  many  of  the  Jersey  and 
Staten  Island  ferry  boats  had  to  plow 
their  way  to  their  docks  with  consider- 
able difficulty,  after  experiencing  some 
narrow  escapes  from  collision. 

Newark,  N.  J.— A  storm  began  at  q 
o'clock  last  night  and  this  morning  there 
are  12  inches  of  snow  on  the  ground. 
Horse  car  traffic  is  seriously  impeded.

CAPEIVI     RESIGNS 


German  Chancellor  Resierns:  Also  the 
Minister  of  Ecclesiastical  Af- 
fairs and  Education.

Chicago,  March  18.— The  Western 
Baseball  association  held  a  session  at 
11  o'clock  yesterday.  The  committee  on 
schedule  has  completed  its  report  which 
likely  to  be  adopted  unanimously.

The  opening  game 
will  be  played  on  April  16  and  the  first 
series  will  close  June  30.

FOR  FIGHTING  FIRE. 


Ashore. 
Dkal  Beach,  N.  J.,  March  18.  The 
iJritish  bark  Windermere,  from  Milford 
Haven  for  New  York,  is  ashore  on  Deal 
Beach.  She  is  a  four-master,  bound 
from  Milford  Haven  Jan.  23  for  New 
York  and  Calcutta.  The  crew  of  No.  5 
life-saving  station  has  gone  to  assist 
crew  No.  6.  Two  men  have  already  been 
brought  ashore  by  the  life-saving  crew. 
There  are  still  ^8  on  board.  They  do 
not  understana  how  to  handle  the 
breeches  buoy  or  rescue  would  be  more 
easily  accomplished.  The  life-saving 
people,  however,  are  instructing  them 
and  will  probably  have  all  ashore  in  two 
hours. 


Ashland's  Suburban  Cars. 
Ashland,  Wis.,  M.irch  18.-  -An  exten- 
sive scheme  has  been  made  public  here 
for  an  electric  car  line  around  the  head 
of  Chequamegon  bay,  connecting  Ash- 
land, Washburn  and  Bayfield.  The  con- 
tracts are  already  let  for  a  bridge  across 
Fish  creek.  The  new  company  probably 
will  have  over  50  miles  of  tracks.  It  is 
understood  that  prominent  Eastern 
capitalists  are  interested  in  the  scheme. 
Travel  is  already  very  heavy.  A  drive- 
way and  boulevard  will  also  be  built  to 
open  a  large  amount  of  valuable  subur- 
ban property.

Thousands  of  Seals. 
Su.MMKRsiDE,  P.  Q.,  March  18.-  There 
is  great  excitement  at  Cape  North  over 
the  appearance  of  thousands  of  seals. 
The  entire  resident  population  is  en- 
gaged in  catching  them  and  good  hauls 
are  being  made.  It  is  nearly  eight  years 
since  seals  appeared  in  this  vicinity. 
They  are  thought  to  have  been  carried 
on  the  ice  from  Greenland,  the  mild 
weather  having  loosened  the  ice. 


Berlin,  March  18.— Chancellor  von 
Caprivi  has  resigned. 

Berlin,  March  18.  —  Count  Zedlitz 
Trutzschler,  minister  of  ecclesiastical 
affairs  and  public  instruction,  has  ten- 
dered his  resignation  to  the  kaiser.  An- 
other cabinet  meeting  was  held  today 
and  the  situation  is  said  to  be  critical. 

The  report  of  the  chancellor's  resigna- 
tion has  excited  the  greatest  sensation 
throughout  the  city  and  crowds  throng 
the  Lntcr  Den  Linden  discussing  the 
ministerial  crisis.  Caprivi  offered  his 
resignation  at  the  cabinet  meeting  to- 
day as  the  result  of  the  protracted  con- 
test on  the  education  bill  which  the 
chancellor  as  Prussian  premier  has 
championed  from  the  first.  At  this  mo- 
ment there  is  no  definite  information  as 
to  the  action  of  the  kaiser  on  the  premi- 
er's resignation.  The  immediate  cause  of 
Caprivi's  resignation  is  said  to  be  that 
at  the  cabinet  meeting  today  the  kaiser 
substantially  stated  that  he  favored  a 
material  modification  of  the  education 
bill.  As  Caprivi  had  substantially  stated 
in  the  landtag  that  he  would  stand  or 
fall  by  the  bill  as  it  was,  he  felt  bound  in 
honor  to  resign.  The  kaiser's  choice 
now  is  either  to  force  the  bill  through  as 
it  stands  or  accept  Caprivi's  resignation. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Strike  Still  Un- 
settled. 
Montreal,  March  18.  -The  situation 
between  the  Grand  Trunk  railroad  and 
its  trainmen  is  now  most  threatening  and 
it  is  feared  that  a  general  strike  is  im- 
pending. The  delegates  appointed  to 
confer  with  the  company,  30  in  all,  have 
had  several  important  conferences  with 
the  officials  concerning  their  demands. 
It  is  learned  from  an  authentic  source 
that  the  company's  reply  to  the  men  was 
that  in  the  present  condition  of  business 
any  advance  in  wages  was  out  of  the 
question. 

Mischief  Not  Anarchy. 
Paris,  March  18. — The  anarchists 
seem  to  be  playing  with  the  authorities 
and  enjoying  the  terror  of  the  public. 
While  the  police  search  goes,  on  and  car- 
tridges of  dynamite  are  distributed 
in  places  where  least  suspected  and 
where  there  could  be  no  possible  motive 
except  to  spread  and  inflame  the  gen- 
eral feeling  of  fear  among  citizens. 
From  this  course  of  the  unknown  dis- 
turbers the  police  have  got  the  impres- 
sion that  the  dynamite  outrages  have 
been  and  are  the  work  of  mischief  mak- 
ers, rather  than  any  organized  associa- 
tion of  extremists  with  a  political  object. 

Divorce  May  be  Annuled.* 
Paris,  March  18. — The  application  of 
the  Chevalier  de  Steurs  to  have  annulled 
the  South  Dakota  divorce  obtained  by 
his  wife,  is  generally  approvedjjand  it  is 
believed  will  be  entirely  successful. 


PERSONAL. 


Chief  Smith's  Method  of  PrepaHng  his 
Officers  and  Men. 
Chief  Smith,  of  the  fire  department,  is 
drilling  his  men  in  a  very  practical 
school  of  instruction.  Some  time  ago  he 
began  the  practice  of  instructing  his 
men  regarding  the  interior  of  the  large 
buildings  in  the  city.  They  were  taken 
through  them  in  small  squads  and 
learned  the  locations  of  halls,  stairways 
and  other  information  which  might  be 
valuable.  Now  he  has  advanced  a  step 
further  and  is  giving  special  instruction 
to  his  captains  and  lieutenants.  The 
latter  are  now  required  to  go  through 
the  office^  and  public  buildings  of  the 
city,  the  mills,  elevators  and  wholesale 
stores  and  study  thoroughly  the  interior 
arrangements  of  them.  Afterwards  they 
make  written  reports  showing  the  loca- 
tion of  standpipes,  stairways,  fire  escapes 
and  hallways  and  sketches  of  the  dififer- 
ent  floors  and  in  the  case  of 
mercantile  houses  a  description 
of  the  goods  stored  on  each  floor.  Ac- 
companing  the  report  is  a  plan  for  the 
best  way  of  fighting  a  fire  in  the  building 
under  discussion,  under  supposed  cir- 
cumstances. These  reports  are  after- 
wards read  over  and  discussed.  The  re- 
sult would  be  one  of  the  greatest  value 
in  case  of  a  fire  in  anv  one  of  the  promi- 
nent buildings.  The  men  would  be  en- 
tering not  upon  unknown  ground,  but  in- 
to a  place  where  they  were  entirely  at 
home  as  regards  localaties.  Moreover 
any  emergency  which  might  arise  would 
be  something  already  carefully  consid- 
ered and  for  every  crisis  there  would  be 
not  only  in  the  mind  of  the  chief,  but  in 
those  of  his  subordinate  officers  as  well, 
a  matured  plan  for  meeting  and  over- 
coming it.  This  is  but  an  example  of 
the  efficiency  of  the  department.  So  far 
this  month  there  has  not  been  a  single 
fire  and  the  city  from  present  appear- 
ances is  likely  to  make  a  great  record.

A  morning  paper  quotes  J.  B.  Holmes 
of  the  Duluth  Red  Lake  Falls  &  Northern 
road,  saying  that  he"is  now  prepared;to  go 
on  with  the  construction  of  the  Duluth 
&  Red  Lake  Failway"  if  he  "can  secure 
terminal  facilities  on  Minnesota  Point." 
While  Mr.  Holmes  mav  want  some  dock- 
age and  trackage  facilities  in  Duluth 
proper  on  Minnesota  Point,  it  is  given 
out  as  a  fact  that  the  company  in  ques- 
tion has  purchased  200  acres  of  land 
from  Smith  Croft,  paying  him  therefor  at 
the  rate  of  Si  50  per  acre,  or  $30,000  for 
the  tract.  Immediately  adjoining  this 
property  is  the  Vose  Palmer 
tract,  and  the  same  company  has 
secured  at  an  equal  figure,  a  large  slice 
of  territory  from  Palmer.  This  is  bought 
for  terminal  facilities  and  is  very  near 
the  tract  which  was  mentioned 
quite  extensively  as  a  good  site  for  a 
pumping  station  for  the  Duluth  water 
works.

THE  NEW  rOMJRESSlOVAL   DISTRl"  TS. 

The  legislature  of  Minnesota,  at  its 
session  last  winter,  passed  a  congres- 
sional reapportionment  bill,  increasing 
the  number  of  districts  from  five  to  seven 
as  required  by  act  of  congress,  based  on 
the  federal  census  of  1890.  The  bill  was 
framed  by  Senator  Craig,  democrat,  of 
Waseca  county,  and  was  deemed  so  fair 
to  all  parties  that  it  passed  both  houses 
and  received  the  governor's  signature 
almost  without  argument,  with  no  oppo- 
sition, and  without  a  jot  or  tittle  changed. 
As  many  interested  in  state  politics 
have  not  a  map  of  the  new  districts  at 
hand.  The  Herald  gives  the  list  of  coun- 
ties, from  which  any  map  may  be  marked 
for  reference: 

First  district — Houston.  Fillmore,  Mower, 
Freeborn,  Woseca,  Steele,  Dodge,  Olmsteud,  Wi- 
nona and  Wabasha. 

Second  district- Faribault,  Martin,  Jackson, 
Nobles,  Rock,  Pipestone,  Murray,  Cottonwood, 
Watonwan,  Blue  Earth,  Nicollet,  Brown,  Rml- 
wood,  Lyon,  Lincoln.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  eighty 
counties  in  the  state,  the  Sixth,  or  Du- 
luth  district  includes  twenty,  which,  by 
their  larger  average  area,  cover  fully 
one  half  of  the  great  hematite  common- 
wealth. The  populous  part  of  it,  how- 
ever, is  very  convenient  and  accessible, 
being  on  the  line  of  the  Iron  Range, 
Winnipeg,  Northern  Pacific,  Great 
Northern  and  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  rail- 
roads. The  bulk  of  the  population  is 
A'ithin  the  triangle  of  which  Dulutli, 
Brainerd  and  the  Twin  Cities  are  the  ex- 
treme points.  We  were  never  before  so 
well  situated  for  a  rouiring  campaign  at 
short  range,  and  every  indication  is 
that  there  will  be  festive  glee  in  the  at- 
mosphere next  autumn. 

The  fact  that  many  Liberals  and  many 
of  the  Liberal  papers  in  Canada  de- 
nounced Mercier,  and  that  their  defec- 
tion aided  in  his  overwhelming  defeat, 
has  raised  a  cry  from  the  friends  and 
accomplices  of  the  boodler  ag.iinst  the 
bolting  Liberals.  The  Manitoba  Free 
Press  strikes  out  boldly  for  an  honest 
party  and  honest  politics.     It  says: 

The  men  who  lifted  Mercier  into  jiower,  and 
who  kept  him  there  until  ho  di8grace<l  them  by 
his  actions,  were  the  men  who  ctfected  his  over- 
throw—the honest  men  of  the  party,  who  pre- 
ferred clean,  economical  government  umler  the 
Conservativee  to  the  methods  of  Pacaud  and 
his  friends. 

That  is  good,  square  doctrine.  What 
the  Liberals  of  Canada  need  is  to  clear 
their  camp  of  boodlers.  Then,  and  not 
till  then,  can  they  expect  to  reform  the 
Dominion  government.  For  the  present 
they  are  suffering  the  consequences  of 
Mercier's  crimes.  The  work  of  puriti- 
cation  is  costly,  but  it  is  necessary. 


Dr.  Thomas  Eggleston,  of  Columbia 
college,  has  made  a  study  of  the  pre-his- 
toric  copper  mines  of  the  country.  He 
says  the  old  miners  did  their  work  with 
tools  of  stone,  that  they  were  of  smaller 
stature  than  the  Americans  of  today,  and 
that  they  worked  copper  mines  in  the 
Lake  Superior  region  and  also  in  North 
Carolin,i.  He  inclines  to  believe  them 
of  Japanese  origin.  He  speaks  also  of 
their  wonderful  irrigating  dams,  reser- 
voirs and  water  courses,  which  made  a 
large  part  of  the  present  arid  lands  of 
the  West  fertile. 

A  single  incident  told  recently  in  the 
papers  shows  the  methods  of  city  poli- 
tics. Certain  people  wished  a  bill  intro- 
duced in  the  New  York  legislature  for 
relief  against  the  extortions  of  the  tele- 
phone companies,  but  not  a  single  city 
member  could  theyeetto  introduce  their 
bill.  Upon  investigation  their  agent  re- 
ported that  the  telephone  company  con- 
tributed $50,000  a  year  to  Tammany  hall 
and  a  like  amount  to  the  republican 
campaign  committee,  and  that  therefore 
nothing  could  be  expected  either  from 
Republican  or  Democratic  members. 

^'ale  has  finally  opened  its  post-gradu- 
ate courses  to  women.  The  concession 
practically  amounts  to  this.  Women 
graduates  from  other  colleges  can  pur- 
sue their  post-graduate  studies  at  Yale. 
It  is  difficut  to  see  why,  on  principle,  the 
line  should  be  drawn  here.  If  women 
are  allowed  the  advantage  of  post-gradu- 
ate study  why  not  of  under-graduate 
study?  It  concedes,  in  truth,  the  princi- 
ple of  co-education,  but  there  arc.  no 
practical  objections  in  a  large  university 
arranged  on  the  old  plan,  to  carrying 
the  principle  into  anything  like  full 
eftect.

The  growing  of  sugar  beets  in  the 
Wisconsin  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  last  summer  was  a  success  in 
spite  of  an  adverse  season.  Assistant 
Chemist  Woll  estimates  the  average 
cost  of  raising  beets  at  $2.46  per  ton,  and 
the  average  product  at  15  tons  per  acre. 
Prof  Woll  says. 

Before  we  can  conscientiously  ask  anyone  to 
invest  a  dollar  in  the  construction  of  factories, 
however,  there  should  be  sonii.  real  assurance 
that  our  people  are  ready  and  willing  to  grow 
beets  in  sufficient  (luantity  and  proper  ijaality 
to  keep  a  factory  well  supplied  with  suitable 
beets  for  a  long  working  aeason.  The  sugar 
beet  must  be  grown  on  proper  soil  with  the 
proper  cultivation,  and  trjgive  it  tlieee  requiri's 
judgment,  study  an<l  exix^nence. 

Prof.  Woll  further  declares  that  their 
investigations  show  that  Wisconsin  is  in 
the  beet  sugar  belt  of  this  country. 

Arguing  the  probable  futility  of  all 
our  arrangements  for  protecting  the  s«al 
in  Bering's  Sea,  the  New  York  Sun 
quotes  the  opinion  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Elliott, 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  who  has 
made  a  twenty  years  study  of  the  habits 
of  the  fur  seal,  to  this  effect,  "The  seals 
from  the  Pribylov  islands  make  a  great 
sweep  annually  down  through  the  Aleu- 
tian islands,  southward  to  the  latitude  of 
San  Francisco  and  beyond,  and  back 
along  the  American,  Canadian  and  Alas- 
kan C(»st  line  to  their  place  of  breed- 
ing."   The  protection  of  the  seal  while 


Kx-Secretary  Bayard,  of  Delaware,  in 
an  open  letter  to  the  democratic  party, 
denounces  the  Iree  coinage  heresy.  He 
says: 

A  cheaper  dollar  means  a  poorer  dollar,  and 
tli«  poon'r  the  dollar  the  poorer  its  owner  must 
l>e.

The  Toronto  World  gives  details  of 
the  enormous  emigration  from  Ontario 
to  Manitoba  and  the  Northwest.  It 
speaks  of  a  single  train  which  bore  350 
emigrants  from  Ontario  to  points  in 
-Manitoba.  The  same  tide  which  sets 
constantly  westward  from  the  central 
states  of  the  Union  seems  to  be  taking 
population  from  central  to  western 
Canada.

The  recently  inaugurated  and  now  al- 
most universal  ironcraiie  which  is  sweep- 
ing the  state  and  making  big  jiioney  on 
small  investments  for  a  few  fortunate  or 
favored  individuals  is  developing  con- 
siderable dissatisfaction  among  citizens 
and  would-be  investors  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  control  of  these  lands  is  given 
out  by  the  department  having  the  mat- 
ter in  charge.  To  give  a  clear  under- 
standing of  what  is  to  follow  it  will  be 
necessary  to  outline  the  process  by 
which  the  mvestor  secures  the  land  upon 
which  he  desires  to  tile.  Accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the 
law  an  applicant  for  a  lease 
piust  deposit  with  the  state  auditor  or 
land  commissioner  the  sum  of  525  for 
each  tract  tiled  upon,  and  upon  this  de- 
posit being  made  a  lease,  to  hold  for  one 
year,  is  issued.  This  lease  may  cover 
160  acres,  provideil  the  entire  track  is 
contiguous  in  the  same  section,  and  if  it 
is  desired  to  secure  a  lease  on  a  single 
forty  acre  tract  the  same  fee  must  be 
paid.  The  lease  holds  good  for  one 
year,  and  may  be  renewed  upon  expira- 
tion, but  should  any  ore  be  mined  and 
stiipped  out  of  the  state  from 
such  land  a  royalty  of  25  cents 
per  ton  must  be  paid  the  state.  In  the 
issue  of  leases,  as  will  readily  be  seen, 
the  same  clerk  necessarily  has  charge  of 
the  entire  business,  and  the  theory  of  ij- 
sumg  leases  is  the  old  one  of  first  come 
first  served.  Many  complaints  have  re- 
cently been  made  by  citizens  of  the  state 
outside  of  St.  Paul  that  when  they  have 
applied  for  leases  they  have  found  that 
somebody  was  just  ahead  of  them  or 
that  some  delay  was  made  in  perfecting 
their  leases,  and  before  they  were  finally 
issued  the  information  was  elicited  that 
the  desired  tract  had  been  taken  up. 
Snapped  Up  by  Employes. 
Yesterday  the  St.  Paul  Daily  News 
was  informed,  on  authority  v.hich  it  felt 
bound  to  respect,  that  the  more  valuable 
tracts  of  mineral  land  in  the  newly 
opened  section  of  the  state  had  been 
snapped  up  by  employes  of  the  land 
commissioner's  office  just  as  soon  as  they 
came  into  the  market,  or  as  soon  as  it 
was  made  evident  that  the  tracts  were 
likely  to  become  valuable.  This  was  a 
serious  charge  and  the  News  declined  to 
publish  any  statement  ot  alleged  facts 
until  it  could  lay  before  its  readers  a  de- 
tailed and  unbiased  account  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  land  commissioner's 
office  as  they  appeared  of  record  on 
his  books.  '  The  News  had  previ- 
ously been  informed  that  on  Jan. 
2q,  i8c;2,  the  Duluth  v'v;  Iron  Range 
road  had,  by  an  agreement  with  the  state 
auditor,  released  from  its  grant  certain 
land  the  title  to  which  was  not  wholly 
clear.  This  land  was  in  the  most  valu- 
able part  of  the  .Mesaba  iron  range,  and 
consequently  was  much  in  demand.  Im- 
mediately upon  such  relinquishment  by 
the  company  a  prominent  real  estate 
dealer  of  St.  Paul,  whose  office  is  at  the 
corner  of  Fourth  and  Robert  streets, 
made  appii<  aton  for  leases  on  a  large 
share  of  the  land  made  eligible  to  lease 
bv  the  above-mentioned  relinquishment. 
This  application  was  made  only  a  few 
moments  after  the  land  had  been  relin- 
jhed  and  just  prior  to  the  closing  of 
office  for  that  day.    The  application.

the 


the  territory  covered  by  the  Uuluth  & 
Iron  Range  relinquishment,  while  Mr. 
Anderson,  the  chief  bookkeeper,  is  also 
said  to  be  a  holder  of  valuable  leases. 

That  too  much  attention  might  not  be 
attracted  to  such  dealings,  m.iny  news- 
paper men  were,  it  is  said,  "let  in  on  the 
ground  floor, "  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
records  show  that  about  eighty  forties 
stand  leased  to  proprietors  and  attaches 
of  leading  St.  Paul  papers.  Country 
politicians,  a  few  outsiilc  real  estate  men 
and  "friends  of  the  family"  are  supposed 
to  have  been  given  a  quiet  tip,  of  which 
they  failed  not  to  take  advantage. 

In  conducting  his  investigation  and 
pursuing  his  inquiries  among  state 
officials  the  reporter  was  surprised  to 
find  grave  and  serious  apprehension  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments as  to  the  outcome  of  the  matter. 
Said  one:  "1  am  afraid  this  business  is 
going  to  create  a  terrible  scandal.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  some  of  the  at- 
taches of  public  offices  have  acted  in  a 
very  ihdiscrtet  manner  in  this  matter. 
Of  course  every  citizen  possesses  the 
right  to  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  of 
claiming  public  lands,  but  it  has  always 
been  considered  improper,  if  not  abso- 
lutely reprehensible,  for  the  heads  or 
clerks  of  departments  to  take  advantage 
of  facts  coming  within  their  knowledge 
in  the  line  of  tneir  public  duties  to 
secure  valuable  franchises  or  privi- 
leges." 

Another  official  declared  that  the  land 
commissioner's  office  was  not  the  only 
one  involved,  and  that  while  he  held 
.Auditor  Hiermann  personally  guiltless 
of  any  participancy  in  the  deal  it  would 
injure  him  greatly.  "As  to  others  in- 
volved," said  he.  "they  will  inevitably  be 
discovered,  and  will  have  to  stand  the 
I  runt  of  public  denunciation.  A  man 
can't  stand  in  with  such  a  deal  as  that 
without  being  found  out,  and  it  will  be  a 
sore  day  for  some  of  them." 

Hard  to  Locate  the  Rascals. 
It  is  extremely  difficult  to  locate  the 
real  owners  of  the  leases  by  reference  to 
the  books  as  a  geat  many  ot  them,  like 
those  issued  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Ruther- 
ford, are  issued  to  agents,  who  stand  in 
front  of  the  principals.  The  real  title  to 
the  leases,  however,  will  propably  be 
disclosed  when  the  first  action  is  brought, 
and  should  this  action  terminate  in  a 
victory  for  the  plaintiff,  others  will  fol- 
low, based  on  the  same  general  ground 
that  the  applicants  have  been  crowded 
out  by  others  more  favored. 

A  gentleman  who  is  "in  iron,"  and  who 
claims  to  be  familiar  with  the  processes 
by  which  the  leases  in  58-16  were  ac- 
quired and  disposed  of,  says  that  $50,000 
have  already  been  made  on  them,  and 
that  only  on  a  small  fraction  of  the  en- 
tire tract. 

With  the  assertions  which  have  been 
publicly  made  as  to  the  refusal  ot  the 
chief  clerk  to  accept  filings  on  certain 
tracts  on  the  evening  of  Jan.  2q,  at  the 
close  of  business,  and  the  announcement 
at  the  beginning  of  business  the  next 
morning  that  the  tracts  had  already  been 
filed  upon,  together  with  the  fact  that  the 
leases  covering  the  land  wanted  by  the 
first  applicant  on  Jan.  20  bear  date  on 
the  clerk's  books  of  Jan.  30,  the  public 
will  draw  its  own  conclusion. 


which   was   made   by  an   agent  of    the 
real  estate  man.  was    carefully    scrutin- 
ized and  the  information  given   that   the 
document  could  not  be   considered  as  it 
was  not  made  out  in    prdper    form,    but 
the  applicant  was  told  to    be    there    the 
next  morning  with  a  proper  application 
and  his  business  would    be   attended    to. 
The  applicant  says  that   the    office   was 
closed  before  he  left  the    building,    and 
no  other  papers  could  have  been  filed. 
Used  Matt  Jensen's  Name. 
Early  the  next  morning,  before  the  of- 
fice was    open,    the    applicant    was    on 
hand,  and  when  he  gained  access  to  the 
office  to   his    consternation    he    learned 
that  of  the  entire  tract,    the   greater  and 
more  valuable  parts    had    been    leased. 
It  was  a  singular  fact  that  when    the  of- 
fice was  closed  on  the  evening  of  Jan.  29

Rutherford 
and  a  line  of  ditto  marks  running    clear 
down  the  page  and  covering  half  of    the 
next.    Then  followed  68   entries    in    the 
name  of   Matt  Jensen,  assistant    book- 
keeper in  the  stale  treasurer's  office,  and 
a  number  of  other  "preferred  creditors." 
It    is  but  justice  to   Mr.  Jensen  to  say 
that  he  had  allowed  the  use  of  his    name 
to  fellow  employes  at   the   Capitol   who 
wanted  to  invest  in  iron,  but    not   under 
their  own  names,  and  that    very   few   of 
the  entries  in  his   own    name    really    be- 
longed to  him. 

To  Sue  Rutherford. 
The  first  applicant  sorrowfully  scanned 
the  depletecl  list  of  available  "forties," 
and  finding  only  one  which  he  consid- 
ered worth  taking,  he  filed  a  lease  on 
that  and  departed.  After  thinking  the 
matter  over  he  con-^ulted  an  attorney 
and  decided  to  bring  an  action  against 
Rutherford,  in  whose  name  the  leases 
were  granted,  to  compel  a  restora- 
tion of  the  land  to  the  public 
domain  where  the  original  applica- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  would  naturally 
take  precedence  over  all  others.  The 
attorney  in  the  case  was  visited  bv  a   re- 

Eorter,  but  declined  to  disclose  particu- 
irs  further  than  10  state  that  the  facts 
were  as  above  recited,  and  that  an  action 
would  be  begun  as  stated. 

"We  are  in  a  peculiar  position  just 
now,"  said  the  attorney.  "The  fact  is, 
we  don't  know  who  the  real  defendants 
will  be.  We  know,  of  course,  that  Mr. 
Rutherford  only  acted  in  the  capacity  ot 
•  an  agent,  and  that  his  principals  are  the 
ones  who  will  in  reality  defend  the  case. 

"Does  the  fact  of  the  leases  being  is- 
sued out  of  business  hours  lead  you  to 
believe  that  the  real  lessees  are  em- 
ployes in  the  auditor's  office.''" 

"I  believe  Auditor  Bierinan  to  be  a 
conscientious  and  honor.ible  man,  and  I 
would  say  nothing  to  in.u'p.te  aryof 
his  subordinates,"  was  the  cautious  re- 
ply. 

One  Theory  of  the  Deal 

The  theory  of  the  News'  original  infor- 
mant is, that  the  leases  were  "covered" 
by  the  clerks  in  the  land  department  and 
for  the  sake  of  convenience  and  to  avoid 
comment  were  put  in  the  name  of  Ru- 
therford and  Jensen.  It  is  stated  on  re- 
liable authority  that  Mr.  Mulcahey,  one 
of  the  clerks  of  the  land  departn'ent,  has

R.  McLennon.  well  known  in  Duluth. 
has  been  appointed  Indian  farmer  for 
the  Fond  du  Lac  reservation  and  has  en- 
tered upon  his  duties.  He  is  the  first 
incumbent  since  the  recent  troubles. 

The  state  lease  business  which  has 
been  expected  to  bring  scandal  upon 
somebody  before  it  was  through  with,  is 
beginning  to  show  results.  An  article 
on  another  page  makes  interesting  read- 
ing. 

The  Uuluth,  Mesaba  &  Northern  yes- 
terday let  a  contract  for  2500  piles,  from 
^5  to  40  feet  each  at  6  cents  a  running 
loot.  The  piles  are  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  ore  of  the  road  and 
will  be  brought  from  the   south   shore. 

D.  VV.  Meeker,  of  St.  Paul,  Northwest- 
ern correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Railroad  Gazette,  the  leading  paper  of 
its  class  in  the  L'nited  States,  is  in  the 
city  afiiliating  with  local  railroad  folks 
and  sinking  test  pits  into  the  Mesaba 
boom. 

The  Lyceum  theater  has  connections 
with  the  Spalding  house,  by  means  of 
which  an  eleqtric  bell  is  rung  in  the  lobby 
five  minutes  before  the  curtain  rises. 
Wednesday  the  connecting  wire  was  cut, 
but  Manager  Seely  soon  had  it  in  work- 
ing order  again. 

H.  W.  Wheeler,  the  patriarch  of  One- 
ota,  and  a  few  congenial  friends  recently 
purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  on  the 
Mesaba  range  and  will  soon  organize  a 
new  iron  company.  They  will  call  it  the 
Westminster  and  file  39  articles  of  in- 
corporation. 

Attorney  J.  A.  Boggs  made  his  argu- 
ment before  the  land  office  Inst  evening 
in  favor  of  his  clients  Stokes  and  Law- 
rence. The  main  point  in  his  argument 
was  that  the  power  of  attorney  given  by 
his  client  to  R.  D.  Mallctt  was  revoked 
by  a  later  one  given  to  S.  C.  Brown.

Everyone  interested  in  the  future  of  Du- 
luth is  urged  to  be  present  and  bring 
things  to  a  conclusion.  The  meeting 
ought  to  be  a  hummer. 

A  Chicago  dispatch  of  yesterday  says; 
J.  H.  Triggs,  of  Duluth,  Minn.,  today  se- 
cured a  judgment  in  Judge  Blodgett's 
court  for  $18,733  ^"d  interest  amounting 
to  S1083  against  J.  Blackburn  Jones,  of 
Chicago,  a  lawyer.  Triggs  and  Jones 
were  interested  in  a  Minnesota  land  deal, 
and  Triggs  claimed  to  have  got  the 
worst  of  it. 

During  the  recent  thaw  the  old  ice 
along  the  north  shore  of  the  lake  drifted 
out  a  few  rods  and  the  present  cold 
weather  has  formed  a  new  and  improved 
edition  on  which  many  Lakesiders  skate 
to  Duluth  and  home  again  with  child- 
hood delight.

SOME    TERMINAL    TALK 


Another  CitixenR'  MevtlnK  to  Consider    the 

MrtMba  Ronil   rropottltiou 

Will  be    Held 


In  the  Chanilier  of  Commerce  Tomorrow  After- 
noon and  to  Kxpedlte  Terminal 
Matter*. 


The  M  siilm  not  Satisfied  With  the  PrnpoKi  ion 
Sladf  by  the  Union   Depot 
Company. 


The  matter  of  railroad  terminals  is  to 
be  considered  at  another  citizens'  meet- 
ing to  be  held  in  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce tomorrow  afternoon.  A  call  which 
has  been  generally  signed  was  circulat- 
ed last  night.  The  object  of  the  meeting 
is  to  hurry  the  action  to  be  taken  on  the 
proposition  made  by  the  Mesaba  & 
Northern  people  at  a  mass  meeting  held 
some  time  ago.  At  that  meeting  the 
road  submitted  a  proposition  for  a  bonus 
and  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee who  apparently  have  accom- 
plished nothing.  Time  is  pressing  and 
another  meeting  to  expedite  matters  is 
considered  necessary.  A  discussion  of 
this  matter  today  has  brought 
out  the  fact  that  the  arrangement  con- 
sidered some  time  ago  between  the 
Union  depot  company  and  the  Mesaba 
road  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  to  the  Me- 
s.iba  people,  and  that  now  they  are  mak- 
ing a  protest.  In  lact  terminal  matters 
seem  as  much  mixed  now  as  ever  before. 

Alderman  Long  who  was  asked  about 
the  matter  said,  "1  don't  know  just  what 
the  matter  is,  but  there  is  something  de- 
cidedly wrong.  There  is  to  be  a  citizens 
meeting  tomorrow,  but  I  am  compelled 
to  go  to  Detroit,  so  I  can  do  nothing.  I 
would  like  to  attend  the  meeting  but  I 
am  afraid  they  can  do  nothing  that  will 
aid  the  present  diffiultv.  As  you  remem- 
ber the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth.  and  the 
Northern  P.acific  roads  pooled  their  in- 
their  interests  here  in  a  terminal  com- 
pany and  they  are  now  using 
their  property  in  this  way. 
Throujjh  President  Plough,  of  the  Ter- 
minal company,  a  proposition  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Mesaba  people  for  entrance 
into  Duluth,  which  was  considered  a  very 
fair  one,  but  at  the  same  time  Mr.  Plough 
agreed  that  if  the  other  side  were  dis- 
satisfied with  any  detail,  he  would  sub- 
mit the  matter  to  arbitration,  each  side 
to  select  an  arbitrator  and  the  two  to 
choose  a  third.  This  last  at  the  time  was 
not  found  necessary,  as  President  Chase 
expressed  himself  as  being  satisied  with 
the  proposition,  excepting  as  to  some 
minor  unimportant  points.  The  matter 
of  an  agreement  between  the  two  was 
then  considered  settled. 

"Since  that  time,  however,  the  deal  is 
all  off  again.  The  Mesaba  company  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  terms  offered  and  is 
making  a  grand  protest  against  what 
they  sav  is  an  attempt  to  injure  them  in 
their  efforts  to  gain  entrance  into  Du- 
luth and  it  is  said  that  this  change  of 
heart  is  due  to  the  fact  that  negotiations 
have  been  going  on  between  them 
and  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg.  The 
whole  question  will  probably  come  up 
at  the  meeting  to  be  held  tomorrow  and 
I  trust  .some  agreement  may  be  reached. 
If  the  matter  is  aired  some  interesting 
details  are  to  be  expected." 

Mr.  Plough  was  in  the  city  this  morn- 
ing but  could  not  be  seen  in  ref- 
erence to  the  question  of  terminals 
He  left  for  St.  Paul  at  1:55  and  goes  to 
New  York  at  once  to  consult  with  the 
Northern  Pacific  officials  in  the  East  as 
to  what  shall  be  done  to  patch  -  up  the 
difficulty.  It  is  probable  the  matter  will 
remain  in  the  present  state  until  after 
his  return.  In  the  meantime  Alderman 
Long  has  requested  from  each  ro.ad  a 
written  proposition  as  to  what  will 
satisfy  them  and  in  this  way  it  is  hoped 
by  him  that  a  satisfactory  agreement 
may  be  reached.

"KathUfm      Mavourneen"     Produced; 
Address  by  Bishop  McOoIrick. 
The  close  of  the  celebration  of  St.  Pat- 
rick's day  given  last  evening  at    the  Ly- 
ceum was  in  keeping  with  the  events  of 
the  early    part    of  the   day.     The   house 
was  entirely  filled  and  by  a   very   enthu- 
siastic audience.     The  first   part    of   the 
program  was  an  .iddress  by    Bishop  Mc- 
Golrick.     As    usual    his    remarks    were 
viijorous  and  pointed.     His  theme  was  a 
contrast    between    the    conduct    of    the 
Americans  and  Irish  under  English    op- 
pression.    He  read  from  that  part  of  the 
declaration  of  independence   where   the 
colonists  set  forth  their  reasons  for  revolt 
and      then     showed   how     much     more 
Ireland    had     suffered     than    did   ever 
the    American    colonies.    "Her  'people 
have  been  decimated,"    he    said,    "their 
homes  have  been  ruined,  they  have  been 
banished,  killed   and  robbed,    but    have 
endured  it  and  yet    England    wants    all 
the  world  to  believe    that    their   misfor- 
tnnes  are  the  results  of  their  being    idle, 
ignorant  catholics."     This  was    followed 
by  a  bitter  arraignment    of  the    English 
for  the  mistakes  made  in   governing  Ire- 
land and   a  glowing    eulogy    to  the  suc- 
cess made  by  Irishmen    in    other  colin- 
tries  where  equal  government  has  given 
them    a    chance    to  assert    themselves. 
The  oration  of  the  bishop  was  listened  to 
w  ith  close  attention  and  was    frequently 
interrupted    by   applause.     Bishop   Mc- 
Golrick    during    the    remainder    of  the 
evening    occupied   one    of    the    boxes. 
The  play  produced  was  "Kathleen  Ma- 
vorneen,"  an  Irish  drama  of  a  highly  ro- 
mantic type  similar  in  style  to  the  plays 
made  famous  by    Scanlon.     The    piece 
was  well   costumed    and    mounted   and 
produced  with  considerable  smoothness, 
which  showed  careful  study   and    excel- 
lent stage  management.     It  was    not,  of 
course,  entirely  free  from   those   defects 
which  so  often  mar  the  ensemble  in  ama- 
teur entertainments    but    they    were  re- 
duced to^  a  minimum.     Miss  Julia  Dona- 
van  as  Kathleen  was  the    favorite    with 
the  audience.      She  acts    with    an  easy 
and  dashing  grace  that  is  almost  profes- 
sional in  its  finish  and  which  is  weakened 
by  no  nervousness.     Her  conception    of 
her  party  was  clear  and   intellitrent  and 
her  interpretation  accurate  and    expres- 
sive.

John  McKinley  and 
others  intend  soon  to  visit  the  leading 
niills  of  the  country  to  acquire  a  more 
intimate  and  practical  knowledge  of  the 
business.  Thev  are  here  to  help  build 
Duluth,  and  will  use  as  much  ot  their 
ores  as  practicable  at  the  head  of  the 
lake.    There  is  gladness  in  the  air. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  mining  ex- 
change yesterday  afternoon  it  was  de- 
cided to  increase  the  listing  fee  from 
f  100  to  S200  and  use  the  additional  fund 
thus  secured  in  keeping  Duluth  before 
the  public  in  a  judicious  wav- 

H.  G.  Ingersoll,  the  St.  Paul  real 
estate  man  who  made  application  for 
the  iron  lands  said  to  have  been  leased 
toothers  between  two  days,  is  in  Duluth. 
There  is  seldom  anything  brighter  than 
moonlight  between  two  days,  but  it  is 
understood  Mr.  Ingersoll  will  throw  a 
few  rays  of  sunshine  on  the  midnight 
doings. 

Even  the  Indians  are  being  attracted 
to  Duluth  by  the  recent  iron  develop- 
ments in  the  "Big  Man's  hills,"  as  the 
Mesaba  range  is  known  in  their  interest- 
ing language.  A  big  buck  arrived  today 
with  feathers  in  his  hat  and  hope  in  his 
heart,  evidently  intent  upon  forming  a 
red  hematite  iron  company. 

Ex-Governor  Ramsey  has  been  in  town 
several  days  this  week  as  a  result  of  the 
iron  excitement.  He  likes  to  be  one  of 
the  boys. 

Ex-Governor  Campbell,  of  Ohio,  was 
among  the  pilgrims  in  the  Zenith  city 
this  week,  called  hither  by  extensive  in- 
terests on  the  Mesaba  range.  He  says 
he  had  rather  own  a  Minnesota  iron  mine 
than  a  Buckeye  tin  factory.

Its 
properties  are  close  to  the  main  line  of 
the  Iron  Range   road    in    58-15    and  14. 

J.  T.  Jones,  the  mining  expert,  for- 
merly of  Ironwood,  Mich.,  hasleased  160 
acres  ot  the  Shaw  company  for  30  years 
at  a  30  cent  royalty.  Mr.  Jones  and 
those  associated  with  him  will  push  de- 
velopments with  all  possible  expedition, 
having  made  the  lease  for  the  purpose 
of  shipping  the  ore. 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune  says: 
"There  was  a  story  going  around  the 
capiiol  all  day  yesterday  to  the  effect 
that  Attorney  General  Clapp  had  cleared 
$200,000  on  Northern  Minnesota  mir- 
ing speculatione,  and  while  the  storv  was 
not  confirmed  there  appears  to  be  a'good 
foundation  for  it.  Gen.  Clapp  spent  all 
of  last  week  with  his  clerk,  Mr.  Erwin, 
in  Duluth,  and  while  he  spent  a  day  or 
two  in  St.  Paul  at  the  commencement  of 
this  week,  he  returned  to  the  scenes  of 
the  mining  fever  and  excitement 
Wednesday  night.  As  a  result  he  could 
not  be  seen  yesterday  to  confirm  or  denv 
the  rumor."  There  is  no  need  of  having 
Moses  affirm  or  deny,  for  if  he  has  not 
already  made  the  pile  he  is  in  the  direct 
line  of  promotion. 

Hon.  J.  Arnold  Keyes,  of  Winona, 
who  pushed  the  revised  Australian  ballot 
law  through  the  last  legislature,  is  in 
Duluth  today  looking  after  subsoil  in- 
terests on  the  Mesaba. 

W.  F.  Matles,  manager  of  the  Superior 
steel  plant,  who  has  taken  a  heavy  inter- 
est in  a  big  Mesaba  mining  company,  is 
one  of  the  most  conservative,  clear- 
headed men  in  thfr  West,  and  his  action 
will  give  new  weight  to  the  claims  of  the 
new  range  on  the  attention  of  Eastern 
capitalists.

A  Representative  Remarks. 
Representative  Henrv  Feig,  of  Kandi- 
yohi county,  one  of  the  husky  voung  re- 
publicans of  the  last    house,   is'  reported 
in  yesterday's  St.  Paul    News  as  saying: 
"1  have  read  with  interest  the  disclosure 
in  the  News  of    the    mineral    land  deals 
and  want  to  pay  my  compliments  to  your 
paper  for  so  boldly  exposing  what  seems 
a  most  flagrant  and    arbitrary  abuse    of 
official   information    in    the    interest  of 
certain  state  ofificials.    The  mineral  land 
laws  imply    that    these    lands    are    for 
the      people.    The    fact    that    a     rail- 
road       company        must        relinquish 
them,  when  mineral  is  discovered  proves 
this.     Here  it  appears  that  the  relinquish- 
ment meant  merely  a  "sort  of  transfer" 
with  the  connivance  of  certain    officials. 
Such  proceedings  are  an    outrage,    and 
can  properly  be  termed    malfeasance  in 
office.     While  it  may  be   that    these    al- 
leged deals  were  made  unknown    to  Au- 
ditor Bierman,  still  that  would  leave  him 
in  the  position  of  an  incompetent  official, 
systematically  deceived  by  his  subordin- 
ates.   In    addition  to  the  facts  stated  in 
the    News     today    I    am    informed    on 
good  authority  that  last  Thursday  night, 
the  16th,  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  auditor 
entered    the    auditor's    office  long  after 
business  hours  in  company  with  a  stran- 
ger carrying  a  valise,  and  that  they  re- 
mained until  about  11  p.  in.,  when   they 
departed  for  Duluth.       What  were  they 
doing   there  and   what   regard  docs  the 
land  department  show  for  the  rights  of 
the  common  people  in  the  development 
of  our  mineral  lands?" 


Berlin  March  19.  -Both  Caprivi  and 
Zedlitz  are  awaiting  the  action  of  the 
kaiser  on  their  resignations,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  kaiser's  sudden  depart- 
ure from  the  city  was  to  avoid  being 
forced  to  an  immediate  decision.  The 
kaiser,  it  is  said,  will  return  on  Wednes- 
day utxt.  It  is  also  stated  that  Chan- 
cellor Caprivi  resigned  because  he  felt 
bound' to  sustain  his  minister  Zedlitz.  It 
is  believed  that  Count  Zedlitz  will  per- 
sist in  resigning  under  any  circumstan- 
ces. 

Among  the  national  liberals  there  is 
great  rejoising,  and  congratulations  are 
pouring  in  upon  Dr.  Miquel  for  his  firm 
stand  against  the  education  bill.  Dr 
Miquel,  however,  is  reserved  and  has  not 
given  any  public  expressions  of  satisfac- 
tion over  his  triumph. 

It  is  said  that  before  the  cabinet  gath- 
ering of  Thursday  the  kaiser  gave  Dr 
Miquel  a  long  personal  audience,  at 
vvhich,  It  is  supposed,  the  kaiser  came  to 
the  conclusion  which  was  shown  in  the 
cabinet  meeting.  The.general  opinion  is, 
however,  that  he  will  decide  to  keep 
Dr.  Miquel,  and  that  General  Caprivi 
will  have  his  scruples  of  honor  over- 
come by  being  directed,  instead  of  re- 
quested, to  remain  at  the  head 
of  the  empire.  It  is  known 
that  the  kaiser  is  a  sick  man.  He  rallied 
a  little  under  the  excitement  of  the  crisis, 
but  one  reason  given  for  his  departure 
from  Berlin  is  that  he  needs  recupera- 
tion. 

The  catholic  hierarchy  is  said  to  be 
deeply  agitated  over  the  turn  of  aflairs 
Considering  themselves  safe  in  the  as- 
surances ot  the  kaiser  and  Caprivi  that 
the  government  would  stand  by  the 
education  bill,  the  prelates  anticipated 
for  the  church  the  crowning  concession 
of  all  that  the  church  desired  from  the 
state,  namely,  state  authority  and  aid  in 
the  education  of  catholic  children  by  in- 
structors in  their  own  religion.  Outside 
of  the  catholics  there  are  no  signs  of 
serious  disappointment  and  the  social- 
ists are  especially  jubilant. 

The  Pall  .Mall  Gazette  savs  that  the 
crisis  simply  means  that  the  kaiser  has 
wisely  changed  his  mind.  The  situation 
would  onlv  be  serious  if  Chancellor  Cap- 
rivi should  insist  upon  following  Zedlitz

IN     VENEZUELA. 


The  Mineral  Lease  La\7. 
The  mineral  laws  of  congress  do  not 
apply  to  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  or  .Michi- 
gan.   The    state    of    Minnesota  having 
come  into  possession  of    large    tracts  of 
land  by  patent  from  the  general    govern- 
ment, and  valuable  mineral  deposits  hav- 
ing been  found  thereon,    the  legislature 
of  1889  passed  a    law  under    which    the 
state  leases  these  mineral  lands  to   indi- 
viduals or  companies.    Not    more  than 
160  acres  can  be  secured  under  one  lease. 
The    lands    must    be    contiguous,    and 
whether  160  acres  or   anv   less    area    is 
taken     a       fee       of      $25      must     be 
paid         to       the        state        treasurer. 
If    two    or  more     persons    apply     for 
the  same  lands  at  the    same    time,   they 
shall  be    leased    to    the   highest  bidder. 
The  lease  gives  the  right  of    exploration 
for  one  year,  at    which   time  such    right 
terminates.    Should    ore   be  found,    the 
lease-holder  may  then  contract  with   the 
state  to  mine  and  ship  the    same    for    a 
term  of  50  years    by    making  an  annual 
payment  of  IP  1 00  and  a  quarterly    pay- 
ment of  25  cents  a  ton   (2240  pounds)  for 
all    ore    shipped,    the    statement    to  be 
made  by  the  ofticersof  the  railroad  hand- 
ling the  same.      The    lease-holder  may 
also  cut  such    timber    as   is    needed  for 
fuel  or    for    buildings  necessary  to    the 
operation  of  the  mines.     He  also  agrees 
to  ship  1000  tons  of  ore  within  fiye  years 
after  a  railroad  is  built   within    one  mile 
of    the    land.      Also      that    5000    tons 
shall  be  shipped  annually  thereafter.    In 
case  coppei   or  any  other  valuable  min- 
eral  is  found  upon   lands  so  leased  the 
lessee    and     land    commissioner    shall 
agree  upon  the  terms  on  which  the  same 
mav  be    mined.    If    they  fail    to  agree, 
each  one  shall  chose  a  referee  by  whom 
a  third  shall  be  chosen,  and  the  decision 
of  the  referees  shall  be  final.     In  case  of 
default  for  60  days  of  any  conditions  of 
the  lease,  the  state  again  secures  posses- 
sion of  the  lands. 


Fight  on  Thursday;  Insuruents  Beaten; 
More  Fighting  in  Prospect 
Caracas,  Venezuela,  March  19.— The 
opposition  to  President  Palacos  has  at 
length  resulted  in  a  resort  to  arms  and  a 
bloody  engagement  has  been  fought  be- 
tween a  body  of  revolutionists  and  gov- 
ernment troops  near  this  city.  So  far  as 
c-in  be  learned  now  the  advantage  rests 
with  the  government,  but  the  fear  is  gen- 
erally expressed  that  it  is  but  the  begin- 
ning of  a  long  and  desperate  fight  for 
the  control  of  the  country.  Particulars 
of  the  battle  which  occurred  Thursday 
are  meagre  as  yet,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  the  number  of  men  engaged  or 
the  casualties.  In  fart  the  only 
reliable  news  is  that  the  revolution- 
ists were  forced  to  retire.  It  is  said 
that  ex-President  Guzman  Blanco  is  at 
the  back  of  the  revolutionary  movement 
and  that  it  has  considerable  strength 
throughout  the  country.  His  followers 
have  lor  several  years  past  been  actively 
engaged  in  plotting  for  the  overthrow  of 
the  present  government  and  the  restora- 
tion of  the  dictator. 

From  present  indications  the  republic 
will  have  a  hard  time  before  the  country 
is  tranquilized  and  a  constitutional  gov- 
ernment is  again  firmly  established. 
The  government  is  taking  active  meas- 
ures to  suppress  all  effoits  of  the  reyolu- 
tionists  to  concentrate  their  forces  and 
President  Palacos  is  confident  that  order 
will  soon  be  restored.  Many  well  in- 
formed residents  of  the  capital  do  not, 
however,  share  his  confidence.  The 
situation  is  critical. 


DURHAM  COAL  OWNERS  OFFER 
ARBITRATION. 

Must  Have  a  Reduction  or  They  Will 
Have  no  Profits. 

London,  March  19— The  Durham  coal 
owners  have  given  it  to  be  understood 
that  they  are  willing  to  have  the  ques- 
tion of  a  reduction  of  wages  arbitrated. 
The  men  have  not  yet  consented.  The 
proposed  reduction  is  seven  and  one- 
halt  per  cent,  which,  the  coal  owners 
claim,  is  necessary  to  give  them  any 
profit  whatever  out  of  the  business. 

L,oNDON,  March  19.— The  strike  of  the 
miners  is  likely  to  be  prolonged  if  the 
owners  generally  adopt  the  Lancashire 
plan  of  requiring  the  miners  returning  to 
work  to  sign  an  agreement  to  work  six 
days  in  the  week.  The  Lancashire 
miners  have  so  far  refused  to  sign  the 
agreement  and  will  probably  remain 
out.

CHICAGO  BOODLERS. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  investigation 
into  the  alleged  corruption  of  the  city 
government  of  Chicago  will  be  probed 
to  the  bottom.  A  grand  jury  began  work 
yesterday,  and  it  is  said  that  there  will 
be  evidence  to  prove  corruption  in  the 
passage  of  three  city  ordinances:  the 
Economic  Gas,  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
the  Compressed  Air  ordinances.  It  is 
asserted  that  there  are  witnesses  who  will 
testify  that  they  saw  the  representative 
of  corporations  pay  over  to  individual 
aldermen  certain  sums  of  money,  that 
they  heard  it  promised  by  these  alder- 
men that  in  return  for  these  sums  they 
would  vote  in  the  interests  of  the  cor- 
porations paying  them,  and  that  the 
aldermen  receiving  the  said  sums  of 
money  did  actually  vote  in  the  city 
council  for  the  passage  of  the  ordinances 
which  they  agreed  to  support.  The 
number  of  aldermen  involved  in  these 
corrupt  deals  is  placed  as  high  as  twenty- 
five.  The  action  attacked  took  place  in 
July  last. 

The  trouble  usual  in  obtaining  convic- 
tions against  city  boodlers  is  not  to  reach 
a  moral  certainty  of  their  ^uilt,  but  to  get 
such  legal  evidence  as  will  be  sufficient 
in  a  court  of  law.  In  the  noted  prosecu- 
tions of  Jacob  Sharp  and  other  New  York 
boodlers  convictions  were  obtained,  but 
were  set  aside  in  the  higher  courts.  In 
fact  unless  the  criminals  have  been  ver>' 
careless,  indeed,  they  will  slip  out  of  the 
legal  net. 

The  only  real  remedy  for  such  rascal- 
ities as  characterize  the  governments  of 
nearly  all  large  cities  is  to  be  found  in 
electing  honest  city  officers.  The  sa- 
loon keepers  and  professional  politicians, 
who,  for  the  most  part,  fill  city  councils, 
take  city  offices  simply  for  the  money 
there  is  in  them.  Occasional  exposure 
merely  makes  them  more  cautious.  The 
only  way  to  have  honest  city  govern- 
ments is  to  choose  men  of  known  good 
character  to  administer  them. 


(2ueensland,  states  that,  owing  to  a  stag- 
nation of  industries  in  that  country,  quite 
Qq  a  number  of  persons  are  almost  on  the 
verge  of  starvation.

THE  CRISIS  IX  (JEK.HAVV. 

The  determination  of  the  empeior  to 
modify  the  education  bill  before  the 
Prussian  Landtag  has  brought  on  a  cab- 
inet crisis.  It  appears  that  the  educa- 
tion bill  was  prepared  by  the  Minister 
of  public  instruction,  but  it  was  support- 
ed in  he  Landtag  bv  the  Chancellor  him- 
self. The  emperor  is  evidently  sick  of 
this  remarkable  scheme,  but  it  is  a  pet 
of  the  minister  who  framed  it  and  Chan- 
cellor Caprivi  had  declared  in  the  de- 
bate that  he  should  stand  or  fall  by  the 
bill  so  that  he  felt  bound  when  the  em- 
peror determined  on  its  modification  to 
hand  in  his  resignation. 

The  question  now  is  what  will  the  em- 
peror do?  Will  he  stand  by  his  cabinet 
or  yield  to  the  manifest  wishes  of  the 
people?  His  decision  will  decide  a  good 
deal  more  than  the  fate  of  this  educa- 
tion bill.  It  will  show  whether  he  has 
discretion  as  well  as  a  strong  will. 
Should  he  decide  to  force  the  bill  through 
in  its  original  shape,  it  will  fix  the  char- 
acter of  his  government  as  a  purely  ar- 
bitrary one.  It  will  show  that  if  the 
German  people  seek  for  any  sort  of  lib- 
erty they  must  seek  for  it  in  revolution. 
Should  the  emperor  show,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  he  can  yield  his  own  views  to 
those  of  his  people,  he  will  prove  himself 
more  worthy  of  his  high  position  than 
anything  he  has  yet  done.

On 
Thursday  a  doctor  swore  that  five  of  the 
prisoners  were  insane  and  three  more 
"might  have  been  insane."

It  was  divorce  day  at  the  district 
court  at  this  mornings  special  term  and 
three  unhappy  marriages  received  at- 
tention. The  findings  of  Judge  Ensign 
in  the  famous  Schulte  divorce  case  were 
filed.  This  will  be  remembered  as  the 
case  in  which,  while  it  was  on 
trial,  there  were  such  sensational 
developments.  The  suit  was  one 
brought  by  Agnes  Schulte  against  An- 
ton Schulte  for  an  absolute  divorce  on 
the  ground  of  crueltv.  When  the  case 
came  to  trial  the  defendants  alleged  that 
the  woman  had  never  been  his  wife,  and 
produced  a  former  husband  from  Ger- 
many, w  ho  took  the  stand  and  told  a  ro- 
mantic story  of  unfortunate  love  which 
had  its  scene  in  the  father  land 
The  judge  finds  that  Henry  Reche  and 
Agnes  Schulte  were  married  in  Walden- 
berg  in  1874.  That  in  1S82  Reche  began 
proceedings  against  his  wife  for  a  di- 
vorce and  she  imagined  that  one  had 
been  secured.  Moreover  in  1885  she  re- 
ceived word  of  her  former  husbands 
death  .-ind  supposed  the  rumor  was  true. 
In  1888  she  came  to  Wis- 
consin and  in  the  same 
year  she  married  Schulte.  Such  being 
the  facts  in  the  case,  the  judge  had  no 
option  but  to  grant  a  divorce  to  the  hus- 
band, although  he  finds  the  charges  of 
cruelty  made  ag.iinst  Schulte  are  sus- 
tained. There  are  some  property  ques- 
tions involved,  but  by  stipulation  judg- 
ment in  them  is  reserved.  The  case  is 
still  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
since  the  action  was  begun  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Schulte  have  become  reconciled.

Swanstrom  vs.  K.  O.  Balstad,  heard  and 
submitted.  In  the  matter  of  the  assign- 
ment of  Henry  Bell,  order  directing 
Clinton  Markell  to  execute  quit  claim  for 
certain  property.  S.  F.  Snivley  vs. 
Robt.  C.  Mitchell,  continued. 

Findings  were  also  filed  in  three  other 
cases.  N.  F.  Hugo  vs.  A.  J.  Miller, 
judgment  for  the  defendant;  D.  G.  Crow- 
ley vs.  Luther  Mendenhall  and  Duluth 
Boot  &  She  e  company,  dismissed  as  to 
first  defendants  and  plaintiff  adjudged 
to  have  no  lien;  E.  Hollenbeck  vs.  C.  T.

The  Umlgc  Hearinij'  Before  the  Board 

of  Kngfiueers  Befran  Today,  Both 

Sides  Represented. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  March  21.— Capt.  J, 
W.  Miller,  of  Duluth,  who  was  one  of  the 
delegates  to  the  recent  deep  water  con- 
vention here,  and  who  was  appointed 
one  of  the  committee  to  present  the  res- 
olutions before  the  joint  congressional 
committees  on  rivers  and  harbors,  is  at 
the  Cadillac,  having  just  returned  from 
Washington,  where  he  has  been  since 
Jan.  25.  He  and  other  members  of  the 
delegation  have  been  working  with 
might  and  main  to  accomplish  their  ob- 
ject and  he  is  enthusiastic  over  the  re- 
ception accorded  them  by  the  congress- 
men and  over  the  excellent  prospects  ot 
seeing  the  object  gained  for  which  they 
went  to  Washington. 

"I  think,"  he  said  last  eveing,  "that  we 
succeeded  at  least  in  opening  the  eyes  of 
some  congressmen  as  to  the  immensity 
of  the  product  of  this  Northwestern 
country  and  the  importance  of  the  deep- 
ening of  the  waterways.  We  were  re- 
ceived with  great  cordiality  and  every 
facility  was  given  us  for  presenting  our 
case  in  the  best  possible  light.  The 
committee  is  almost  a  unit  in  our  favor, 
and  with  the  exception  of  Congressmen 
Weadock  and  Whiting,  our  representa- 
tives seconded  us  heartily. 

Statements  That  Were  Not  Facts. 

"Their  opposition  to  the  deep  water- 
way project  was  a  surprise,  but  I  don't 
think  it  did  much  harm.  Whiting  made 
a  statement  that  seven  out  of  nine  con- 
gressmen from  Michigan  are  opposed  to 
the  deep  waterway.  He  should  have 
stated  it  in  just  the  opposite  manner, 
however,  as  events  showed  almost  im- 
mediately afterward.  A  petition  was 
gotten  up  for  the  purpose  of  overcoming 
the  bad  effect  produced  by  his  state- 
ments, and  it  was  signed  by  105  con- 
gressmen, almost  everv  one  of  them 
from  the  lake  country.  The  seven  con- 
gressmen whom  Mr.  Whiting  spoke  of  so 
confidently  as  against  the  scheme,  every 
one  of  them  affixed  their  names." 

"What  do  you  think  of  the  prospects 
of  getting  the  measure  through?" 

"They  could  not  do  belter.  I  am  quite 
confident  that  the  entire  appropriation 
of  $3,500,000  asked  for  will  be  granted. 
The  inrtuence  that  has  been  brought  to 
bear  is  enormous  and  I  met  very  few 
people  who  did  not  look  with  interest 
upon  the  lake  marine.  The  Southern 
congressmen,  I  find,  are  quite  enthu- 
siastic over  the  matter,  even  more  so 
than  many  of  our  Northern  men.  You 
see,  they  are  interested  in  the  waterways 
in  their  own  end  of  the  country  and  are 
looking  out  for  a  return  of  favors. 

"I  do  not  think  either  that  the  passage 
of  the  bill  will  les.sen  the  appropriation 
for  harbors  this  year.  I  think  that  Wea- 
dock was  afraid  of  this  when  he  opposed 
the  bill  but  1  believe  that  his  fears  are 
groundless.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittees are  fully  alive  to  the  need  of 
harbors  on  the  lakes  and  will  appro- 
priate money  to  improve  them  just  as 
fast  as  the  need  for  them  becomes  ap- 
parent." 

The  Channel  to  the  Sea. 

"Was  the  question  of  a  channel  to  the 
sea  brought  forward  prominently?" 

"Yes,  it  was,  and  I  think  the  prospects 
for  a  $100,000  appropriation  for  prelim- 
inary surveys  for  a  canal  between  Lakes 
Erie  and  Ontario  are  very  good.  The 
fact  that  Canada  has  a  14-foot  channel 
was  brought  out  very  strongly  by  the 
delegation,  «nd  another  delegate  and 
myself  procured  from  the  navy  depart- 
ment the  figures  concerning  all  the  Bri- 
tish warshij)s.  England  has  168  vessels 
drawing  14  feet  and  under  that  could 
pass  throuph  the  Welland  canal.  These 
are  all  cruisers  and  gunboats  capable  of 
doing  an  immense  amount  of  damage. 

"These  facts  set  the  members  of  the 
committee  to  thinking,  and  I  should  not 
be  at  all  surprised  to  see  something  done 
in  this  direction,  although,  of  course,  the 
idea  of  a  deep  channel  to  the  sea  would 
be  strenuously  combatted  by  Buffalo  and 
New  York  commercial  interests." 

Mr.  Miller  is  loud  in  his  praise  of  his 
fellow-townsman,  S.  A.  Thompson,  who, 
he  says,  did  the  best  work  oefore  the 
committee  of  any  one  in  the  delegation. 
They're  here  to  attend  the  hearing  be- 
fore the  board  of  United  States  engi- 
neers in  regard  to  the  proposed  bridge 
over  the  canal  at  Duluth. 


Milwaukee)  Socialists 
MiLWAUKEK,  March  21.— The  Mil- 
waukee socialists  celebrated  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  French  commune  last  eve- 
ning. The  large  hall  was  crowded. 
Robert  Steener,  of  Chicago,  was  the 
principal  speaker.  He  lauded  the  com- 
munist and  the  French  women  who 
started  conflagrations  in  all  parts  of 
Paris.  He  spoke  of  the  state  of  affairs 
in  Germany  and  said  the  time  was  ripe 
for  a  general  uprising  of  the  down  trod- 
den masses.  Leaving  Germany,  Steener 
spoke  of  Chicago  and  Chief  of  Police 
McCloughry,  wTio  broke  up  a  socialist 
meeting  Saturday  night,  and  soon  had 
his  audience  wild  with  enthusiasm. 


Dead  Body  Found. 
Cincinnati,  March  21.— Saturday  af- 
ternoon a  party  of  bovs  living  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Tobasco,  Clermont  county,  dis- 
covered the  body  of  a  man  lying  in  a 
pool  of  blood.  The  body  was  -found  to 
be  that  of  Jewett  S.  Durham,  a  young 
rnan  whose  parents  lived  but  a  short 
distance  from  the  scene.  Young  Dur- 
ham had  been  in  Tobasco  all  day  Fri- 
day and  in  the  afternoon. met  several 
friends.  The  party  became  intoxicated. 
It  is  supposed  that  Durham  crept  into  an 
old  car  with  the  intention  of  remaining 
all  night.  It  is  often  used  by  tramps  for 
shelter  and  it  is  thought  he  was  killed  by 
them. 


Bismarck  111. 
Bkrlin,  March  21.— It  is  reported 
that  Prince  Bismarck  was  attacked  today 
with  a  sudden  illness.  In  view  of  the 
condition  of  affairs,  the  news  has  caused 
intense  ancxiety.  Many  municipalities 
and  other  bodies  throughout  Germany 
have  already  begun  their  preparations 
to  celebrate  Bismarck's  approaching 
77th  birthday  on  the  first  of  April.  The 
illness  of  the  prince  is  said  not  to  be 
serious  and  the  latest  advices  represent 
it  as  no  more  than  an  indisposition. 

Trouble  Feared. 
London,  March  21. — The  provincial 
newspapers  have  taken  up  tne  Bering 
sea  question  in  a  tone  not  at  all  friendly 
to  the  United  States.  The  Newcastle 
Chronicle  expressed  fear  that  there  will 
be  trouble  during  the  coming  season.  It 
says  that  an  immense  fleet  is  ready  to 
proceed  to  Bering  sea  to  hunt  the  seal 
and  that  the  Yankee  navy  will  have  its 
hands  full  to  prevent  the  seal  fishing. 
Sir  (ieorge  Baden  Powell  would  long 
ago  have  settled  the  question  if  allowed. 

Tbe  Combine  Combines. 
Philadki.phia.  March  2L— The  In- 
quirer says  this  morning,  the  official  an- 
nouncement that  Claus  Sprcckles'  refin- 
ery has  gone  into  the  great  sug.ir  com- 
bine with  the  Franklin  reftnerv  of  Harri- 
son, Frazier  &  Co.,  and  the  refinery  of  E. 
C.  Knight  &  Co.,  may  be  expected  in  a 
few  days.  The  preliminaries  are  said  to 
be  about  fixed  and  all  that  remains  to  be 
arranged  is  minor  details.  The  terms 
are  not  yet  known. 


THE  DULUTH   CANAL  BRIDGE. 

The  Ofhcial  Hearing  Opened  in  Detroit 
This  Mornine. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  March  21.— A  session 
of  the  special  board  of  officers  ot  the 
United  States  engineer  corps,  consisting 
of  Gen.  O.  M.  Poe,  Col.  Wm.  Ludlow 
and  Maj.  Wm.  A.  Jones,  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  testimony  and  hear- 
ing arguments  in  the  matter  of  the  lift 
bridge  over  the  government  cut  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Duluth  harbor  was  begun 
this  morning  at  10:30  o'clock.  There 
were  present  in  the  interest  of  Duluth  and 
the  bridge;  Henry  Truelsen.  president  of 
the  board  of  public  works;  S.  L.  Smith, 
city  attorney;  C.  A.  Long,  alderman;  J. 
W.  Miller;  and  S.  A.  Thompson,  secre- 
tary of  the  chambej  of  commerce,  all  of 
Duluth.  They  were  accompanied  by  J, 
A.  L.  Waddell,  bridge  engineer  of  Kan- 
sas City.  C.  H.  Keep,  secretary,  and 
Wm.  Livingston  Jr.,  one  of  the  manag- 
gers  of  the  Lake  Carriers'  association; 
James  Corrigan,  of  the  Cleveland  Vessel 
Owers'  association,  and  Harry  D. 
Goulder,  who  represents  the  latter  asso- 
ciation as  attorney  and  lake  carriers'  in- 
terests generally  appeared  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  bridge. 

It  was  developed  this  forenoon  that 
the  bridge  was  to  be  a  temporary  affair. 
This  was  drawn  out  on  an  inquiry  re- 
earding  the  prospective  traffic  over  it. 
It  was  admitted  by  the  Duluth  people 
that  in  five  years  with  fair  progress  the 
bridge  would  be  in  constant  use  for  the 
passage  of  teams,  street  cars,  etc.  It 
would  be  then  taken  away,  thev  said.  It 
was  shown  that  3600  vessels  entered  Du- 
luth harbor  last  year  and  testimonv  was 
offered  showing  that  the  lift  would  be 
operated  for  but  an  average  of  20  vessels 
daily.  Gen.  Poe  said  that  provision  must  be 
bas<d  on  tbe   highest    number  entering 


Big  Snow  Storm  in  Kansas. 
Kansas  City,  March  21.— The  second 
heavy  snow  storm  of  the  month  struck 
this  city  early  yesterday  morning  and 
the  mercury  went  down  to  10  degrees 
below  freezing  point.  Incoming  trains 
from  the  West  passed  through  a  fierce 
storm  which  extended  fully  200  miles 
toward  the  Colorado  line  and  which  is 
believed  to  have  done  great  damage  to 
crops  and  to  have  caused  considerable 
loss  to  stockmen. 


Bank  Breaks. 
Painksville,  Ohio,  March  21.— The 
Painesville  Loan  &  Savings  Association 
bank  closed  its  doors  this  morning.  The 
depositors  are  crowding  around  the 
building  and  threaten  violence  to  the 
officials.  No  figures  are  obtainable  at 
this  time  and  the  cause  of  the  failure 
cannot  be  learned.  A  notice  on  the  door 
of  the  bank  conveys  the  information  that 
a  settlement  will  be  made  with  deposi- 
tors as  soon  as  possible. 

War  in  Mozambique. 
Zanikak,  March  21. — The  Portuguese 
town  of  Quilimane,  capital  of  a  district 
in  Mozambique,  is  besieged  by  6000  na- 
tives provoked  to  rebellion  by  the  Portu- 
guese rule.  Quilimane  which  is  a  trad- 
ing center  of  importance  with  many 
European  residents,  is  in  danger.  The 
Mohawk,  Brithish  torpedo  cruiser,  has 
gone  to  Quilimane  and  a  Portuguese 
gunboat  with  one  hundred  soldiers,  is  on 
Its  way  there. 


Severe  Sentences. 
Berlin,  March  21.— The  severe  sen- 
tences passed  upon  th«~~rioters  of  Feb. 
25,  ranging  from  15  months  to  three 
vears'  imprisonment,  are  harshly  criti- 
cised by  the  radicals  as  it  is  claimed 
that  the  police  provoked  the  rioting  and 
that  the  men  only  asked  for  work. 
Money  is  being  raised  for  the  destitute 
families  of  the  prisoners. 


Capt.  Osborne  Will  Resign. 
London,  March  21.-  It  is  said  that 
Capt.  Osborne  will  probably  be  offered  a 
civil  post  in  one  of  the  colonies  about 
the  same  lime  as  the  release  of  his  wife. 
The  captain,  it  is  said,  will  soon  resign 
from  the  armv.

Returns. 
An  old,  old  timer  was  in  the  police 
court  this  morning.  Pat  Higgins,  alias 
Bill  Scanlon,  alias  "Paddy  the  Pig,"  was 
the  first  name  on  the  list.  In  days  gone 
bye  his  appearance  could  be  predicted 
with  the  same  regularity  as  could  an 
eclipse  of  the  moon.  You  had  only  to 
count  the  time  of  his  sentence,  allow  him 
one  afternoon  to  get  a  "jag"  and  he  would 
be  on  time  to  the  minute.  The  police 
department  set  their  watches  by  him. 
There  was  a  trio  of  such,  "Paddy," 
Henry  Bierman  and         Frank 

Wright.  The  latter  one  day 
disappeared  and  for  nearly  a  vear  has 
not  been  in  the  police  court,  Bierman 
was  killed  one  night  on  the  St.  Paul  &

to  Stay.

The  Emperor's  Health  Much  Worse 

Thau  Has  Been  Supposed;  Rest 

Imperative. 


Caprivi  Insists  on  Retirinff  from  the 

Premiership  of  Prussia;  The 

Offices  Separated. 


Berlin.  March  21.— Gen.  Caprivi  has 
returned  from  his  visit  to  Hubertusstock 
in  answer  to  the  summons  of  the  em- 
peror. The  chancellor  is  reticent  as  to 
the  facts  of  the  interview  except  that  at 
the  command  of  his  sovereign  he  has 
consented  to  withdraw  his  resignation 
and  remain  at  the  head  of  the  cabinet. 
The  chancellor  had  gone  on  Sunday 
with  the  determination  to  insist  upon  his 
resignation  being  accepted,  but  the  kais- 
er made  an  earnest  personal  appeal 
that  mollified  Caprivi's  indignation  and 
brought  about  what  is  called  a  rcconci- 
lation. 

This  appeal  is  said  to  have  been  based 
mainly  on  the  condition  of  the  kaiser's 
health  and  the  fact  that  he  was  in  no 
condition  to  face  a  strain  that  a  change 
in  the  chancellorship  would  involve. 

It  is  the  current  talk  today  among 
members  both  of  the  reichstag  and  the 
landtag  that  nothing  short  of  a  fear  that 
the  kaiser's  health  would  be  dangerously 
affected  would  have  induced  Caprivi  to 
withdraw  his  resignation  and  that  the 
condition  of  the  kaiser  is  much  more 
serious  than  had  been  supposed.  With 
a  new  chancellor  continual  instruction 
would  be  necessary  and  the  kaiser  would 
have  to  be  his  own  chancellor  for  a  time. 
But  while  consenting  to  remain  as  chan- 
cellor, Gen.  Caprivi  insisted  upon  the 
kaiser's  accepting  his  resignation  of  the 
office  of  Prussian  premier.  The  kaiser 
was  obliged  therefore,  in  order  to  keep 
Caprivi  as  chancellor,  to  accept  his  resig- 
nation as  Prussian  premier.  This  will, 
in  name,  at  least,  divorce  Caprivi  en- 
tirely from  Prussian  affairs  and  relieve 
him  from  the  obligation  of  appearing  in 
the  landtag. 

From  the  time  of  the  foundation  of  the 
present  German  empire  the  chancellor- 
ship of  the  reichstag  and  the  premier- 
ship of  Prussia  have  gone  together  and 
been  regarded  as  virtually  insepara- 
ble. This  has  kept  the  political  course 
of  Prussia  in  line  with  the  policy  of  the 
empire  and  has  greatly  strengthened  the 
influence  of  Prussia  in  imperial  affairs. 
It  is  believed  that  the  separation  of  the 
two  offices  will  be  generally  satisfactory 
to  the  smaller  states  anci  especially  to 
Bavaria  where  jealousy  of  Prussian  pre- 
dominance has  of  late  greatly  increased. 
So  serious  has  this  feeling  grown  ir> 
some  quarters  that  in  MecklenburgStre- 
litz  the  local  authorities  ignored  the  last 
and  previous  birthday  of  the  kaiser.  It 
is  believed  that  the  s«Mjaration  of  the 
chancellorship  from  the  Prussian  premi- 
ership will  go  far  toward  allaying  this 
jealousy. 


THE  COAL  COMBINE. 


Bribery  said  to  bo  in  Vogue  all  Around 
This  Year. 

Nf:w  York,  March  21.— A  special 
from  Philadelphia  to  the  Herald  says 
there  was  bribery  and  enormous  bribery 
at  that,  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  bill 
by  the  New  Jersey  legislature  legalizing 
the  coal  combination  of  the  Reading  rail- 
road with  the  New  Jersey  Central,  Le- 
high Valley  and  Lackawanna.  Proof  of 
It  is  furnished  on  the  word  of  State  Sen- 
ator Maurice  Alexander  Rogers,  of  Cam- 
pen  county,  and  his  word  will  be  accept- 
ed unquestionably  from  one  end  of  the 
state  to  the  other.  The  senator  declares 
that  on  the  morning  of  the  final  passage 
of  the  bill,  when  an  eleventh 
vote  was  needed  to  make  a 
majority  of  the  senate,  he 
was  appro.iched  by  people  whom  he 
knows  well  and  who  in  behalf  of  a  syn- 
dicate of  bribers  offered  him  $10,000  to 
vote  for  the  bill.  He  indignantly  re- 
pelled the  man  who,  by  the  way,  hap- 
pens to  be  a  close  acquaintance.  After- 
wards the  man  came  to  him  and  said 
that  he  had  reported  to  his  superiors 
that  Senator  Rogers  could  not  be 
reached.  They  told  him  to  try  again 
and  named  an  enormous  sum.  He  said 
there  was  no  use  to  try  any  more  so  they 
resumed  their  effor^  on  the  other  mem- 
bers who  had  not  pledged  themselves  to 
support  the  bill. 

Senator  Rogers  refused  to  name  the 
amount  of  the  second  offer,  but  said  that 
it  was  so  large  that  if  put  at  6  per  cent 
interest  he  need  not  have  worlced  any 
more.  He  refused  to  name  the  person 
who  approached  him,  saying  it  would 
cause  greater  pain  to  his  feelings  if  he 
told  it  than  any  public  praise  could  as- 
suage. Senator  Rogers  says  he  was 
stunned  as  he  sat  in  the  senate  that 
morning  and  saw  the  bill  pass.  He  had 
suspected  bribery  before  but  then  he 
knew  it,  He  also  said  that  as  soon  as 
he  had  an  opportunity  he  told  friends 
and  immediately  on  his  return  home  he 
told  the  members  of  his  family. 

Senator  Rogers'  statement  will  create 
a  sesation.  "Though  there  have  been 
many  rumors  that  an  enormous  ameunt 
of  boodle  was  used  to  pass  the  bill,  they 
could  not  be  traced  to  any  definite 
source.  The  matter  is  now  likely  to  be 
investigated.

Valparaiso,  March  21.— Several  of 
the  members  of  Balmaccda's  congress 
admitted  to  bail  are  in  such  a  wretched 
condition  through  prison  abuse  that  the 
lives  are  despairea  of. 


The  Council  Meeting. 
The  council  meeting  tonight  promises 
to  be  a  quiet  one.  The  business  so  far  in 
sight  IS  largely  routine.  The  matter  of 
terminals  may  come  up,  but  it  is  not 
likely.  Some  ordinances  to  remedy  the 
defects  in  the  license  regulations  will 
probably  be  introduced.  It  -was  ex- 
pected that  Mayor  d'Autremont  would 
announce  the  appointments  in  the  police 
department,  but  he  stated  to  a  Herald 
reporter  that  no  appointments  would  be 
made  tonight.

Further  Digging  for  Bodies  at  Rainhill 
Begun. 
London,  March  21.— The  police  have 
received  some  information  which  led 
them  today  to  recommence  digging  at 
Ramhill,  on  the  theory  that  other  vic- 
tims of  the  murderer  Williams,  alias 
Deeming,  may  be  buried  there.  Among 
the  various  fraudulent  methods  by  which 
Williams  made  a  living,  it  appears  that 
he  was  at  one  time  a  Welcher  on  the 
race  courses  under  the  alias  of  Wilson. 
It  is  suggested  that  Williams  should 
be  brought  back  to  England  for  trial  for 
the  Rainhi41  murders  for  the  reason  that 
these  murders  antedated  the  Melbourne 
tragedy.  It  is  not  probable,  however, 
that  the  Australians  will  be  satisfied 
short  of  his  trial  and  execution  there. 

Adelaide,  Australia.— Deeming,  alias 
Wiliiams,  is  believed  to  have  committed 
a  robbery  at  this  place  in  1888.  He  was 
known  by  the  name  of  Ward.  The  day 
after  the  robbery  Deeming  sailed,  with 
his  wife  and  two  children,  for  South 
Africa. 

Shooting  at  Detroit 
Detroit,  Mich.,  March  21. -The  shoot- 
ing of  John  Considine  by  Robert  A.  Mc- 
Carty  Saturday  evening  is  the  talk  of  the 
city,  and  many  inquiries  have  been  made 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  man  who  has 
held  fearless  sway  here  for  years  as 
though  he  were  a  business  or  social 
leader.  Considine's  condition  is  con- 
sidered dangerous  and  there  is  little 
probability  that  he  will  recover.  His 
career  is  well  known  to  the  community 
and  police,  as  he  has  been  arrested 
something  like  45  times  and  had  been 
convicted  about  three  times.  He  has 
had  a  wonderful  pull  in  some  directions 
and  the  charges  against  him  have  ranged 
from  disturbance  to  murder.

PROCTOR  KNOTT  IN  TOWN. 


Duluth's  Eulogist  Comes  From  Old 
Kentucky  ou  Business. 

J.  Proctor  Knott,  ex-governor  of  Ken- 
tucky; P.  W.  Hardin,  for  12  years  at- 
torney general  of  Kentucky;  and  Messrs. 
F.  A.  Stratton  and  T.  F.Singiser, of  Ten- 
nessee, arrived  in  Duluth  at  noon  today 
and  are  the  Spalding. 

They  are  here  on  an  interesting  mis- 
sion connected  with  our  iron  develop- 
ments and  manufacture,  having  recently 
formed  a  company  with  Gen.  Hardin  as 
president,  which  controls  over  50,000 
acres  of  coal  lands  in  Pike  county,  Ky., 
in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  state. 
The  coal  found  there  is  said  by  experts 
to  be  the  finest  in  the  world  for  coking 
purposes,  and  it  is  believed  the  coke 
can  be  laid  down  in  Duluth 
as  cheap  or  cheaper  than  that 
from  Connellsville  or  other  points.  It  is 
nearer  by  rail,  and  as  it  is  impracticable 
to  ship  coke  by  boat,  the  matter  ot  rail 
distance  is  likely  to  cut  some  figure. 

The  object  of  the  visitors  is  to  interest 
Duluth  iron  men  and  other  capitalist  to 
take  stock  in  their  company  and  help 
Kentucky  help  Duluth.  They  will  be 
here  a  week  or  more,  during  which  time 
they  will  visit  the  Mesaba  range  and 
study  the  iron  situation  as  related  to  the 
head  of  navigation.  The  question 
whether  Duluth  shall  buy  coal  and  coke 
it  herself,  or  buy  the  coke  ready  made, 
must  soon  be  answered,  f«r  manufac- 
tories are  fast  clustering  about  the  water 
front,  and  it  seems  well  the  matter  should 
be  pressed  upon  public  attention  at  this 
time  and  in  this  way. 

Governor  Knott  expressed  much  de- 
light at  what  he  had  heard  of  Duluth  as 
well  as  what  he  beheld  here,  and  he  and 
party  looked  out  from  the  Spalding  din- 
ing hall  with  a  sort  of  blue  grass  rapture 
upon  the  ice  clad  bosom  of  the  lake. 
They  were  surprised  at  the  mildness  of 
the  weather  and  if  treated  right  they  may 
conclude  to  locate  here. 

Questioned  regarding  his  two  speeches 
on  i)uluth,  the  governor  said  his  wife 
considers  the  second  one  the  better  and 
more  truthful  of  the  two.  And  then  in- 
advertently he  remarked  that  she  is  a 
woman  of  very  good  judgment.  As  to 
politics,  he  said  he  was  giving  the  mat- 
ter no  attention,  but  he  and  Gen.  Hardin 
agreed  in  the  opinion  that  Kentucky 
will  be  for  Cleveland  at  Chicago.  The 
Herald  welcomes  them  all  to  Duluth.

Resolutions    Reported    Cennuring    a 

Congressman  for  Foisting  Abuse 

Into  the  Record. 


Rumored  Indictment  of  Chicaffo  Alder- 
men ;  Also  of  Officers  of  the 
Company. 


Washington,  March  21. -Officials  are 
reticent  this  morning  respecting  the  con- 
tents of  the  reply  of  Lord  Salisbury  to 
the  note  of  President  Harrison  of  March 
8.  One  gentleman,  whose  position  enti- 
tles his  statements  to  full  credit,  savs 
that  no  great  importance  is  attached  to 
the  reply.  It  is  inferred  that  the  sub 
stance  of  the  reply  has  been  discounted 
and  that  it  was  not  important  in  the 
sense  that  it  contained  nothing  new. 
His  reply  simply  reiterates  his  refusal  to 
renew  the  modus  vivendi.  Certain  it  is 
that  the  President  and  his  cabinet  have 
been  proceeding  for  some  time  as  if 
upon  the  theory  that  the  reply  would 
show  no  change  in  Lord  .Salisbury's  po- 
sition. The  adoption  bv  the  cabinet  of 
an  aggressive  policy  for  the  protection 
of  the  seals  has  already  begun.  Satur- 
day night  the  subject  was  under  consid- 
eration by  President  Harrison  until  a 
late  hour. 

What  additional  steps  will  be  taken 
by  the  government  cannot  now  be 
stated.  The  reply  will  probably  be 
transmitted  to  the  senate  out  whether 
before  or  after  the  cabinet  meeting  to- 
morrow is  not  known.  There  will  be  no 
special  meeting  of  the  cabinet  to  con- 
sider it;  that  body  has  approved  a  policy 
to  be  carried  out'by  the  President  and  it 
remains  with  him  to  be  executed.

Washmgton  News. 

Washington,  March  21.— In  the 
house  Mr.  Enloe,  of  Tennessee,  offered  a 
resolution  this  morning  calling  on  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  for  a  list  of  all 
employes  in  the  United  .States  coast  and 
geodetic  survey  whose  salaries  were  in- 
creased or  decreased  or  who  were  dis- 
missed during  the  year  i8go.  He  said 
that  he  had  endeavored  to  secure  this  in- 
formation from  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures in  the  treasury  department,  but 
had  beeen  unable  to  do  so.  Mr.  Out- 
waite,  of  Ohio,  said  the  information  of 
Enloe  was  probably  based  on  the  state- 
ment of  some  discharged  employee.  Mr. 
Blount,  of  Georgia,  supported  the  reso- 
lution, it  was  simply  one  of  inquiry,  and 
was  finally  adopted. 

Mr.  Richardson,  of  Tennessee,  submit- 
ted a  report  from  the  committee  on 
printing  on  the  alleged  violation  of  the 
rules  of  the  house  by  Mr.  Walker,  of 
Massachusetts,  inserting  an  attack  on 
Mr.  Williams  covering  five  columns  in 
the  Record.  Mr.  Walker  had  inserted 
the  remarks  under  the  "leave  to  print" 
rule. 

The  report  reviews  the  entire  unpub- 
lished remarks  of  Mr.  Walker  and  rec- 
ommends the  adoption  of  resolutions 
censuring  Mr.  Walker  for  using  unparli- 
amentary language  and  ordering  the  ex- 
clusion from  the  permanent  congression- 
record  all  of  the  portion  in  said  speech 
which  was  not  delivered  in  the  house. 

Mr.  Boutellc  thought  so  sweeping  a 
condemnation  should  not  be  adopted 
without  an  opportunity  for  the  members 
to  examine  the  report. 

Mr.  Richardson,  of  Tennessee,  then 
asked  unanimous  consent  that  the  report 
and  resolution  of  the  committee  be 
printed  in  the  Record,  to  be  called  up 
tomsrrow  or  at  some  future  day.  Agreed 
to. 

The  house  then  went  into  committee 
on  the  whole  on  the  army  appropria- 
tion bill. 

CHICAGO  BOODLERS. 

The  Indictment  of  Two  Aldermen  Ru- 
mored; Also  Some  ComDai^  Officers. 
Chicago,  March  21.  -  The  grand  jury 
investigation  into  the  alleged  alder- 
manic  boodling  was  taken  up  this  morn- 
ing at  the  point  that  had  been  reached 
when  an  adjournment  was  taken  on 
Saturday.  The  crowd  around  the  city 
hall  was  unusually  large  and  the  air  was 
full  of  rumors.

State's  Attorney  Longnecker  admitted 
that  indictments  might  be  expected  be- 
fore the  day  was  out  and  Gen.  Lieb, 
foreman  of  the  grand  jury,  said  just  be- 
fore that  body  went  into  a  session  that 
in  his  opinion  Charles  Yerkes,  the  street 
car  magnate.  Promoter  Bacon,  of  the 
compressed  air  scheme,  and  Aldermen 
Powers,  O'Brien  and  Madden  should  be 
indicted.  O'Brien,  by  the  way,  is  a 
brother-in-law  of  ex-Governor  Moses,  of 
South  Carolina.  The  first  witness  called 
today  was  Secretary  Zimmerman,  of  the 
People's  Gas  Light  and  Coke  company. 
He  gave  the  body  a  list  of  the  stockold- 
ers  but  stated  that  the  name  of  no  alder- 
man appeared  on  the  books.

"The  question  before  us  is  not    one    of 
Protestantism   against   Catholicism,  but 
of  Christianity  against  Atheism."

He  is  said  to  have 
yielded   entirely  because   the  emperor's 
health   is  such  that  he  cannot  bear  the 
strain  a  change  of  cabinet  would  involve. 
Caprivi   still  insists  on  retiring  from  the 
premiership  of  the  kingdom  of   Prussia, 
and  will  therefore  not  appear  in  the  de- 
bates on  the  education  bill  in  the  Land- 
tag.  

The  great  Northwest  has  less  reason 
to  complain  of  the  rush  of  emigrants  for 
our  shores  than  any  other  section  of  the 
country.  The  poorer  people  and  those 
from  Southern  Europe  usually  stay  in  the 
East,  partly  from  choice  and  partly  from 
necessity.  During  the  last  seven  months 
of  1891  the  number  arriving  here  from 
Europe  was  283,415,  an  increase  of  al- 
most 50,000  on  the  arrivals  of  the  same 
months  in  1890.  A  Lutheran  paper  esti- 
mates the  arrivals  of  Lutherans  in  New 
York  in  iSqi  at  100,000,  nearly  all  Ger- 
mans and  Scandinavians.  Most  of  these 
come  to  the  Northwest.  Thev  are  intelli- 
gent and  industrious  and  become  excel- 
lent citizens.

THE  HISTORY  OF  \  FIEND. 
There  is  something  actually  diabolic 
in  the  cruel  career  of  the  man  Williams, 
or  as  his  true  name  seems  to  be,  Fred- 
erick K.  Deeming,  whose  heartless  mur- 
ders in  England  and  Australia  have 
filled  the  papers  of  the  past  week. 

He  comes  of  good  family    in    Birken- 
head, England,  a  place  across  the  river 
from    Liverpool.     In    1880    he   married 
Marie  James  at    Birkenhead,  by   whom 
he  bad  four    children.    Soon    after    his 
marriage  he  was  sent  to    prison    a    year 
for  forgery.    Upon   his  release  he    con- 
tracted a  bigamous    connection    with  a 
respectable  womafi  who  seems    to  have 
soon  found  him  out.     He   then   returned 
to  his  true  wife,  with  wham    he  went  to 
Cape  Town,  South  Africa,  and  they  af- 
terwards  lived    several    years  in    Aus- 
tralia.   He  seems  to  have  left    her  there 
and  returned  to  England,  where  in  iSgo, 
he  is  said  to  have  married  a  Miss  Math- 
eson.    He  deserted  her.  taking  some  of 
her  property,   was    brought    back   from 
Uruguay,  and  was  imprisoned    nearly  a 
year  for  the  theft,  the  bigamy  not   being 
known  apparently  t«  the  authorities  when 
hev  procured  his  extradition.     It  is    but 
fair  to  state  that  another  account  denies 
that  Deeming  was  the  man  concerned  in 
this  crime.     Last  year  he  hired  the   villa 
in  Dinham,  a  suburb  of  Liverpool,  md 
began  paying  attention  to  the  lady  whom 
he    afterwards    married  and    for  whose 
murder  he  is    now    prosecuted    in  Aus- 
tralia. ^^ 

Last  sumaicr,  11  .^  thought  that  his 
'.  ife,  then  in  Australia,  heard  something 
of  his  doings  in  England  and  thought 
best  to  return.  She  came  down  upon 
him  at  the  Dinham  villa,  and  was  last 
seen  alive  in  the  Viark  yard  there  on 
Aug.  Q.  iSgi.  The  next  day  the  screams 
-of  children  where  heard,  and  on  that  day 
he  evidently  murdered  his  whole  family 
and  hid  their  bodies  where  they  have 
just  been  found.  Then  he  married  Miss 
Mather  and  again  went  to  Australia. 
Here  some  other  woman  seemed  to  have 
Uken  his  fancy,  and  he  murdered  and 
disposed  of  the  body  of  his  last  wife  m 
the  same  way  he  had  done  that  of  the 
first.  His  arrest  and  the  discovery  of 
his  last  crime  was  speedily  followed  by 
the  discovery-  of  his  murders  in  England, 
and  now  a  career  of  crime  of  unequalled 
atrocity  shocks  the  civilized  world. 

That  out  of  the  heart  of  modern  en- 
lightenment and  humanity  could  spring 
a  beast  of  such  unexampled  ferocity,  is 
one  mi  the  most  shocking  illustrations  of 
the  nearness  even  of  well  nurtured  man 
to  the  brute.  Let  us  hope  that  the  birth 
of  such  monsters  is  infrequent  and  that 
such  as  are  bom  may  seldom  ind  it  pos- 
sible to  work  out  the  evil  of  which  their 
natures  are  capable. 


The  nomination  of  Col.  C.  H.  Graves 
for  congress  by  the  republicans  of  this 
district  is  looked  upon  with  some  favor 
by  outside  politicians  and  as  the  colonel 
is  understood  to  be  diverting  attention 
to  his  claims  he  may  figure  in  the  com- 
ing convention.

A  contributor  to  the  N.  Y.  Eve.  Post 
gives  an  interesting  account  of  the  hard 
struggle  for  even  the  rudiments  of  an 
education  which  goes  on  among  the  ne- 
groes of  the  black  belt  of  Alabama.  The 
public  money  only  keeps  their  schools 
open  three  months  in  each  year  and 
for  longer  terms  the  negroes  must  pay 
the  extra  expense.  The  Hampton  school 
at  Virginia  sends  out  well-trained  teach- 
ers, but  often  the  teacher  is  but  a  shade 
less  ignorant  than  the  scholars.  It  is  a 
hard  but  by  no  means  hopeless  struggle.

R.  G.  Evans,  of  Minneapolis,  member 
of  the  republican  national  committee 
for  Minnesota,  has  just  returned  from 
Washington,  and  being  interviewed, 
says:

I  went  down  to  work,  and  together  with 
a  week's  sickness  I  have  been  pretty 
busy. 

"The  outlook  from  a  republican  stand- 
point is  good."  he  went  on  in  reply  to  a 
question.  "It  is  much  better,  I  should 
say,  than  it  was  four  years  ago.  The 
people  are  satisfied.  We  have  had  a 
prosperous  year  and  a  wise  and  conser- 
vative admmistration  of  the  national 
affairs.  The  dignity  of  our  country  has 
been  upheld  when  necessary,  and  the  re- 
publicans generally  feel  that,  no  matter 
who  the  democrats  put  up.  the  party  is 
sure  to  score  a  victory." 

"Who  will  the  republicans  nominate 
for  the  prftidency?" 

"In  my  judgment  Mr.  Harrison  will  be 
renominated,  and,  in  my  judgment  he 
ought  to  be.  If  we  want  a  man  for  pres- 
ident who  will  administer  that  office  with 
consideration  for  every  American  inter- 
est, and  in  a  wise  and  conservative  way. 
I  don't  think  of  any  man  that  can  be 
more  safely  trusted  than  President  Har- 
rison.

STATE  AND  DLSTRICT  POLITICS. 


One  of  the  curious  facts  in  the  Chicago 
boodler  prosecution  is  set  forth  by  the 
Chicago  Times  a-  taJfaw»-   — , 

"Shortly  before  the  passage  of  the  compressed 
air  ordinance  flftv-one  $1000  bills  were  deposite<l 
in  one  of  the  leadin«  hanks  by  a  very-  prominent 
alderman.  Shortly  after  the  passage  of  the  vr 
dinance  this  deposit  was  withdrawn.  Mf.in- 
while,  however,  the  bills  had  been  marked. 
Since  then  some  of  them  have  been  found  in  the 
possession  of  different  alderman,  and  are  now 
in  the  poasession  of  the  state's  attorney." 


New  York  'oanks  are  much  troubled  of 
late  with  "sweated"  double  eagles  from 
California.  The  coin  is  placed  in  an 
acid  till  a  certain  proportion  of  the  gold  is 
eatenoff— ordinarily  about  dollar's  worth 
—  and  then  thrown  again  into  circulation. 
This  rascality  is  attributed  to  the  Chi- 
nese in  California.  The  onlv  penalty 
for  the  offense  falls  on  the  person  who 
knowingly  circulates  this  light  coin. 


The  weekly  letter  of  Henry  Clews  & 
Co.  expresses  a  belief  that  after  the  first 
week  in  April  the  stock  market  will  pass 
into  a  new  and  more  favorable  phase. 
The  outflow  of  gold  will  probably  have 
ceased  and  the  silver  agitation  will  have 
reached  a  point  where  its  issue  can  be 
foreseen.  The  passage  of  any  free- 
coinage  bill,  it  maintains,  is  not  expected. 
Even  if  the  measure  now  pending  should 
pass  Congress  it  would  certainly  be  an- 
nulled by  the  President's  veto.  Should 
the  next  President  happen  to  be  a  re- 
publican, it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
he  would  veto  any  free  coinage  bill. 
Should  a  Democrat  be  elected  to  the 
Presidency,  the  indications  are  daily  ac- 
cumulating that  he  would  be  ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland;  whose  record  warrants 
us  expecting  a  like  policy.  Thus  the 
probabilities  largely  favor  the  prospects 
of  the  defeat  of  future  attempts  to  force 
free  coinage  upon  the  country. 

The  excellent  prospect  of  good  crops 
here  and  the  inability  of  Russia  to  re- 
cover from  her  present  evil  condition  in 
one  season,  make  the  continuance  of  a 
large  foreign  demand  for  American 
grain  certain  and  ensure  us  another 
favorable  year.  Hence  it  is  expected 
that  the  stock  market  will  soon 
recover     from      its       present      quiet. 


In  spite  of  Gladstone's  policy  of  let- 
ting the  present  parliament  die  a  natural 
death,  Balfour^  finds  great  difficulty  in 
conducting  the  closing  business  of  the 
session.  The  Liberals  will  try  if  possible 
to  amend  his  Irish  local  government  bill 
into  serviceable  shape. 


On  the  arrival  of  the  steamer  Indiana 
in  the  harbor  of  Libau  Friday  night  it 
was  visited  by  the  Russo-Greek  clergy  of 
the  place,  who  held  a  thanksgiving  ser- 
vice on  board  and  formally  blessed  the 
ship.  The  Russians  show  unbounded 
gratitude. 


The  telegraphic  news  of  the  German 
crisis  shows  no  signs  of  its  coming  to  an 
end  as  yet.  Chancellor  Caprivi  ten- 
dered his  resignation  last  week,  in  order 
to  clear  his  honor  from  compromise  for 
having  promised  in  debate  to  stand  or 
fall  by  the  education  bill.  It  was 
thought  that  if  the  emperor  refused  to 
accept  his  resignation,  the  chancellor 
might  yield  and  continue  to  hold  of- 
fice. In  debating  the  bill,  Caprivi 
used     this     extraordinary    expression: 


The  action  of  the  mass  meeting  Sat- 
urday in  appointing  a  committee  to 
look  after  terminal  interests  was  a  ve;y 
proper  thing.  The  outlook  for  a  satis- 
factory adjustment  of  these  important 
matters  is  more  gratifying  than  ever  be- 
fore. •

The  telegraphic  reports  put  the  pur-

The  New  York  Assembly  has  finally 
passed  a  bill,  appropriating  $300,000  for 
the  exhibit  of  that  state  at  the  World's 
fair.

A.  Barto,  the  biggest 
and  one  of  the  jolliest  men  in  politics  in 
Minnesota,  was  caught  on  the  train  from 
Fergus  Falls  to  his  home  at  Sauk  Center 
by  an  Evening  Tribune  man  on  Thurs- 
day.

Peter,  had  looked  over  the  P'ergus  Falls 
insane  asylum  as  the  visiting  committee 
and  were  returning  to  their  homes. 

"Who  is  your  choice  for  governor  this 
fall?"  asked  the  reporter. 

"Oh,  we  are  all  for  Nelson  up  here, " 
he  said,  without  a  moment's  hesitation. 
"He  ean  carry  the  northern  portion  of 
the  state  better  than  any  man  that  can 
be  named.  Our  delegates  will  go  solid 
for  him  at  the  convention  -provic^ed.  jjf 
course,  that  he  is  in  tbft  race.

Barto  advanced  the  rather  uncommon 
opinion,  that  Hill,  and  not  Grover  Cleve- 
land, was  the  man  the  republican  party 
had  to  fear  in  the  next  campaign. 

"Cleveland  is  strong  among  the  re- 
spectable elements  of  the  democratic 
party,  but  Hill  is  strong  where  the  dem- 
ocrats are  strong.  They  like  him  for  his 
success.  Hill  wjould  no  doubt  carry 
New  York,  and  if  he  carries  New  Jersey 
and  Connecticut  with  the  solid  South  ^e 
is  sure  to  be  elected.  Cleveland  is  not 
sure  ot  New  York,  and  there  is  his  weak- 
ness in  the  democratic  party. 

"Cleveland  would  probably  run  5000 
votes  ahead  of  Hill  in  a  state  like  Min- 
nesota, but  what  does  that  matter?  Min- 
nesota is  a  republican  state,  and  5000 
are  no  more  important  than  five."

MOSES  AM)  THE 


DEVIL. 


T'wo  Larcely  Attended  Spiritual  Meet- 
ings at  the  Temple. 

The  people  of  Duluth  turned  out  in 
large  numbers  yesterday  afternoon  and 
evening  to  hear  Moses  Hull  in  his  fight 
to  a  finish  with  the  devil.  In  the  after- 
noon Moses  prepared  the  ground  and 
put  up  the  ropes,  and  in  the  evening  he 
chased  the  honored  and  revered  old 
sinner  all  around  the  ring,  after  which 
he  pointed  out  that  the  devil  wasn't  in  it, 
except  in  the  mmds  of  the  ignorant 
and  superstitious. 

The  combatants  are  both  very  clever 
fellows,  Mr.  Hull  being  a  fluent  speaker 
and  havmg  the  appearance  of  a  well- 
fed  contented  person,  without  the  long 
hair  and  snake  charming  characteristics 
which  a  few  years  ago  formed  in  the 
popular  mind  the  tout  ensemble  of  spir- 
itualism. Moses  says  he  was  once  with 
Pharoah  but  broke  away  from  Egyptian 
mythology  and  became  a  spiritualist 
because  of  sincere  convictions.  He  is 
now  a  man  of  middle  age  and  being  a 
little  choice  of  his  associates  has  rut 
the  Evil  One,  and  would  have  others 
shun  such  companionship.  He  looks 
upon  all  religions  as  having  good  in 
them  and  as  being  improvements  on 
their  predecessors.  The  Bible  he  views 
as  other  books,  inspired  with  the  best 
genius  of  its  time,  but  not  quite  up  to 
date.  The  church,  he  claims,  has  re- 
pressed science  and  reform,  adopting 
them  only  after  "infidels"  had  made 
them  popular.  The  invention  of  the 
spinning  jenny,  the  water  wheel,  the 
steamboat:  the  discovery  of  geological 
and  astronomical  truths;  the  laws  ot  gra- 
vitation and  the  abolition  of  slavery 
were  all  alluded  to  in  support  of  his  as- 
sertions. 

The  speaker  used  good  English,  and, 
unlike  many  religious  controversialists, 
is  not  arrogant,  but  concedes  honesty  and 
ability  to  his  opponents.  He  has  a  pleas- 
ing personality,  a  ready  appreciation  of 
humor,  and  in  fairness  it  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  although  sometimes  a  little 
severe  on  his  erstwhile  friend,  he  is 
withal  as  courteous  as  the  devil. 


TO  SHOW  CAUSE. 


Railroad  Officials  Cited  to  Appear  Be- 
fore .Judee  Ensign. 
The  shippers  of  Duluth  and  the  Lake 
Superior  Car  Service  association  are  in 
trouble  as  a  result  of  a  ruling  made  by 
Manager  Kelly,  of  the  latter  association. 
It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  car  associ- 
ation to  charge  a  shipper  demurrage 
when  a  car  was  not  unloaded  in  48  hours. 
Recently  a  rule  was  made  that  while 
any  such  charges  were  unpaid  that  the 
railroads  would  not  furnish  the  shipper 
in  default  with  any  cars  or  do  any  switch- 
ing for  him.  This  was  looked  upon  as  a 
blackmailing  scheme  by  Duluth  ship- 
pers and  acting  through  T.  B.  Hawkes 
in  whose  name  the  suit  was  brought  an 
order  was  obtained  from  Judge  Ensign 
calling  upon  the  Northern  Pacific  to  ap- 
pear and  »how  cause  why  they  should  not 


The  city  jail  this  morning  looked  like 
an  interior  view  of  the  harem  of  a  Mor- 
mon elder,  for  family  relationships  were 
mixed  up  in  a  way  which  would  have 
have  delighted  a  latter  day  saint.  The 
collection  was  the  result  of  a  police  raid 
made  last  night  upon  an  alleged  assigna- 
tion house  kept  by  L.  Coons  in  the  Beck- 
man  block  at  21^  West  Superior  street. 
The  raid  is  an  indication  that  the  policy 

outlined  by  Mayor  d'Autreniont    in    his 
inaugural  message  to  the    council    is  to 
be  carried  out  to  the  letter.     It   is    a  no- 
torious fact    that  for    some    time    there 
have    been      in      the      business      and 
residence  portions    of   the   town  several 
assignation  houses    where    the  law   was 
continually    violated.       Last   night    the 
first  raid  was  made,    and  unless  there  is 
a  change  in  the    conduct  of  some  other 
'    similar  places,  more  will  be  likely  to  fol- 
low.    It  is  very    difficult  to  make  a   raid 
such  as  the  one  of    last    night  a  success, 
for  the  reason  that    news  of    such  inten- 
tion in  someway  leaks  out  and  no  one  is 
caught.       Such    was    not    the    case  last 
night.     Even  the  officer  on  the  beat  did 
not  know  of  the  plan  until  a  few  minutes 
before  it  was  carried    out.      The   police 
squad  was  under  direction  of  Lieutenant 
Thompson  and  consisted    of  five  patrol- 
men.       The        raid        was       planned 
by  Detective  Havden.     Thesqu-id  going 
to  the  Beckman  block  easily    gained  an 
entrance  to  the  hall  on  the    second  floor. 
Open  from  this  on  both  sides   of  the  hall 
are  a  number  of   small    rooms.     Most  of 
these    were    found     occupied  and    the 
couples  inside  were  loaded  into  the    pa- 
trol wagon  and  taken  to  the  station.     In 
all  10  prisoners  were    taken,    five    men 
and  five  women  and   there    were    a  few 
more  who  in  the  confusion   were  able  to 
escape.     Most  of  the    people    made    no 
resistance  to  the  raid    and   when   called 
upon  opend    the    doors.    Two    couples 
however,  refused  to  do  so  and  the  offic- 
ers by  using    only      ordinary     violence 
could       not       force       an       entrance. 
They    therefore    organized  a  siege    and 
waited.    One  man    stood    it  out  till  7:30 
this  morning,  when  he  surrendered,   and 
coming  out,  gave  himself  up  to  the  offi- 
cers, who  were  waiting   for  him.      The 
proprietor  of  the  place  is  ill  and  was  not 
taken  into  custody.     The  names  given  by 
the  prisoners  and  entered    on  the  books 
were    as    follows:      C.    R.  Noble,  Wm. 
Peterson,  G.  VV.  Duncan,  C.  R. Williams, 
Wm.  Clark.  Carrie  Gibson,    Sarah  Jack- 
son, Tillie  Gunderson,  [osie    Manderson 
and      Annie     Jackson.        The     names 
are    mostly      assumed      ones.    Among 
the      men    were      Z.    W.      Dorrance, 
Geo.  Peters  and    men    named    Buckley 
and  Wolf.     One  of  the  women  was  Mrs. 
Burrows  and  another  is  said  to  be^Sarah 
Johnson. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  were  released  on 
bail  this  morning  by  the  police  depait- 
ment  and  were  arraigned  at  3 
o'clock  before  the  municipal  court. 

The  case  is  very  clear  against  most  of 
the  prisoners  and  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  there  will  be  some  convictions.  In 
the  case  of  the  Burrows  woman,  on  ac- 
count of  a  technicality  in  the  criminal 
code,  it  is  probable  that  the  prosecution 
will  have  to  be  dropped. 

The  moral  effect  of  the  raid  will  be  a 
good  one  and  will  have  a  tendency  to 
check  the  growing  tendency  to  establish 
such  places  in  the  city.  The  police  de- 
partment evidently  intend  enforcing  the 
policy  of  the  mayor.  The  charge  en- 
tered against  all  of  the  prisoners  is  that 
of  fornication.

The  con- 
tractors of  the  new  High    school  notified 
the  board  that  they  could  no  longer  heat 
the  building.     It  is  feared  that   to  allow 
the  fires  to  go  out  will  damage  the  wood- 
work.    The  matter  was    referred.     Miss 
May  Bates  and  Miss   M.    E.    Thompson 
have  been  engaged  as  teachers  at  the 
Endion  school  fur  two  new   rooms  which 
will  be  opened  and  Miss  Lizzie  Craig,  of 
Fergus  Falls,  will  take  the   vacant  place 
in  the  Lincoln  school.    The    next   meet- 
ing   will    be   on  Wednesday  to  consider 
plans  for  the  new  Jefferson  school.

Two  Burled  Cities, 
In  the  first  century  after  Christ,  there 
stood  near  the  beautiful  bay  of  Naples 
two  cities,  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii, 
which  were  noted  through  all  the  Ro- 
man world  for  their  ^fashionable  luxu-y. 
In  the  year  79,  during  a  tremendous 
eruption  of  Vesuvius,  these  cities  disap- 
peared from  human  view  as  completely 
as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah.  It  was  com- 
monly reported  that  both  cities  were 
overwhelmed  with  a  flood  of  molten  lava, 
and  the  occurrence  has  been  vividly 
portrayed  by  Bulwer  in  "The  Last  Days 
of  Pompeii."  March  24,  1737,  the  ruins 
of  Herculaneum  were  discovered,  and  it 
was  then  found  that  this  city  had  been 
destroyed  by  an  immense  flood  of  water 
which  carried  along  enormous  quantities 
of  mud.  tufa  and  ashes.  This  explains 
in  some  degree,  why  so  few  people  es- 
caped from  Herculaneum,  while  thous- 
ands had  time  to  flee  from  Pompeii, 
which  was  buried  first  under  a  gradual 
shower  of  ashes.  Mistakes  and  errors 
in  regard  to  things  out  of  sight  are  ex- 
cusable, but  the  people  of  this  day  and 
section  arc  too  well  informed  about  the 
railroads  to  commit  the  error  of  taking 
any  other  line  than  The  Burlington  when 
going  on  a  journey.

A  sensational  case  is  now  pending  m 
the  district  court  and  will  come  up  for 
hearing  at  the  coming  term.  The  title 
of  the  case  is  J.  H.  Baker,  Fannie Griffen 
and  Nellie  Griflfen  vs.  R.  C.Jamison. 
John  Mather.  R.  C.  Elliott  and  H.  H. 
Nelson.  It  involves  the  title  to  12  forties 
in  the  Mesaba.  The  complaint  contains 
some  very  serious  allegations,  and 
charges  that  in  i8gi  a  conspiracy  ex- 
isted in  St.  Paul  with  the  object  of  de- 
frauding rightful  owners  of  their  inter- 
ests in  Mesaba  lands.  As  members  of 
this  conspiracy  are  named  R.C.Jamison, 
a  prominent  St.  Paul  attorney;  John 
Mather,  of  the  West  Superior  Water. 
Light  and  Power  company;  R.  C.  Elliott, 
at  that  time  private  secretary  to  Gover- 
nor Merriam,  and  Auditor  Bierman.  The 
papers  in  the  cise  were  filed  four  davs 
ago,  biit  by  request  The  Herald  sup- 
pressed the  facts  until  service  could  be 
obtained  on  the  defendants.  The  com- 
plaint is  a  somewhat  volumnious  docu- 
ment and  goes  into  details  as  to  dates 
and  names.  In  substance  it  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

That  on  Jan.  26,  1888,  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota was  the  owner  of  the  lands  in 
question  and  that  all  are  in  that  part  of 
St.  Louis  county  known  as  the  Mesaba 
range.  That  in  April  1889  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  land  office,  by  virtue  of  his 
power  under  the  state  act  of  that  da.e, 
ruled  that  when  there  was  more  than  one 
application  for  a  lease  of  any  parcel  of 
state  land,  the  lease  should  be  given  to 
the  tirst  applicant.  When  this  rule  was 
in  force,  the  plaintiflfs  made  application 
to  W.  W.  Braden,  the  commissioner,  for 
leases  on  the  lands  in  question,  and  that 
the  applic.ition  was  in  regular  form,  and 
that  each  was  accepted  as  in  all  respects 
proper.  That  at  the  time  of  making  the 
applications  the  plaintiffs  made  a  ten- 
der to  the  state  treasurer  of  $25  with 
each  application.  This  the  state 
treasurer  refused  to  accept  without  an 
order  from  the  auditor  and  the  auditor 
retused  an  order  on  the  ground  that  no 
patent  of  the  land  had  been  issued  to  the 
state  by  the  United  States.  That  this  of- 
fer in  proper  form  was  renewed  a  year 
later  and  at  various  other  times  prior  to 
April  24.  i8qi.  but  the  commissioner  at 
each  time  refused  to  make  any  lease. 

That  on  March  26,  1801,  the  list  of  se- 
lections of  land  made  by  the  state  of 
Minnesota  was  approved  bv  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior  and  a  certified  list 
was  sent  to  Governor  Merriam,  which 
was  received  by  him  not  later  than  April 
21,  iSqi,  and  that  on  April  24  it  was  de- 
livered to  A.  Bierman,  the  then  commis- 
sioner of  the  state  land  office.  That  on 
the  morning  of  April  25  the  plaintiffs 
made  a  new  application  for  leases  and 
that  Bierman  at  this  time  knew 
of  their  former  applications  which 
had  never  been  withdrawn.  At  this 
time  Bierman  recognized  their  right  and 
determined  that  the  plaintiffs  were  en- 
titled to  the  leases. 

That  at  this  date  Jamison  and  the 
other  defendants  formed  a  combination 
to  defraud  former  applicants  for  leases, 
and  Bierman,  after  being  m.ide  land 
commissioner,  entered  this  combination. 
Between  them  it  was  agreed  that  when 
the  certified  list  of  the  lands  was  sent 
from  the  general  land  office  it  should  be 
withheld  and  the  fact  of  its  receipt  con- 
cealed until  the  defendant  Jamison 
should  have  prepared  applications  for 
lands  which  explorations  by  the  plaintiff 
had  already  shown  to  be  valuable,  and 
that  a  fraudulent  opinion  was  obtained 
from  the  office  of  the  attorney  general  to 
aid  them.  While  the  list  was  held  back 
Jamison  prepared  applications  for  valu- 
able lands  and  filed  them  on  the  after- 
noon of  April  24. 

The  complaint  closed  with  a  recital  of 
how  by  fraaulent  representations  the  de- 
fendants induced  the  attorney  general  to 
give  an  opinion  that  they  were  entitled 
to  the  leases  and  how  the  leases  were  at 
once  issued  to  them.  The  plaintiffs  ask 
that  the  defendants  in  whose  names  the 
leases  now  stand  be  declared  to  iold 
them  in  trust  for  the  plaintiffs  or  that 
failing  of  this  the  lands  will  be  thrown 
open  for  re-entry,  all  to  have  the  same 
chance  of  securing  them.  The  lands  in-

Unanimous   for  the 
Mesaba  Aid. 
The    Chamber    of    Commerce   rooms 

were  filled  Saturday  afternoon  with  en- 
thusiastic Duluthians  ready  to  do  any- 
thing to  settle  the  terminal   question  for 

the  Mesaba  and  Winnipeg  roads.  Mayor

The  meeting  was  very 
satisfactory  and  the  movement  is  point- 
ing to  an  early  consummation  of  the 
matter.

University  Extension  in  the  Church. 

The  pastor  of  the  Piigrmi  congrega- 
tionol  church  last  evening  inaugurated  a 
novel  service.  For  some  years  it  has 
been  his  custom  to  give  a  course  of  in- 
struction upon  the  essentials  of  christian 
faith  and  practice  to  a  Monday  evening 
cLiiss.  This  year  he  proposes  to  take 
this  course  into  the  pulpit  Sunday  even- 
ings. A  syllabus  is  prepared  with  the 
subjects  carefully  elaborated,  and  the 
scripture  references  attached,  and  this  is 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  audience.  Mr. 
Noyes  speaks  upon  the  topic  for  the 
evening  in  a  pointed  and  informal  ad- 
dress for  20  minutes,  and  then  an  oppor- 
tunity is  given  to  the  audience  toasK  any 
questions  that  are  germane  to  this  topic. 
The  theme  last  evening  was  "  The  Cove- 
nant Life  of  the  Christian."  and  the  ques- 
tions kept  the  minister  busy  for  ten 
minutes  at  the  close  of  his  address.  The 
syllabus  as  prepared  provides  for  a 
course  of  ten  lectures,  and  if  the  interest 
warrants  it,  it  may  be  extended.  Uni- 
versity extension  courses  have  been  pro- 
vided bv  Hartford  and  other  theological 
seminaries,  but  so  far  as  is  known,  this  is 
the  first  church  to  adopt  this  method  of 
popularizing  religious  instruction.

Washingto.v,  March  22.-  Lord  Salis- 
bury's reply  to  Actinp  Secretary  of  State 
Wharton's  note  of  March  8  was  laid  be- 
fore the  cabinet  at  its  session  today. 
Kvery  member  with  the  exception  of 
Secretary  Blaine  was  in  his  seat,  and  it 
was  some  time  after  i  o'clock  when  the 
cabinet  adjourned.  Prior  to  the  cabinet 
meeting  Acting  Secretary  Wharton,  ac- 
companied by  Sir  Baden  Powell,  one  of 
the  Canadian  agents  of  the  commission 
recently  in  session  here,  called  at  the  ex- 
ecutive mansion  and  had  an  interview 
with  the  President.  His  presence  here 
is  regarded  as  highly  significant.  Rumor 
has  it  that  he  was  the  bearer  of  some 
official  communication  from  the  Canadian 
premier. 

It  is  rumored  that  Lord  Salisbury  in- 
sists that  if  any  modus  vivendi  is  agreed 
upon,  the  United  States  shall  engage  to 
indemnify  Canadian  vessel  owners 
(poachers)  for  losses  incurred  thereby, 
provided  the  arbitrators  finally  decided 
that  the  United  States    has  no    right    to 

§revent    Pelagic    sealing.    The    Lfnited 
tales  has  already   rejected    a    proposi- 
tion of  this  kind. 


THE  GREAT  DEBATE  BEGUN. 


Mr.  Bland  Opens  for  Free  Silver  Coin- 
age; Adjournments  Regulated. 

Washington,  March  22.  The  debate 
on  the  Bland  silver  bill,  being  one  of  the 
vital  questions  of  the  day,  the  public 
manifested  their  interest  by  crowding 
the  galleries  at  a  very  early  hour.  Unani- 
mous consent  was  asked  and  obtained 
for  gentlemen  to  extend  their  remarks  in 
the  record.  It  was  also  agreed,  after 
some  discussion,  that  the  house  should 
take  a  recess  at  5  o'clock  today  and  to- 
morrow until  7:30  p.  m.  and  adjourn  at 
10:30  p.  m. 

Mr.  Taylor,  of  Illinois,  in  charge  of 
the  anti-free  silver  side,  inquired  what 
arrangement  had  been   made  as  to  time. 

Mr.  Bland  replied  that  the  opponents 
and  the  friends  of  the  measure  would  di- 
vide the  time  equally. 

Mr.  Bland  was  then  recognized  and 
proceeded  with  his  speech. 


The    River  and  Harbor  ;Bill    Appro- 
priates Li')erallv   for  Duluth. 

Washington,  March  22.  The  prepa- 
ration of  therivei  and  harbor  bill  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  lune  30,  i8<>3,  was 
completed  by  the  house  committee  on 
rivers  and  harbors  today.  The  bill  car- 
ries an  appropriation  of  about  $20,700,- 
000,  or  about  $300,000  less  than  the  bill 
ot  1890,  as  reported  from  the  committee, 
and  about  $4,000,000  less  than  the  same 
bill  as  finally  passed.  Among  the  prin- 
cipal items  of  appropriation  carriea  by 
the  bill  are  the  following: 

Indiana  harbors  Michigan  City,  outer 
harbor,  $30,000;  Michigan  City,  inner 
harbor,  $15,000. 

Michigan  harbors— Charlevoi.\  harbor, 
$10,000;  Frankfort,  to  complete  and  re- 
pair, $10,000;  Grand  Haven,  to  complete, 
$40,000;  Grand  Marais  refuge,  $301000; 
Manistee,  to  complete  and  repair,  $50,- 
000;  Holland  (Black  lake), $5000;  Muske- 
gon, to  complete  and  repair,  $75,000; 
Onton.igon,  to  complete,  $20,000;  Sand 
Beach,  to  complete,  $150,000;  St.  Joseph, 
$50,000;. South  ilavcn, $10,000;  Marquette, 
$8o.o<x);  Pelasky,  $20,000. 

Wisconsin  harbors  Green  Bay,  to 
complete,  $10,000;  Kenosha,  $15,000; 
Kewaunee,  $20,000;  Manitowoc,  to  com- 
plete and  maintain,  $18,000;  Milwaukee 
refuge,  $75,000;  Milwaukee  harbor,  to 
complete,  $74,000;  Racine,  $25,000;  Su- 
perior bay  and  St.  Louis  bay,  $70,000; 
Sheboygan,  to  complete,  $20,000;  Ash- 
land, $45,000. 

Minnesota  harbors— Duluth,  $80,000; 
Grand  Marais,  $10,000;  Agate  Bay,  $30,- 
000. 

For  a  ship  channel  21  '^  feet  in  depth 
of  a  minimum  width  of  300  feet  in  the 
shallows  of  the  connecting  waters  of  the 
great  lakes  between  Chicago,  Duluth 
and  Buffalo,  an  appropriation  of  $2,840,- 
000  is  provided.  For  continuing  the  im- 
provement of  the  Mississippi,  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  St.  Paul, 
$1,500,000,  with  additional  contracts  ag- 
gregating $1,500,000  per  annum  for  three 
years,  commencing  July  1,  i8<>3. 

It  also  provided,  that  of  the  amount 
approt)riatcd4$7oo,ooo  shall  be  expended 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Missouri  river  and  $800,- 
000  from  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri  river 
to  St.  Paul.  In  accordance  with  plans, 
specifications  and  recommendations  of 
the  Mississippi  river  committee  for  the 
general  improvement  of  the  rivers  and 
the  building  of  levees,  including  the 
surveys,  the  sum  of  $2,500,000  per  annum 
for  three  years  is  appropriated  com- 
mencing July  I,  1893. 

The  rivers  of  Ohio,  Minnesota,  Indi- 
ana, Michigan,  Illinois  and  Wisconsinall 
get  a  slice,  of  the  appropriation.  The 
ked  River  of  the  North  in  the  western 
part  of  this  state  gets  $12,000.  An  ap- 
propriation of  $4,475,000  is  made  for  the 
Mississippi  river.

RIOT  IX  HUX(JARY 


Rioters  Attempt  to  Burn  House.  Burgo- 
master and  Family. 
Bdda  Pksth,  March  22.— A  serious 
riot  is  reported  from  the  town  of  Orecho, 
where  the  peasants  have  for  some  time 
been  in  receipt  of  public  relief.  The  in- 
habitants of  the  place  have  complained 
for  some  time  past  that  the  distribution 
of  bread  was  not  fairly  conducted. 
P'inally  they  broke  out  in  revolt  against 
the  ofiTicials  and  besieged  the  burgomas- 
ter's house.  They  smeared  the  house 
with  tar  and  set  it  on  fire  and  drove 
back  the  frantic  inmates  when  they  en- 
deavored to  escape.  Fortunately  a 
number  of  farmers  who  heard  of  the 
uprising  and  of  the  revengeful  designs 
of  the  excited  rioters  gathered  to  the 
rescue  and  after  a  desperate  struggle 
drove  off  the  besiegers,  saving  the  lives 
of  the  burgomaster  and  his  family. 

rARRIA<iK  FACTORY  BURNT. 

One  Thousand  CarriaKes  and  Hun- 
dreds ot  Harnesses  Burnt  at  North 
Cambridge. 

Boston,  March  22.— By  a  fire  that 
started  from  son.e  unknown  cause  after 
midnight  last  night  Henderson  Bros, 
immense  carriage  factory  and  reposi- 
tory, taking  up  nearly  the  entire  block 
in  North  Cambridge,  together  with  near- 
ly 1000  carriages  and  hundreds  of  sets  of 
harness  and  several  stores  on  the 
ground  floor  was  burned  to  the 
ground.  Several  small  tenement  houses 
were  also  burned.  John  I.  Henderson 
believes  his  firm's  loss  will  reach  $200,- 
000;  insurance  about  one  half.  Two  of 
the  Hadley  street  houses  were  valued  at 
$20,000  each.  The  carriage  factory  em- 
ployed from  75  to  100  bands.

Roger,  of  Corsicana,  Unanimously

Alstin,  Tex.,  March  22.  — Roger  Q. 
Mills  was  unanimously  chosen  United

election  tomorrow.

Resolutions  Regarding    the    Railw^ay 
Mail  Service  Adopted. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  chamber 
of  commerce  in  spite  of  the  absence  of 
Secretary  Thompson  held  its  regular 
meeting  this  morning.  The  only  impor- 
tant business  was  the  action  taken  re- 
garding a  communication  from  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  the  tenth  division 
railway  mail  service  which  was  read  and 
the  acting  secretary  was  instructed  to  pre- 
pare resolutions  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
proper  authorities  in  accordance  there- 
with.   The  resolution  was  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  efficiency  of  the  rail- 
way mail  service  is  of  primary  import- 
ance to  the  business  interests  of  the 
country,  and 

Whereas,  The  volume  of  mail  matter 
has  more  than  doubled  during  the  past 
10  years  and  the  efficiency  of  the  serv 
ice  has  not  onlp  kept  pace  with  the  in- 
creased work  but  has  become  vastly 
greater  than  it  was,  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  no  corres- 
ponding increase  in  the  salaries  of  the 
railway  postal  clerks,  and 

Whereas,  The  occupation  of  a  rail- 
way postal  clerk  requires  an  exceptional 
comoination  of  the  highest  mental  facili- 
ties with  a  strong  physical  organi/.ation 
and  IS  one  ftaught  with  constant  danger 
to  life  and  limb,  thciefore. 

Resolved,  By  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce of  the  city  of  Duluth,  that  we 
heartily  endorse  the  effort  now  being 
made  in  the  Fifty-second  congress  to  se- 
cure an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the 
employes  and  approve  the  bill  to  that 
effect  there  pending. 

The  name  of  Becker  Svendsen  hav- 
ing been  favorably  reported  from  the 
membership  committee,  he  was  unani- 
mously elected  a  member  of  the  cham- 
ber. 

MESABA  MOVEMENT. 


Contractor  Joe    Wolf    Booms  Duluth 

Across  the  Bay. 

I  Suiwrior  T«le»rrBiii.  j 

Contractor  Joe  Wolf  has  returned  from 

a  ride  in  a  sleigh  along  the  backbone  of 

the  Western   Mesaba.      Mr.  Wolf    went 

up  there  in  company  with  officials  of  the 

Duluth  &  Iron  Range    railroad  to  figure 

on  the  contract  for  building  the  com- 
pany's spur  line  from  Mesaba  station. 

"It  was  the  first  trip  I  ever  made  along 
the  western  range,"  said  Mr,  Wolf  to  an 
Fvening  Telegram  reporter,  "although 
my  father  and  myself  built  the  Iron  Range 
road  from  Duluth  to  Tower.  The  grade 
will  not  be  bad,  only  about  i  per  cent, 
and  with  the  traffic,  except  at  the  mines. 
The  work  for  the  15  miles  in  to  the  town 
of  Merritt  will  be  quite  difficult,  being 
principally  of  loose  rock.  The  cost  of 
-that  15  miles  will  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  a  quarter  of  a  million.  The  bids 
are  to  be  open  in  about  10  days.  As 
soon  as  that  piece  of  road  is  built  an- 
other 15  miles  will  be  put  into  the  Moun- 
tain Iron  company's  property, and  if  iron 
is  found  farther  west  the  extension  will 
continue  even  farther.  There's  plenty 
of  business  for  the  road.  There's  plenty 
for  the  two  roads  for  a  thousand  years," 
said  Mr.  Wolf,  warming  up  to  his  sub- 
ject. "I  never  saw  anything  like. 
There's  nothing  but  iron  up  there.  Take 
the  Cincinnati  mine.  Its  covered  with 
pits,  and  every  one  of  them  down  in  ore. 
And  it's  just  the  the  same  with  lots  of 
other  properties. 

"The  Iron  Ran^e  road  will  have  its 
new  ore  docks  finished  by  June  i,"  said 
Mr.  Wolf,  "and  will  then  nave  excellent 
facilities  for  handling  the  ore  of  the  new 
mines.  I  think  you  will  see  the  com- 
pany double  track  its  present  line  be- 
tween .Mesaba  and  Two  Harbors  before 
long.  It  cant  get  along  without  such  a 
course.  But  talking  about  the  wealth 
there  is  in  iron  mines,  what's  the  matter 
with  the  way  the  men  who  are  working 
on  the  range  are  coining  money?  I  met 
fully  200  teams  hauling  lumber  at  60 
cents  per  100  pounds.  Money  seems  to 
be  very  plentiful  up  there."

to  comfort,  economy  and  convenience. 
At  the  rear  of  the  building  are  railway 
tracks  and  a  few  feet  beyond  is  the  dock 
front,  beside  which  the  largest  class  of 
lake  freight  vessels,  drawing  20  feet  of 
water,  may  lie  and  discbarge  or  receive 
cargo.  This  of  itself  is  a  most  import- 
ant feature  of  facility  and  reduces  the 
cost  of  handling  goods  to  a  minimum, 
all  of  which  is  felt  in  the  reduced  figures 
to  smaller  dealers  which  the  firm  is  thus 
enabled  to  offer.  The  building  is  con- 
structed on  the  slow-burning  plan  and  is 
pierced  with  numerous  stand  pipes  and 
furnished  with  fire-extinguishers  and  all 
modern  appliances  for  fighting  aud  van- 
quishing fire.  ' 

In  the  basement  is  situated  the  en- 
gine rooms, and  electric  motors  and  here 
is  stored  the  large  stock  of  nails,  spikes, 
cordage, rope,  lath  yarn,  barbed  wire 
and  similar  goods.  The  first  floor  is 
given  up  to  sheet  iron,  galvanized  iron, 
iron  and  steel  roofing,  both  plain  and 
corrugated,  sheet  and  block  tin,  zinc,  bar 
iron  and  steel,  gas  and  steam  pipe,  min- 
ing pumps  and  hydraulic  machinery, 
and  the  receiving  and  shipping  depart- 
ments. In  the  second  storv  is  carried  a 
large  stock  of  bolts,  railroad  spikes, 
horse  shoes  and  nails,  wire  rope  and  ca- 
bles, paints,  steam  fittings  and  connec- 
tions, hose,  belting  and  articles  of  that 
description.  On  the  entire  front  part  of 
this  floor  are  found  the  business  offices 
of  the  company — the  cashier,  the  credit 
room,  the  buyer,  the  manager,  the  book 
keeper,  the  general  office  and  stock 
sample  room,  the  big  fire  proof  vault, 
telephone  room,  toilet  rooms  for  male 
and  female  employes  and  a  number  of 
other  conveniences.  The  third  Story 
contains  the  packing  room  —a  very  busy 
department— shelf  hardware,  miners' 
supplies,  striking  and  rock  hammers, 
granite  ware  ana  stamp  tinware,  guns, 
revolvers,  cutlery,  fishinp^  tackle,  light 
hardware  and  ammunition.  The  array 
of  guns  and  revolvers  puts  the  sightseer 
in  mind  of  an  arsenal.  The  fourth  story 
is  entirely  occupied  with  an  enormous 
display  of  stoves,  stove  hardware,  piece 
tinware  and  a  kindred  line  of  goods. 
The  fifth  story  is  heaped  up  to  the  ceil- 
ing with  wire  goods,  hollow  ware,  forks, 
spades,  shovels,  steel  goods,  axes,  glass, 
building  and  wrapping  paper  and  a  mul 
titude  of  other  articles.  1  he  sixth  story, 
or  seventh  flcx)r,  is  filled  with  wooden 
ware,  churns,  refrigerators,  ice  cream 
freezers,  wheelbarrows,  scrapers,  lan- 
terns, lamps,  cant  hooks,  peevies,  and  a 
bewildering  stock  of  handles  for  various 
lumbering  and  farm  implements.  The 
firm  carries  a  full  line  of  hardware,  lum- 
bermen's supplies,  mining  supplies,  ship 
chandlery  goods,  and  everything  that  the 
business  name  can   suggest. 

In  connection  with  the  new 
manager  Mr.  Thomas  McNaught, 
the  Saginaw  Courier-Herald  of 
March  19  nas  an  extended  account  of 
two  separate  gatherings  triven  in  that 
city  in  his  honor.  The  first  recites  the 
banquet  given  by  Morley  Brothers  (his 
old  employers)  at  the  club  house.

Bribes  'if 


Southern    America  i'eaceful;    Presi- 
dent Barrios  Just    Re-elected 
Favors  Union. 


Madison,  Wis.,  March,  22.  The  su- 
preme court  of  the  state  has  declared 
the  apportionment  bill  passed  by  the  last 
legislature  (democratic)  as  unconstitu- 
tional. 

The  opinion  of  the  court  gives  this  de- 
cision upon  substantially  the  following 
grounds:  Section  3,  article  4  of  the  con- 
stitution provides  that  each  county  and 
each  district  having  a  popul.ition  equal 
to  the  numerical  unit  of  representation 
of  the  assembly  (alleged  to  be  16,868)  is 
entitled  absolutely  to  one  member  of 
assembly,  unless  it  is  found  necessarv  to 
attach  to  such  county  in  the  formation  of 
an  assembly  district,  a  county  having  less 
than  the  numerical  unit  of  representa- 
tion. For  each  multiple  of  such  num- 
erical unit  reached  by  the  population  of 
each  county,  such  county  is  also  absolute- 
ly entitled  to  an  additional  member  of 
assembly.  The  remainder  ol  the  100 
members  of  assembly  not  thus  absolutely 
apportioned  should  be  apportioned  on 
some  equitable  rule  to  an  equal  number 
of  having  the  largest  fractions  of  popu- 
lation in  excess  of  such  numericalor 
multiple  thereof.  Chapter  482,  laws  of 
i8f^i,  violates  the  foregoing  rule.  For 
example  it  gives  La  Crosse  county  with 
38,801  inhabitants,  but  one  member  of 
assembly,  while  it  gives  Manitowoc 
county  with  37,831  inhabitants,  three 
members.  The  apportionment  of  the  state 
into  assembly  dislrictv  is  an  entire  pro- 
cess. To  a  greater  or  less  extent  each 
part  of  an  apportionment  act  is  affected 
by  and  dependent  upon  every  other  part 
thereof.  For  this  reason  it  is  impossible 
to  expunge  from  chapter  482  the  por- 
tions thereof  which  violate  constitutional 
requirements  and  sustain  the  balance  of 
the  act  as  valid  law.  Hence  the  whole 
act  is  null  and  void  and  consequently  is 
not  a  legal  basis  for  the  issue  and  publi- 
cation by  the  secretary  of  state  of  notices 
of  election  of  members  of  legislature.

Oen.  Treveno  not  a  Presidential  Candi- 
date: An  Earthquake;  Peaceful  News. 
CiTV  Ol-  Mr.XKo,  March  22.— Gen.

Bribed  the  Chicago  Council- 
Chicago,  March  22.-  Although  the 
grand  jury  continued  its  work  investi- 
gating the  aldermanic  boodling  today, 
it  was  given  out  by  State's  Attorney 
Longenecker  that  no  more  true  bills 
might  be  expected  for  a  few  days.  The 
efforts  of  the  body  will  now  be  devoted 
toward  securing  evidence  against  the 
officers  of  the  corporations  in  whose  be- 
half the  boodle  was  put  up  and  to  this 
end  the  officials  of  the  two  gas  compan- 
ies as  well  as  several  aldermen  who 
have  always  been  zealous  in  promoting 
the  legislation  they  desired  have  been 
summoned  before  the  grand  jury. 

More  Indictments  at  Chlcaeo 
Chicago,  March  22.  -  It  is  reported  in 
circles  entitled  to  confidence  that  the 
culminating  sensation  of  the  present 
aldermanic  bribery  investigation  will  be 
the  indictment  of  two  city  officials  of 
great  prominence  and  a  similar  number 
of  aldermen  whose  names  have  so  far 
not  been  mentioned  in  the  exposures  for 
accepting  bribes  in  connection  with  the 
passage  of  a  railroad  ordinance  which 
was  pushed  through  the  council  in  a 
manner  that  elicited  a  storm  of  criticism. 
It  is  claimed  that  for  engineering  the 
passage  of  this  measure  the  four  parties 
concerned  divided  up  $60,000.  The  evi- 
dence regarding  the  deal  is  nearly  cem- 
plete.

ROMK,  March  22.— The  attack  of  Sig- 
ner Imbriani  on  the  government  has 
created  a  sensation,and  many  think  with 
him  that  the  administration  of  Signer 
Rudini  has  not  been  sufficiently  aggres- 
sive in  asserting  therightsof  the  Italians 
abroad,  especially  in  respect  to  the  New 
Orleans  massacre.

badly  governed  as  the  great  cities 
America.  To  find  anything  like  the 
counterpart  of  American  municipal  cor- 
ruption one  must  go  to  despotic,  semi- 
barbarous  Russia.  There  the  corrupt  in- 
efficiency of  local  government  is  dis- 
played in  lurid  light  in  the  accounts  of 
the  sufferings  of  that  poor    people   from 

the  famine. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  faults 
with  the  HohenzoUerns  as  rulers,  their 
government  has  almost  always  been 
honestly  and  economically  adminis- 
tered. It  was  because  of  this  fact  that 
Prussia  has  become  great— that  she  has 
often  beaten  France  and  Austria  singly, 
and  that  under  the  great  Frederick  she 
beat  both  together.  Hence  we  find  the 
German  cities  well  governed.  Still  the 
stiff  Prusssian  ways  would  never  suit 
free,  progressive  America.  Perhaps,  on 
the  whole,  the  most  admirably  governed 
European  city  is  Birmingham,  England, 
a  place  which  liberality,  intelligence  and 
foresight  have  made  a  model  munici- 
pality. 

Here  in  America  politics  and  univer- 
sal suffrage  have  so  botched,  bungled 
and  corrupted  local  government  in  such 
cities  as  New  York,  Philadelphia  and 
Chicago  as  to  make  it  almost  unendur- 
able. Furthermore,  the  unexampled 
growth  of  these  large  bodies  politic  is 
constantly  making  them  still  more  un- 
wieldly  and  dangerous.  In  a  recent 
article,  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean  says  of 
their  city  government: 

At  any  perio<l  of  the  past  fifteen  years  a  vote 
of  the  iieople  would  have  resulted  in  a  declara- 
tion of  want  of  conttdonce  in  the  City  Council. 
During  all  that  time  it  has  been  believed  that 
many  of  its  members  were  corrupt.  During  the 
past  seven  years  it  has  been  believed  that  most 
of  its  members  were  corrupt.  It  is  so  believe<l 
now.  Politics  has  gone  out  of  aldermanic 
elections.  It  is  not  worth  while  trying  to  di- 
vide the  <  'ouncil  into  Kepublican  and  Demo- 
crat. Its  members  are  to  be  claasiflod  as  bood- 
lers  or  as  honest  men.    *    •    • 

The  time  has  come  when  something  decisive 
should  be  done  toward  a  thorough  reform  of 
our  city  government.  Democrats  and  Republi- 
cans alike  are  interest  etl  in  having  the  business 
of  the  city  transacted  in  a  business  manner. 
All  are  interestetl  in  haring  the  police  force 
made  a  protective  and  not  a  political  body. 
There  is  not  now  a  single  newspaper  of  estab- 
lished repate  and  circulation  in  Chicago  that 
is  not  advising  its  readers  to  make  politics  a 
secondary  consideration  in  voting  for  alder- 
men. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  one  of  the 
crying  evils  of  the  existing  system,  or 
lack  of  system,  is  that  of  mixing  national 
politics  with  local  politics.  The  true 
local  politician,  the  boss,  and  the 
boodler,  ^use  party  name  simplv  for 
purposes  of  deception.  What  does 
Tammany  hall,  for  instance,  care  for  na- 
tional politics?  Its  primary  object  is 
to  carr\-  city  elections,  to  fill  city  offices 
and  places  with  its  henchmen.  To  ac- 
complish this,  it  is  willing,  at  any  time, 
to  sacrifice  its  state  or  national  candi- 
dates. In  fact,  as  Senator  Sherman  re- 
cently remarked  in  his  letter  about  the 
corrupt  Cincinnati  ring,  both  parties 
are  usually  represented  in  such  rings. 
Local  politicians,  Democratic  and  Re- 
publican, combine  to  cheat  the  public, 
and  the  louder  they  shout  the  war  cries 
of  their  respective  parties,  the  safer  it  is 
to  suspect  them  of  pushing  their  own 
personal  schemes. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  also,  that  most 
students  of  the  subject  attribute  the  bet- 
ter rule  prevailing  in  self-governed 
foreign  cities  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
controlled  by  their  property  holders. 
Americans  must  concede,  however,  that 
any  suffrage  limitation  is  impossible  with 
us.  We  must  "educate  our  rulers,"  the 
people,  and  brin^  them  to  see  thaj  good 
government  is  essential  to  the  well  being 
of  every  citizen. 

One  reform,  in  particular,  is  a  funda- 
mental requisite.  Some  way  must  be 
found  of  upsetting  or  of  offsetting  the 
influence  of  the  saloon  in  city  politics. 
Only  those  who  have  studied,  or  have 
felt,  the  povter  of  these  centers  of  local 
political  influvice,  are  aware  of  its  tre- 
mendous forceX  How  to  meet  that  in- 
fluence is  one  ofVie  most  difficult  prob- 
lems of  morality  »  well  as  of  municipal 
government.

The  hayseed  congress,  as  it  is  called, 
has  done  the  best  thing  on  record  for 
Duluth  and  the  lakes  in  the  bill  the  house 
has  prepared  for  river  and  harbor  im- 
provements. The  $20,000  for  Grand  Ma- 
rais  indicates  that  iron  is  to  be  shipped 
from  that  point  before  many  cycles  of 
the  seasons.  With  $80,000  for  Duluth, 
$70,000  for  Superior,  $30,000  for  Two 
Harbors,  Ashland  $45,000,  and  Mar- 
quette $80,000,  we  ojght  to  consider  our- 
selves endorsed.  The  hospitality  of  last 
summer  was  not  in  vain. 


The  situation  along  the  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  is  getting  very  serious. 
Saturday's  through  passenger  trains 
were  from  six  to  ten  hours  late  and  all 
branch  line  trains  are  canceled.  Six- 
teen trains  of  immigrants,  with  stock 
and  effects,  for  Ontario  were  expected 
to  arrive  yesterday,  but  only  two  reached 
the  city.  All  the  trains  on  the  Pacific 
division  have  been  run  during  the  past 
week  by  superintendents  and  other 
officers  of  the  road  as  conductors  and 
brakemen. 


Half  a  Dozen  Important  Cases  Decided 
Yesterday. 
Judge  Dickinson,  of  the  supreaie  court, 
yesterday,  handed  down  six  decisions, 
three  of  which  were  brought  to  recover 
money  on  advertising  contracts.  The 
case  on  which  all  three  decisions  are 
based  is  the  National  Car  Builder,  ap- 
pelant, vs.  Cyclone  Steam  Snow  Plow 
company,  respondent,  in  which  the  order 
of  the  lower  court  is  reversed.  The  su- 
preme court  deciding  that  the  lease  of  a 
plow  for  99  years  was  to  all  intents  and 
purooses  a  sale,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  third  person  testified,  orally,  that  the 
lease  was  made  to  disguise  a  sale.  In 
i88(;  the  Snow  Plow  company  contracted 
with  the  Car  Builder  to  pay  $1000  for  a 
certain  amount  of  advertising,  to  be  paid 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  first  plow  sold. 
The  company  leased  a  plow  to  the 
Southern  Pacific  for  99  years,  and  the 
paper  sent  in  a  bill  for  advertising.  The 
company  refused  to  pay  on  the  ground 
that  it  had  sold  no  plow.  The  lower 
court  sustained  the  position  of  the  com- 
pany, but  the  supreme  court  re- 
verses the  decision.  Judge  Mit- 
chell not  taking  part  on  ac- 
count of  illness.  The  second 
case  the  Northwesterti  Railroader  and 
the  Lanward  Publishing  company  are 
respondents  and  the  Cyclone  Steam 
Plo.w  company  appellant.  The  case  is 
the  same  as  the  first,  with  the  order  of 
the  contestants  reversed,  and  again  the 
snow  plow  company  is  defeated.  The 
supreme  court  refused  a  new  trial  in  a 
per  curium  decision  affirming  the  de- 
cision of  the  lower  court  refusing  a  new 
trial, 

TITLE  TO  FORFEITED. 

Robert  A.  Smith,  respondent,  vs.  Svl- 
vester  Kipp  et  al.,  appellants.  Order 
affirmed.  Kipp  et  al.  brought  action  to 
determine  the  validity  of  a  true  title, 
which  they  claim  to  have  acquired  at  a 
sale  of  forfeited  lands  in  1881,  and  ap- 
peal from  an  order  refusing  a  new  trial. 
The  delinquent  tax  list,  as  published, 
was  proven  to  be  so  inaccurate,  that  the 
premises  in  question,  supposed  to  be  de- 
scribed thereon,  were  not  described 
thereon  at  all  so  as  to  be  discernible 
without  reference  to  the  original  records, 
and  from  this  the  supreme  court  sustains 
the  decision  of  the  lower  court,  that  the 
title  was  invalid,  and  affirms  the  order 
refusing  a  new  trial.

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The  council  chamber  was  a  little  bare 
last  evening  and  several  well-known 
faces  were  missing  but  business  was 
done  at  the  old  stand  just  the  same. 
President  Hugo  was  out  of  the  city  and 
for  the  first  time  since  his  last  election 
Bob  Kennedy  occupied  the  chair,  and 
with  his  little  hammer  presitled  over  the 
meeting.  Alderman  Long  was  also  ab- 
sent and  so  were  the  city  attorney  and 
President   Truelsen.     The   meeting  was 

a  very  short  and  quiet  one.  The  only 
matter  out  of  the  ordinary  routine  was  a 
reciuest  from  the  Duluth  &  Red  Lake 
Falls  railway  for  a  right-of-way  for 
double  track  along  South  street 
St.  Louis -and  St.  Croix  avenue.  It  was 
followed  by  an  ordinance  covering  the 
same  ground  which  was  introduced.  The 
ordinance  provides  that  to  obtain  the 
privilege  mentioned  the  road  must  be- 
gin work  within  45  days  and  that  the 
Mesaba  range  must  be  reached  by 
road  in  six  months.  Mr.  Holmes, 
secretary  of  the  road,  and  Mr.  S 
Allen,  its  attorney,  were  present  at 
meeting.  The  former  stated  that  all  the 
pieliminary  arrangements  for  his  road 
had  been  settled  with  the  single  excep- 
tion of  terminals.  The  road  is  surveyed 
from  Red  river  through  Mesaba  to  Du- 
luth by  the  way  of  Lester  Park.  It  is 
also  provided  in  the  ordinance  that  if 
this  privilege  be  granted  it  shall  be 
shared  with  other  roads  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fair  sum.  This  ordinance 
with  a  number  of  others  amending  li- 
cense regulations  were  referred  to  the 
proper  committee.  The  other  business 
was  not  important.  The  fire  commis- 
sioners asked  permission  to  purchase 
three  horses,  to  replace  one  which  died 
recently  and  to  furnish  a  team  for  the 
new  hook  and  ladder  truck. 

Capt.  James  Karrell  yesented  his 
bond  for  $50cx3  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  public  works  which  was  received  and 
referred.  The  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  ro.id 
was  ordered  to  remove  its  safety  gates 
from  Lake  avenue  to  St.  Croix  avenue 
as  work  is  about  to  begin  on  the  viaduct 
at  the  former  place.  The  bond  of  V.  VV. 
Bergman  was  approved  and  an  auction- 
eers license  was  issued  to  him. 

A  petition  asking  for  the  building  of  a 
sewer  on  Third  avenue  east  from  .Sev- 
enth to  Tenth  streets,  was  referred  as 
was  also  the  application  of  Charles  Mc- 
Gill  to  sell  liquors  at  512  West  Superior 
street.  J.  G.  Harris  asked  that  the  re- 
quirement of  the  building  ordinance 
that  the  foundations  of  brick  walls  be 
set  seven  feet  below  the  street  grade,  be 
overlooked  in  the  case  of  a  barn  which 
he  wishes  to  build.  Referred  to  the 
committee  on  ire  department.

West  Duluth  ofllcA  of  Tho  Hsralii,  ro<ini  2,  Hll- 
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Some  Discreoancies  Cleared  nv 
A.  Christy,  of  Duiuth. 
In  the  wheat  investigation  at  St 
yesterday  Mr.  D.  A.  Christy,  of 
Duluth,  was  put  on  the  stand 
and  testified  that  he  was  agent 
of  the  Lake  Superior  Transit  company. 
He  had  testified  before  the  house  inves- 
tigating committee,  using  his  books  as 
reference,  and  had  made  an  affidavit 
June  24  referring  to  the  same  matter,  the 
substance  of  which  went  to  show  that  the 
official  stenographer  had  made  a  mistake 
in  reporting  his  original  testimony  rela- 
tive tocertain  shipments.  The  mistake 
involved  about  7000  bushels  of  wheat, 
which  could  be  satisfactorily  ac- 
counted for  according  to  the  affi- 
davit, and  the  books,  which  were 
offered  in  evidence,  but  concerning 
which  there  was  some  dispute.  Mr. 
Christy  was  closely  cross-examined  by 
Bill  F.rwin  as  to  whether  the  books 
offered  in  evidence  were  the  same  which 
were  exhibited  to  the  committee.  He 
states  positively  that  they  were.  An- 
other entry  of  the  same  character  ac- 
counted for  an  apparent  discrepancy  of 
20,000  bushels.  .Several  other  discrepan- 
cies were  accounted  for  in  the  same  man- 
ner to  the  apparent  satisfaction  of  the 
committee.  These  explanations  were 
all  made  by  direct  reference  to  the  books 
containing  the  bills  of  lading,  the  pages 
containing  the  figures  being  in  each  case 
made  a  part  ot  the  evidence. 

RAILWAY  BIILDIXG. 


Indications  of  Activity  in  the  North- 
west This  Season. 
Railway  developments  from  Duluth  to 
the  West  and  Northwest  are  becoming 
very  interesting.  The  Duluth,  Red  Lake 
&  Northern  is  already  asking  for  ter- 
minal right-of-way  on  Minnesota  Point, 
and  a  dispatch  from  Red  Lake  Falls 
says:  "The  Great  Noithern  road,  which 
stopped  running  through  this  place  on 
account  of  the  high  charges  for  right-of- 
way,  has  made  a  different  offer.  Amass 
meeting  was  he!d,  and  a  committee  ap- 
pointed to  reduce  as  far  as  possible  the 
figures  on  right  of-wav.  They  are  suc- 
ceeding admirably.  It  is  thought  the 
price  for  right-of-way  through  the  city, 
which  was  $20,000  at  the  start,  will  be 
reduced  to  $/'ooo,  which  will  insure  us 
the  Great  Northern  this  summer.  The 
line  will  come  up  from  Park  Rapids, 
running  north  to  Winnipeg.  The  Du- 
luth, Red  Lake  Falls  &  Northern  was 
surveyed  from  Duluth  last  summer. 
Contracts  are  being  let  for  100  miles  of 
road  from  Duluth  the  coming  season. 
This  runs  over  the  richest  portion  of  the 
Mesaba  range.

Children  Cry  for  Pitcher'*  Castorla. 
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Two  Buried  Cities. 
In  the  first  century  after  Christ,  there 
stood  near  the  beautiful  bay  of  Naples 
two  cities,  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii, 
which  were  noted  through  all  the  Ro- 
man world  for  their  fashionable  luxury.  ] 
In  the  year  79,  during  a  tremendous 
eruption  of  Vesuvius,  these  cities  disap- 
peared from  human  view  as  completely 
as  .Sodom  and  Gomorrah.  It  was  com- 
monly reported  that  both  cities  were 
overwhelmed  with  a  flood  of  molten  lava, 
and  the  occurrence  has  been  vividly 
portrayed  by  Bulwer  in  "The  Last  Days 
of  Pompeii."  March  24,  1737,  the  ruins 
of  Herculaneum  were  discovered,  and  it 
was  then  found  that  this  city  had  been 
destroyed  by  an  immense  flood  of  water 
which  carried  along  enormous  quantities 
of  mud,  tufa  and  ashes.  This  explains 
in  some  degree,  why  so  few  people  es- 
caped from  Herculaneum,  while  thous- 
ands had  time  to  flee  from  Pompeii, 
which  was  buried  first  under  a  gradual 
shower  of  ashes.  Mistakes  and  errors 
in  regard  to  things  out  of  sight  arc  ex- 
cusable, but  the  people  of  this  day  and 
section  are  too  well  iniormed  about  the 
railroads  to  commit  the  error  of  taking 
any  other  line  than  The  Fiurlington  when 
going  on  a  journey.

Fllijah  C.  Gridley,  with  his  whiskers 
full  of  snow  and  sunshine,  drifted  into 
town  today  from  the  \'ermilion  range  at 
noon  today.  He  wore  a  moutaineer's 
cap  on  his  head,  pontoon  shoes  on  his 
feet,  and  was  as  happy  as  if  he  had 
climbed  the  mystic  banister  bodily— and 
all  because  the  Anderson  property  has 
another  pit  in  ore.  It  doesn't  take  much 
to  make  a  man  happy  in  these  festive 
times.  Even  a  little  hole  in  the  ground 
will  do  it. 

News  from  El)r  yesterday  was  to  the 
effect  that  shaft  No.  4  in  the  Pioneer 
mine  is  down  100  feet  and  in  50  feet  of 
ore.  A  cross  cut  of  50  feet  has  been 
made  and  is  still  in  a  high  grade  ore, 
showing  a  great  volume  of  the  now 
popular  deposit. 

Several  Superior  gentlemen  have  or- 
ganized a  company  which  controls  iron 
lands  near  Grand  Rapids.  Among  the 
adventurers  are  A.  T.  Thomas,  J.  C. 
Henvis  and  Judge  Bryant. 

The  Twohy  Mercantile  company  of 
Superior  is  reaping  some  benefit  from 
the  Mesaba  boom.  All  the  camps  are 
laying  in  provisions  for  six  months,  so 
that  takes  thousands  of  dollars  to  stock 
each  one.  The  opening  of  the  mines  is 
a  bonanza  to  all  of  the  jobbing  houses  at 
the  head  of  the  lake. 

A  St.  Cloud  dispatch  says:  The  Foley 
Iron  Mining  company  is  the  name  of  a 
new  organization  which  was  formed  here 
Saturday  evening  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  a  mine  on  sections  12,  13,  14 
and  24,  60-25,  within  about  14  miles  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Minn.  The  stockholders 
in  the  new  company  are  J.  E.  Hayward, 
D.  E.  Mevers,  F.  E.  Searle,  Tim  Folev, 
John  Cooper,  D.  H.  Freeman  and  H.  C. 
Waite,  and  officers  of  the  same  are  Tim 
Foley,  president;  F.  E,  Searle,  secretary, 
and  D.  H.  Freeman,  treasurer.  The 
mine  which  is  to  be  developed  com- 
prises over  2000  acres  of  land,  and  is 
owned  by  J.  E.  Hayward.  who  has  given 
a  lease  for  five  years  to  the  company. 
Work  will  be  commenced  at  once. 

The  Mailman  mine  today  purchased 
of  the  Gogebic  Boiler  works  a  50-horse 
boiler  and  shipped  it  to  Mesaba  in  order 
to  be  able  to  work  continuouslyand  with- 
out danger  of  interruption  by  the  spring 
break-up. 

D.  V.  Scott,  of  Thompson,  was  in  Du- 
luth today  with  some  fine  samples  of  ore 
from  the  outcropping  three  miles  west  of 
Carlton  town.  Harry  Hawkings  was 
also  on  'change  and  corroborates  the  in- 
teresting tales  from  that  slate-roofed 
realm.  The  ore  is  very  like  that  from 
the  best  mines  of  the  Mefaba  range,  and 
the  coming  of  spring  promises  lucrative 
developments. 

The  New  York  Journal  of  Finance 
speaking  of  the  coal  deposits  owned  by 
the  Monarch  Coal  and  Coke  company,  ot 
Knoxville,  Ky.,  of  which  Proctorr  Knott 
is  one  of  the  incorporators,  and  whi<'h 
he  is  now  bringing  to  the  attention  of 
Duluthians,  comments  as  follows: 

Among  the  great  coal  measures  of 
this  country,  none  exceeds  in  area  or  in 
the  size  and  number  ot  veins  that  which 
lies  on  either  side  of  the  Big  Sandy  river 
in  P2astern  Kentucky.  In  Pike  county 
alone,  as  shown  by  the  state  geological 
survey,  there  are  eight  beds  of  remark- 
able thickness,  all  above  drainage,  and 
unexcelled  by  any  because  of  purity, 
fiuantity  and  cheapness  of  mining.  Of 
these  measures  Prof.  John  R.  Proctor, 
state  geologist  of  Kentucky,  says: 

"This  Pike  county  coking  coal  is  near- 
er to  the  famous  Hanging  Rock  iron  dis- 
trict of  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  and  Hock- 
ing Valley  district  than  is  the  New  River 
coke;  and  the  Big  Sandy  river  offers  a 
route  for  a  low  grade  railway,  descend- 
ing in  the  direction  of  the  traffic.  It  is 
nearer  the  great  coke  markets  of  Chi- 
cago and  St.  Louis  than  is  the  Connels- 
ville  coke,  and  over  4000  carloads  of 
coke  are  now  shipped  every  week  west 
from  Pittsburgh.  It  is  convenient  to  the 
great  deposits  of  iron  ores  in  Southwest 
\'irginia.  East  Tennest,ee  and  Western 
North  Carolina,  and  will  in  the  near  fut- 
ure become  one  of  the  greatest  coal  min- 
ing and  coking  districts  in  America." 

For  vears  steamers  plying  between 
Pikeville,  the  head  of  navigation  on  the 
Big  Sandy  and  the  Ohio  river,  of  which 
it  is  a  tributary,  have  taken  their  coal 
from  barges  tied  to  the  banks,  it  having 
been  mined  in  the  side  of  the  overhang- 
ing mountain  and  chuted  down  to  the 
barge.  All  this  region  is  now  attracting 
capital  and  enterprise  and  will  soon  be 
the  scene  of  great  industrial  activity.

Bkrlin,  March  23.— It  has  transpired 
that  the  sudden    illness  of    Prince    Bis- 
marck on  Monday  last   was    much  more 
serious  than  first  reported.    It  appears 
that  on  Mondayhe  was  suddenly  stricken 
with    alarmfng    symptoms   of    collapse. 
He  had  several   fainting  fits  and    for    a 
time  it  was  feared  that  the  results  would 
be  serious.       Prompt  medical    attention 
enabled-the  prince  to  rally,  but  he  is  still 
very  weak  and  far  from  convalescent.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  as    bearing  on  the  sug- 
gestion in  some   quarters  that    Bismarck 
might  be  called  to  the    helm    of    afTairs 
again    and    that    among  the    numerous 
telegrams  of  inquiry    received  at  Fried- 
richsruhe,  when    Bismarck's  illness    be- 
came known,    there   was  none  from    tl^e 
kaiser,  although  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  the  kaiser    was   promply    in- 
formed of  the    ex-chancellor's  conaition. 
In  view  of  Bismarck's  illness,  as  indicat- 
ing the  uncertainty   that  he  may  survive 
until  another  birthday,  the  preparations 
for  the  celebration  of    kis    77th  birthday 
are    everywhere    being   redoubled    and 
April  I  will  be  memorable  in  the  history 
of  Germany. 

At  10  o'clock  today  Chancellor  Cap- 
rivi started  again  for  Hubertustock  by 
special  command  of  the  kaiser.  It  is 
understood  that  at  this  meeting  the  min- 
isterial situation  will  be  fully  .idjusted. 
The  kaiser  has  been  engaged,  it  is  stated, 
for  the  past  few  days  in  considering  the 
selection  of  a  new  Prussian  premier  and 
a  new  minister  of  public  instruction,  and 
it  is  possible  that  other  cabinet  changes 
may  also  take  place.  Outside  of  his  in- 
timate attendants  the  kaiser  sees  no  one 
at  Hubertustock. 

It  is  just  announced  that  Count  Otho 
Von  Eulenburg  has  accepted  the  post  of 
president  of  the  Prussian  ministry  which 
Has  been  resigned  by  Chancellor  Cap- 
rivi as  exclusively  announced  in  these 
dispatches  on  Friday  last.  The  kaiser 
has  waited  until  this  time  before  filling 
the  office  in  hopes  that  Caprivi  might 
consent  to  continue,  but  Caprivi  has  been 
inflexible  and  general  wonder  has  been 
expressed  that  in  view  of  what  is  now 
known  of  the  kaiser's  behavior  Caprivi 
even  consents  to  remain  as  chancellor. 
He  was  grossly  insulted  by  the  kaiser 
and  but  for  the  excuse  of  the  kaiser's  ill- 
he  would  undoubted  have  persisted  in 
complete  retirement  from  public  life. 

It  IS  stated  that  the  kaiser  has  not  yet 
decided  upon  a  minister  of  public  in- 
struction but  will  make  his  selection 
from  three  names  to  be  submitted  to  htm 
todav.  In  regard  to  Count  von  Eulen- 
burg's  public  and  personal  history  there 
is  notning  to  ado  to  yesterday's  dis- 
patches. He  is  the  personal  selection  of 
the  kaiser,  a  successful  courtier  ^d  a 
well  educated  man  gt  affairs.  He  will 
be  the  representative  of  the  sovereign 
and  not  of  any  party  and  the  choice  is 
virtually  a  notice  that  party  government 
through  a  ministry  representing  a  ma- 
jority is  not  recognized  in  Prussia.

They    were 
bought  by  Albert  Poole  for  $40.    On  be- 
ing  opened  they  were  found    to    contain 
deeds,  etc.,  which  would  seem  to  mean  a 
fortune  for  the  heirs  of  one   Col.    Henry 
Altman,  who  came  to  Colorado   in     1857 
and  ammassed    considerable    property. 
Among  the  papers  are  deeds  tor  mining 
property,  situated  for  the  most    part    in 
the    Nevada    mining    district,     Delphin 
county,  and  certificates  of  stock   in   val- 
uable properties  situated  in  the    oil    re- 
gions of  Pennsylvania. 

The  oil  stocks  mentioned  are  now  be- 
lieved to  be  worth  §100,000.  There  are 
7000  shares  in  the  Continental  Oil  com- 
panv,  now  consolidated  with  the  Stan- 
dard Oil  company.  Many  of  the  mining 
deeds  are  in  the  name  of  W' .  P.  Altman, 
Col.  Altman's  brother,  who  has  already 
been  found  and  communicated  with.  T'le 
heirs  are  said  to  be  residents  of  Pennsyl- 
vania.

Toronto,  March  23. — Commenting 
on  Hon.  G.  E.  Foster"s  statement  in  the 
house  of  commons  yesterday  regarding 
the  recent  trade  negotiations  at  Wash- 
ington, the  Empire,  chief  organ  of  the 
government,  says:  "It  is  high  time  that 
Canadians  took  a  firm  stand  and  sent  no 
more  delegates  to  Washington  for  a 
reciprocity  treaty.  We  have  gone  there 
often  enougn  and  have  returned  empty- 
handed  on  every  occasion,  and  the  self- 
respect  and  honor  of  our  people  render 
it  imperative  that  if  at  any  future  time  a 
trade  arrangement  looms  up  upon  the 
horizon,  the  United  States  must  come 
asking  us  to  grant  if" 


They  Undertake  to  Bind  a  Town  for 
Unauthorized  Expenditure. 
Toledo,  March  23.--The,circuit  court 
today  rendered  an  important  decision  in 
the  natural  gas  injunction  case  in  which 
suit  was  brought  by  citizens  to  prevent 
issue  of  additional  gas  bonds.  The  leg- 
islature authorized  the  issue  originally 
of  $750,000  worth  of  bonds  for  natural 
gas  purposes.  This  amount  was  not  suf- 
hcient  to  buy  territory,  build  lines  from 
the  gas  fields  and  pipe  to  the  city  and 
the  trustees  incurrea  an  additional  in- 
debtedness of  over  $300,000  in  equiping 
the  pUnt.  The  city  council  sought  to 
redeem  this  indebtedness  by  issuing 
more  bonds,  but  the  court  decides  that 
this  cannot  legally  be  done  and  holds 
that  the  trustees'  bondsmen  are  per- 
sonally liable  for  all  indebtedness  in- 
curred over  and  above  the  original  issue. 
The  decision  has  created  a  great  sen- 
sation in  municipal  circles.

An  Agreement  Reached;  The  Men  are 
to  be  All  Reinstated. 
Winnipeg,  Man.,  March  23. — The 
great  strike  is  settled.  The  Brotherhood 
of  Locomotive  Engineers  which  hA 
been  trying  to  effect  a  settlement  has  at 
last  succeeded  and  this  morning  an 
agreement  was  reached  by  which  all  the 
men  are  to  be  reinstated  at  once  and  the 
question  of  wages  in  dispute  is  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  following  members  of  the 
brotherhood  who  are  to  say  what  wages 
will  be  paid:  Brownlee,  Kennedy,  Watt- 
son,  Broach  and  Pope.

.Mesaba  range  and  can  see  the  good 
time  coming.

The  relations  between  the  Winnipeg 
and  the  Mesaba  railroad  companies  are 
such  that  aid  voted  to  "  the  Mesaba  for 
terminal  purposes  will  bring  the  Winni- 
peg into  Duluth.  There  is  no  friction 
anywhere,  and  the  Winnipeg  is  as  eager 
as  the  Mesaba  to  see  St.  Louis  county 
solve  this  problem  for  herself. 

The  Mesaba  folks  are  withholding 
their  proposition  only  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  satisfactory  terms  on  the  lands 
necessary  for  their  use.  and  it  will  not  be 
long  till  the  people  of  Duluth  will  have 
something  definite  before  them.  There 
is  a  degree  of  feeling  on  the  part  of  both 
roads  that  the  Duluth  Transfer  Railway 
company,  which  they  for  a  time  had 
hoped  would  afforded  them  terminal 
facilities,  has  not  quite  come  up  to  its 
early  manifestos.  But  this  default  will 
not  prevent  those  important  roads  from 
establishing  their  terminals  on  the  Du- 
luth side  of  the  bay  if  the  people  of  St_ 
Louis  county  take  early  and  favorable 
action  in  their  behalf. 

There  is  nothing    left    now   but  to  de- 
termine the  amount    necessary   for  such 
an  undertaking  and  pass  judgment  on  it 
at  the  polls.     The    price   of    the    lands 
needed  will  have  some  bearing  upon  this 
matter,  and  when  they  are  once  secured 
it  would  seem  there  should  be  no  further 
waste  of  time.      A  few  months  ago  The 
Herald    advocated    this    same    sort    of 
thing,      but      then        in      the      minds 
of      many      wise    citizens     there    was 
nothing        on       the      Mesaba      worth 
building  a  road  for,  and  in  their   opinion 
the  papers  were  bought    up    to    speak 
kindly  of  it.     Now  things  are   changed 
and  the    erstwhile    iridescence    has  be- 
come reality.     Millions  of  tons  of  ore  are 
in  sight  and  fortunes  have  been  made  by 
outsiders    while    our    own  people    have 
been    wondering    whether   the    Mesaba 
was  a  fake  or  not.     The  era  of  doubt  has 
given  place  to  action  and  now  everybody 
is  ready  to  enlist  for   three   years  or  till 
the  end  of  the  boom.     The  aid    will    be 
voted  and  the  termmals  built.

Senate  bill  744  introduced  by  Senator 
Frye,  of  Maine,  provides  for  the  equali- 
zation of  the  salaries  of  steamboat  in- 
spectors. This  is  a  very  desirable  end  to 
be  attained.  Here  at  Duluth  the  inspec- 
tor receive  but  $1200  a  year,  while  at 
Dubuque  with  much  less  toil  and  anguish 
they  get  $2000.  In  some  places  as  high 
as  $3500  is  paid,  regardless  of  services 
rendered.  Duluthians  should  urge  so 
just  a  measure. 


The  reply  of  Lord  Salisbury  on  the 
seal  matter  is  not  yet  made  public  but  it 
is  said  to  be  pacific.  There  need  be  no 
fear  of  a  collision  between  the  two  coun- 
tries on  this  question.  The  most  we 
have  to  fear  is,  that,  after  our  cruisers 
have  seiztd  a  number  of  Cana- 
dian sealers,  the  point  of  American  jur- 
isdiction in  Bering  Sea  may  be  ruled 
against  us  in  the  arbitration.  In  that 
case  our  government  might  have  heavy 
damages  to  pay. 


The  resignation  of  Count  Zedlitz,  the 
minister  most  responsible  for  the  unfor- 
tunate education  bill,  has  been  accepted 
and  his  successor  appointed.  This  set- 
tles the  point  that  the  original  measure 
will  not  be  pushed.  Indeed  it  is  prac- 
tically dead.  It  seems  that  it  was  spe- 
cially favored  by  the  Catholics  and  that 
it  is  opposed  by  the  Lutherans  who,  if 
any  Protestants,  might  be  expected  to 
profit  by  it. 


The  farmers  about  Chicago  seem  to  be 
wiser  in  their  generation  than  the  farm- 
ers about  New  York.  The  latter  have 
for  years  been  combining  in  various 
ways,  none  of  which  have  proved  effec- 
tive, to  get  control  of  the  milk  business 
of  the  city.  There  it  is  the  people  who 
distribute  the  milk  who  set  the  prices. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  these  are 
low  for  the  farmer  and  high  for  the  con- 
sumer. In  Chicago,  on  the  other  hand, 
a  Farmer's  Dairy  company  has  been 
formed  which,  the  papers  say,  will  con- 
trol the  entire  milk  business  of  the  citv. 
The  new  company  promises  well  and  if 
its  performance  is  satisfactory  will  be  a 
boon  both  to  the  producer  and  consumer. 
-Should  the  capitalists  who  furnish  the 
money  change  the  original  plan  and 
squeeze  both  farmer  and  consumer,  they 
will  follow  the  rather  well-beaten  track 
which  such  enterprises  have  often  taken 
heretofore. 


The  action  of  the  Wisconsin  court  de- 
claring the  recent  apportionment  bill 
passed  in  that  state  unconstitutional  in- 
dicates a  way  to  check  the  gerrymander- 
ing evil.  Constitutional  provisions  might 
be  so  framed  as  to  largely  prevent  the 
difficulty.  The  sooner  and  the  more 
generally  that  is  done,  the  sooner  the  in- 
justice so  often  practiced  by  both  the 
great  parties  will  be  checked. 

In  37  counties  Minnesota  Democrats 
have  chosen  delegates  to  their  state  con- 
vention, a  large  majority  of  whom  lavor 
Cleveland.  Hill  has  no  showing.  Even 
at  Minneapolis,  where  he  was  supposed 
to  be  strongest,  Cleveland  got  a  full  dele- 
gation, Saturday  night  With  only  half 
a  dozen  exceptions,  the  counties  heard 
from  have  declared  against  free  silver 
coinage.

A  ffttle  light  on  the  inside  history  of 
some  of  the  real  estate  deals  in  the  old 
boom  days  may  be  the  result  of  a  suit 
just  begun  in  the  district  court.  The 
title  is  Z.  H.  Austin  vs.  N.  J.  Upham  and 
is  to  recover  $\  19.870.  alleged  to  be  due 
the  plaintiff  as  his  sh.ire  of  a  real  estate 
operation  some  years  ago.  Austin  is  the 
surviving  partner  of  Austin  ^:  McFar- 
lane.  VVhilt  the  partnership  existed 
Austin  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
Upham  for  the  organization  of  the  St. 
Louis  Land  Improvement  company  and 
such  a  company  was  formed.  Mc- 
Farlane  owned  some  land  wanted 
very  badly  by  the  company 
on  account  o^  the  water  frontage.  Hy 
Austin's  understandmg  if  he  would  in- 
duce McFarlane  to  put  his  land  into  the 
companv  Upham  was  to  take  sy)ck  and 
to  help  dispose  of  it  all  to  others.  Mc- 
Farlane was  to  furnish  the  land,  Upham 
the  monev  and  Austin  was  to  manipu- 
L-ite  the  deal  and  all  were' alike  to  share 
the  proceeds.  Austin  says  he  carried 
out  his  share  of  the  work,  he  formed  his 
companv  and  induced  .McFarlane  to  put 
in  his  lands  and  he  also  alleges  that  act- 
ing under  the  agreement  I'pham  pur- 
chased lands  near  the  townsite  and  dis- 
posed of  them  at  a  large  profit,  but  has 
always  refused  to  divide.though  asked  to 
do  so  with  his  late  colaboror.  The  profits 
which  resulted  he  alleges  are  entirely  due 
to  his.  Austin's  efforts  m  organizing  the 
townsite  scheme  and  would  not  have 
been  possible  without  that  plan  havmg 
been  carried  to  completion.  Now  he 
asks  the  courts  to  compel  a  division  of 
the  benetits  with  him.

WANTS  IT  BACK. 


Ed  Harroun  Suing  to  Recover  His 
Money. 
Edward  Harroun,  the  ex-assessor  of 
Ramsey  county,  says  the  Minneapolis 
Journal,  has  brought  his  threatened  suits 
against  Loomis  &  Depue  and  the  syndi- 
cate of  gambling  houses  to  recover  for 
sums  of  money  lost  while  attempting  to 
break  the  bank.  Harroun  wants  $15,000 
from  the  syndicate,  which  he  states  he 
lost  at  various  times  between  Oct.  20, 
iStp,  and  Oct.  20,  i8gi.

And  for  old 
times'  sake,  just  before  he  left  Harroun 
worked  off  a  bogus  draft  for  $150.  The 
victim  is  the  local  manager  for  one  of 
the  coal  companies  and  refused  to  prose- 
cute. From  here  Harroun  went  to  West 
Superior  and  while  there  was  arrested 
for  alleged  attempted  rape.  Nothing 
came  of  this  charge,  but  while  there  he 
also  worked  the  bogus  draft  business  to 
the  extent  of  some  $200.  None  of  the 
cases  here  against  him  were  ever  prose- 
cuted.

The  feeling  in  Duluth  today  is  not  at 
all  hopeful  regarding  the  outcome  of 
the  hearing  before  the  board  of  army 
engineers  at  Detroit.  The  interests  to 
be  combated  were  powerful  and  the 
Duluth  advocates  had  many  disadvan- 
tages to  labor  under.  It  is  not  at  all 
surprising  that  they  have  had  an  up  hill 
fight.  There  are  few  places  in  the  coun- 
try where  a  bridge  would  be  morefex posed 
than  would  one  across  the  canal  and  it 
is  regarded  as  very  doubtful  if  the  con- 
sent of  the  board  for  its  erection  can  be 
gained. 

It  is  said  that  Secretary  of  War  Elkins 
is  favorable  to  the  project  and  that  he 
will  decide  in  favor  of  Duluth,  but  this 
hope  is  not  a  very  strong  one.  The  sec- 
retary is  of  course  the  final  judge  in  the 
matter  and  the  board  at  Detroit  is  only 
held  for  the  purpose  of  getting  informa- 
tion for  his  benefit.  But  at  the  same 
time  it  would  be  something  very  unusual 
for  him  to  overrule  their  findings.  It  is 
highly  probable  that  what  the  Detroit 
board  recommends  will,  to  use  a  col- 
loquial word,  "go"  with  the  secretary. 

There  is  another  plan  in  contempla- 
tion, however,  which  even  if  the  govern- 
ment should  refuse  assent,  would  pro- 
vide for  a  bridge.  That  plan  is  to  ignore 
the  government  and  build  the  bridge  any 
way.  The  idea  is  not  a  new 
one  by  any  means.  but  has 
been  talked  of  for  some  time.  It  origi- 
nated, it  is  said,  with  Senator  Davis,  who 
gave  the  advice  to  Secretary  Thompson, 
of  the  Duluth  chamber  of  commerce. 
"There  are  several  precedents  for  such 
action,"  he  said.  "I  doubt  if  the  gov- 
ernment would  interfere,  and  if  it  did, 
there  would  be  so  much  red  tape  that  the 
bridge  would  be  completed  before  the 
matter  was  disposed  of.  Then  the  gov- 
ernment would  certainly  never  force  its 
removal.  That  is  the  surest  plan  and 
the  f|ui<rkest." 

There  is  some  question,  too,  as  to 
whether  the  city  does  not  still  own  the 
canal  lots,  and  if  so,  she  could  go  ahead 
with  a  bridge  and  let  the  government 
whistle.  In  fact  this  plan  was  sug- 
gested to  Chairman  Blanchard,  of 
the  river  and  harbor  committee, 
when  he  was  here  last  summer,  and 
while  he  had  very  little  to  sav  about  it,  it 
was  clear  he  did  not  approve.  There 
is  some  possibility  that  if  the  decision 
of  the  Detroit  board  be  against  the  city 
that  Duluth  will  proceed  with  the  work. 
It  is  hard  to  foretell  just  what  the  result 
will  be.  Capt.  Fisk,  of  course,  would  be 
compelled  to  report  anv  such  action  to 
his  superior  officer  at  Washington,  but 
he  declined  when  asked  about  the  mat- 
ter this  morning  to  say  what  would  be 
the  probable  result  from  that  quarter. 
The  matter  might  be  fought  out  in  the 
courts  by  them  but  it  would  be  hardly 
necessary  since  there  is  no  doubt  but  at 
the  first  stroke  of  work  the  law  woultl  be 
appealed  to  by  the  Vessel  Owners  asso- 
ciation and  that  they  would  test  the 
question  as  far  as  the  '  courts  are  con- 
cerned. 

n There  is  much  doubt  as  to  the  prac- 
tical working  of  the  bridge  contemplat- 
ed in  the  present  plans.  Every  time  a 
vessel  passes  the  weight  of  the  bridge 
must  be  lifted  bodily  about  160  feet. 
This  would  take  time  and  if  there  was 
any  hitch  it  would  be  likely  to  result  in 
a  bad  mixture  of  bridge,  vessel  sparsand 
smokestacks  in  the  bottom  of  the  canal. 
The  plan  is  unique  and  untested,  and 
this  fact  is  against  it.  A  swing  bridge  is 
open  to  the  same  objection.  It  is  prob- 
able that  such  a  bridge  would  work,  but 
one  with  that  length  of  clear  span  never 
has  been  tried.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  a  breakwater  opposite  the  entrance 
to  the  canal  would  obviate  the  difficulty. 
But  to  this  is  the  objection  that  a  break- 
water would  cost  about  Si, 1500,000,  so  that 
such  a  request  would  be  equivalent  to 
the  city's  asking  the  government  to 
spend  a  sum  which  the  municipality  is 
not  willing  to  put  into  a  tunnel,  a  piece 
of  charity  not  likely  to  be  carried  out. 

Another  bad  effect  of  building  the 
bridge  against  the  recommendation  of 
the  government  engineers  would  be  the 
effect  upon  congressional  appropria- 
tions. There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
government  officials  would  look  upon 
such  action  as  a  breach  of  faith,  since 
the  board  has  convened  at  the  request  of 
the  city  and  this  action  might  be  remem- 
bered wiien  the  list  of  harbor  appropria- 
tions was  made  up,  so  that  the  question 
of  honor  aside,  it  might  prove  bad 
policy.  The  <iuestion  is  one  likely  to  re- 
ceive much  discussion  m  the  near'iuture.

CANADA   EAMPANT 


Admiral  Holliaiii  on  His    Way    With 

a  Fleet  to   Protect   Canadian 

Sealers. 


Canada   Ready  for   us  on   Land,   if

The  SlavehoKliiig:  American  Seal  Mon- 
opoly; They  Make  Peons  of  the 
Aleutian  Islanders. 


LoNDO.v,  March  24.— It  is  stated  today 
on  excellent    authority    that    Rear    Ad- 
miral Hothani,  of  the    Pacific    squadron, 
has  received  instructions  to   protect   the 
Canadian  sealers  in    the  event   that    no 
arrangement  can  be  arrived  at   with  the 
United  States.     Lord   Salisbury   was   at 
first  inclined  not  to  take   this    step    and 
simply  to  leave  the  matter  alone,  letting 
the  Canadians  take  their  chances   of   es- 
cape from  the  American  revenue  cutters, 
and  of  litigating  in  the  American  courts. 
To  this  Sir  Charles    Tupper,   the   Cana- 
dian high  commissioner,  is  said   to   have 
strenuously   objected.     He    gave    Lord 
Salisbury  to  understand  that  Canada  did 
not  ask  for,  but   demanded    the    protec- 
tion of  England  and    that  nothing  less 
than  complete  protection  would  be  satis- 
factory to  her  people.    Should  the  seal- 
ing issue  result    in  war.  the    Canadians 
would  be  prepared  to  do    their  part  and 
prove   their  loyalty  on   land;  but  they 
must  look  to  England  for  defense  at  sea. 
Sir   Charles   is    said  to  have  urged  that 
England  could  afford  a  quarrel    on  this 
question  with   the    United    States   as  it 
was   a    question    regarding    which    the 
whole  world  would    be    on    the  English 
side    as      against    the    claimant    to     a 
monopoly  of  animals   roaming   the  high 
seas.     He  also  argued  that  there   would 
be  no  public  sentiment    in    the    United 
States  behind    President    Harrison  and 
his  cabinet  in  raising    the    issue;   that  it 
was  really  a  scheme  on  the  part  of  a  few 
very  wealthy  men,  some   ot   them   hold- 
ing high  position,  to  stir  up    an  anti-Bri- 
tish feeling  in  order  to  sustain  them  in  a 
monopoly  from  which  they  had    already 
accumulated    millions.     The   American 
people,  said  Sir   Charles,    had    no  sym- 
pathy with  monopoly  in  Alaska  or    any- 
where else  and  when    the  whole  hideous 
history  of  the  Alaska  monopoly  was  laid 
bare,  as  it  would  be    if  the    quarrel  was 
pushed  much  farther,  the  American  peo- 
ple would  be  astounded.     Sir  Charles  is 
said  to  have  pointed  out  that  the  natives 
of      the      Aleutian      islands,     although 
nominallv  entitled  to  all  American  rights 
were  virtually  the  peons  of    the    Alaska 
company  as  they  were   prevented   while 
in  the  islands  of  which  they  were  natives 
from  pursuing  any  other  work  than  such 
as  the  company  gave  them  to  do. 

The  American  people  had  spent  thou- 
sands of  millions  of  dollars,  argued  Sir 
Charles,  and  sacrigced  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  lives  to  put  an  end  to  slavery 
30  years  ago  and  they  would  be  amazed, 
he  declared,  when  they  fully  compre- 
hend that  they  were  invited  to  go  to  war 
in  order  that  a  form  of  modified  slavery 
might  be  maintained  in  the  Aleutian 
islands  and  a  part  of  the  ocean  made  a 
monopoly  for  the  benefit  of  a  few  mil- 
lionaires. 

It  is  such  arguments  as  these  which 
have  induced  Lord  Salisbury  to  take 
positive  action  towards  protecting  Ca- 
nadian sealers. 

Advices  have  been  received  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  Warspite,  flagship  of  Rear 
Admiral  Hotham,  is  now  on  its  way  to 
North  Pacific  waters  and  that  a  strong 
fleet  will  be  marshalled  at  Esquimault 
to  be  ready  for  any  hostile  demonstration 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  afternoon's  papers  today  make 
Bering  sea  the  prominent  topic.  The 
Star,  radical-liberal,  says  that  Lord  Sal- 
isbury knuckled  under  to  Blaine  in  i8yi 
and  declines  rightfully  to  consent  again 
to  play  into  the  hands  of  a  ring  of  sealers 
who  have  influence  with  the  American 
congress.  Moreover,  such  a  course 
would  be  an  injustice  to  the  Canadians. 
The  Evening  News,  liberal,  says  that 
the  prospect  justifies  grave  alarm.  Much 
allowance  must  be  made  tor  hectoring 
and  bluffing  in  view  of  the  coming  presi- 
dential election.  Certainly  Great  Britian 
will  not  be  bullied  into  the  acceptance 
of  a  modus  vivendi  by  threats  that  all 
the  military  and  civil  forces  of  the  United 
States  will  be  called  upon  to  sustain 
American  claims. 

The  Pall  Mall  Gazette,  liberal,  says 
that  President  Harrison  is  riding  a  high 
horse  again.  The  difference  will,  of 
course,  be  adjusted  and  it  is  only  worthy 
of  notice  as  an  instance  of  presidential 
posing  prior  to  an  election. 

The  St.  James  Gazette,  tory,  says  that 
it  is  impossible  not  ts  feel  anxiety  lest 
the  naval  offices  in  the  remote  sea  safely 
distant  from  the  telegraph  will  lose  their 
heads  or  tempers.  The  United  States  is 
not  going  to  war  with  us  over  the  seals, 
but  it  must  be  confessed  that  matters  are 
very  uncomfortable  and  rather  alarming. 


RECIPROCITY  WITH  CANADA. 


The  Liberals  Believe  That  Better  Trade 
Regulations  Are  Possible. 
Ottawa,  Ont.,  March  24. — No  more 
important  statement  has  been  made  in  a 
budget  speech  in  the  Dominion  parlia- 
ment, excepting  the  announcement  of 
the  national  policy  14  years  ago,  than 
that  of  Mr.    Foster    Tuesday    regarding 

the  reciprocity  conference  with  the 
United  States  government.  Wilfrid 
Laurier,  leader  of  the  opposition,  was 
asked  if  he  would  have  any  objection  to 
saying  if  there  would  be  any  change  in 
the  policy  of  the  liberal  party  in  view  of 
what  took  place. 

"Certainly  not,"  he  replied.  "The 
liberal  party  is  today  as  strongly  wedded 
to  reciprocity— that  is,  to  better  trade  re- 
lations between  the  United  States  and 
Canada — as  ever  they  were,  and  we  are 
as  confident  of  being  able  to  secure  the 
same  as  ever  we  were  in  the  past." 

"But  the  statement  of  Mr.  Foster?" 

"We  have  no  confidence  in  Mr.  Fos- 
ter as  a  diplomat,  and  evidently  he  had 
no  confidence  in  himself  of  being  able  to 
do  justice  to  Canada  when  he  solicited 
the  aid  of  Mr.  Blaine." 

In  conversation  with  the  other  leaders 
of  the  party  the  correspondent  found  the 
same  feeling. 

"Mr.  Blaine  has  yet  to  be  heard  from, ' 
said  one  liberal  "and  not  until  then  will 
we  know  exactly  what  did  take  place. 
In  the  meantime  I  cannot  believe  that 
the  door  is  shut  to  us  for  better  trade 
relation*  with  the  United  StAtes." 
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OYSIKR  WAR. 


Larfre  Force  Engaged;  One  Man  Killed, 
Others  Wounded. 
Tasley  Va.,  March  24. — A  furious 
battle  occurred  Tuesday  afternoon  be- 
tween the  oyster  men  in  Chesapeake 
bay.  Several  years  ago  some  persons 
residing  in  Accomack  county  took  up  a 
large  tract  of  oyster  ground  in  Pokomo 
Sound.  The  oyster  men  in  the  neigh- 
boring island  of  Tangier  claimed  that 
the  planters  had  violated  the  law  taking 
up  a  natural  oyster  lock.  The  courts 
decided  against  the  planters  who  under 
an  act  passed  by  the  Virginia  legislature 
last  winter,  proceeded  to  take  up  the 
oysters  from  their  reservation.  This 
greatly  enraged  the  islanders  and 
early  Tuesday  morning  they  manned 
two  sloops  with  a  force  numbering  about 
7?  men  and  proceeded  to  where  the 
dredgers  were  operating.  They  found 
12  schooners  at  work  and  close  by  was 
one  of  the  Virginia  oyster  police  boats 
to  protect  the  dredgers.  The  com- 
mander of  the  state  police  boat  ordered 
the  islanders  to  keep  off  and  when  they 
disregarded  his  orders  he  opened  fire  on 
them  with  his  cannon.  The  islanders 
were  armed  with  rifles  and  soon  the  fir- 
ing became  general.  In  the  engagement 
Capt.  Thomas  Dies,  of  Pungateague, 
Va.,  who  commanded  one  of  the  dredg- 
ing boats,  was  killed.

Mr.  Bland,  of  Missouri,  said  that  in 
order  to  allow  more  time  for  debate  he 
would  move  the  previous  question  at  5 
o'clock. 

Mr.  Williams  (dem.),  of  Illinois,  then 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  bill  and  Mr.  Coch- 
ran (Jem.)  followed  in  opposition. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  Illinois,  (dem).,  was 
the  first  speaker  in  favor  of  the  bill.  He 
said  he  did  not  believe  in  a  70  or  140 
cent  dollar,  but  of  the  two  the  former 
was  as  honest  and  equitable  as  the  latter. 
He  believed  in  a  100  cent  dollar  which 
had  the  same  purchasing  power  today 
that  it  had  last  year  and  would  have  next 
year.  The  unit  of  value  was  a  creature 
of  law  and  the  power  to  declare  what 
should  constitute  a  unit  of  value  is  vested 
in  congress  alone.  It  had  no  more  im- 
portant duty  to  perform  than 
this  and  it  should  make  this 
unit  of  value  fair  to  the  debtor 
and  creditor  alike.  In  order  that  such  a 
value  should  have  a  constant  and  in- 
creasing value  the  unit  should  also  in- 
crease—the increase  should  be  in  the 
primary  money  and  not  the  credit  money 
of  the  country.  If  free  coinage  was 
adopted  the  parity  between  gold  and 
silver  would  be  maintained.  Gold  would 
not  be  driven  out.  He  referred  to  the 
speech  of  Mr.  Lodge,  of  Massachusetts, 
who  said  that  if  we  wished  to  force  Eu- 
rope to  a  double  standard  we  should  stop 
coining  silver.  If  gold  went  abroad  it 
would  go  in  payment  of  our 
bonds  and  securities  and  in 
the  settlement  of  the  balance 
of  trade.  It  would  be  better  to  have 
silver  than  no  metal  at  all.  Free  silver 
would  not  be  a  panacea.  It  would  not 
relieve  them  from  the  burdens  of  pro- 
tective taxation.  We  should  no  longer 
delay  the  demonetization  of  silver.  The 
passage  of  this  bill  would  not  defeat  the 
purpose  to  wipe  out  the  system  of  op- 
pressive taxation.  Long  before  the  No- 
vember elections  the  same  supreme 
issue  which  bound  the  democracy  to- 
gether and  led  them  to  victory  in  1890 
will  again  unite  them  in  one  grand  and 
successful  effortto  place  in  the  executive 
mansion  a  democratic  President  and  a 
democratic  majority  in  the  house.  (Loud 
applause.! 

Mr.  Cockran,  (dcm.)  of  New  York,  fol- 
lowed in  opposition  to  the  bill.  He 
hoped  there  would  be  no  disposition  to 
permit  this  great  question  to  become  a 
sectional  one.  It  should  not  be  regard- 
ed as  a  question  between  dwellers  in 
cities  and  the  country,  capitalists  and 
producers,  bankers  and  farmers.  There 
was  not  one  foot  of  territory  in  tliis 
country  of  which  he  was  not  a  citizen. 

The  senate  today  discussed  the  venti- 
lation of  the  senate  chamber  and  a  reso- 
lution inquiring  into  the  number  of 
leased  buitdings  occupied  by  the  govern- 
ment was  discussed  and  referred.  Mr. 
Wolcott's  resolution  of  inquiry  as  to 
what  persons  were  being  carriea  on  de- 
partment payrolls  outside  the  civil  ser- 
vice list  which  was  laid  over  from  yes- 
terday was  adopted.

VON  ElfLENBCRG  IN. 


Caprivi  Not  Likely  to  Long  Continue 
Chancellor. 

Berlin,  March  24.  The  Prussian 
cabinet  is  .now  substantially  readjusted. 
Count  von  Eulenburg  has  accepted  the 
post  of  Prussian  premier,  and  Dr.  Bosse, 
secretary  of  state  of  the  office  of  justice 
of  the  empire,  has  been  appointed  min- 
ister of  public  instruction  and  medical 
and  ecclesiastical  affairs.  Chancellor 
Caprivi  retains  the  office  of  Prussian 
foreign  minister  together  with  that  of 
chancellor  of  the  empire,  so  that  he  will 
be  in  the  peculiar  position  of  chancellor 
with  supreme  direction  under  the  kaiser 
of  imperial  affairs,  while  at  the  same 
time  the  subordinate  in  the  Prussian 
ministry  of  Count  von  Eulenburg. 

It  is  not  believed  that  Caprivi  will  re- 
tain even  the  chancellorship  any  longer 
than  he  thinks  necessary  in  view  of  the 
condition  of  the  kaiser's  health,  and  that 
his  tenure  of  that  office  will  end  within  a 
few  months.  The  kaiser  has  written  an 
autograph  letter  to  Count  Zedlitz,  the 
retiring  minister  of  public  instruction, 
couched  in  most  gracious  language,  ex- 
pressing deep  regret  for  the  loss  of  his 
services  and  adding  the  hope  that  he 
will  always  place  those  services  at  the 
disposal  of  the  country. 

The  strain  has  not  been  much  re- 
laxed by  the  change  in  the  cabinet.  The 
ultramontanes  continue  sullen  and 
angry  and  the  language  uttered  by  some 
of  their  leaders  is  little  short  of  personal 
insult  to  the  kaiser  although  veiled  by 
mentioning  the  government.  They 
claim  that  they  have  been  dishonorably 
deceived  and  that  the  government  has 
secured  their  support  under  false  pre- 
tences for  measures  that  could  not  have 
been  carried  without  their  votes.  They 
also  threaten  retaliation  and  vow  that 
hereafter  they  will  be  found  steady  and 
uncompromising  opponents  of  the  gov- 
ernment policy. 

These  extreme  utterances  are  stimu- 
lating a  reaction  against  ultramontanism 
and  there  is  already  talk  ot  legislation  to 
curb  what  the  protestants  denounce  as 
the  aggressive  and  grasping  spirit  of  the 
Roman  church.  It  is  not  believed,  how- 
ever, that  the  kaiser  would  sanction  any 
reactionary  legislation.

DEMOCRATIC  CONVENTION. 


Faction  Fight;  The  Valley  Men  Beaten, 
113  to  79. 
Grand  Forks,  March  24.— Up  to 
10  o'clock  this  morning  the  democratic 
convention  has  been  in  a  fight  over  the 
apportionment  of  delegates,  the  Red 
river  valley  counties  representing  one 
faction  and  the  western  counties  the 
other.  When  the  convention  was  called 
to  order  the  state  committee  announced 
John  Burke,  of  Rolette  county  as  chair- 
man. He  represents  the  counties  out- 
side the  valley  combine  and  the  an- 
nouncement was  denounced  as  undemo- 
cratic. The  valley  forces  named  E.  W. 
Coiimy,  of  Pembina,  but  the  combine 
was  defeated  on  the  vote  Burke  winning 
—  1131079.  Cass  county  broke  away 
from  the  valley  forces  on  this  vote. 
F.  W.  McLain,  of  Cavilier,  was  made 
secretary.  After  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  on  credentials  a  recess  was 
taken.  It  was  evident  that  the  valley 
combine  was  beaten.  The  convention 
will  reassemble  at  2  o'clock,  and  it  is 
conceded  that  W.  N.  Roah,  of  Grand 
Forks,  will  head  the  delegation  while 
the  other  delegates  will  be  E.  E.  Cole, 
Cass;W.  C.  Burchell,  Richland;  Andrew 
Blowett,  Jamestown;  James  O'Brien, 
Ramsey,  and  a  man  to  be  ogreed  upon 
by  Bismarck  and  Mandan,  probably  J. 
E.  C?mpbell.  The  delegation  will  go 
uninstructed,  but  will  all  be  for  Cleve- 
land. The  platform  will  make  the  tariff 
issue  paramount  and  dodge  the  silver 
issue. 

Canada  Wants  Free  Crude  Petroleum. 
Ottawa,  March  24.— A  large  deputa- 
tion, representing  the  gas  manufacturing 
interests,  waited  upon  the  minister  of 
finance  and  asked  that  the  duty  on  crude 
petroleum  be  taken  off  and  the  raw  ma- 
terial admitted  free.  The  gas  men  were 
followed  by  a  deputation  representing 
the  oil-producing  interest,  who  repre- 
sented that  if  crude  petroleum  was  ad- 
mitted free  the  Standard  Oil  company  of 
the  United  States  would  have  everything 
in  its  hands  and  the  Canadian  oil  com- 
panies could  not  stand  before  it.  Mr. 
Foster  assured  the  deputations  that  the 
government  would  give  the  matter  their 
most  careful  attention. 


Body  Found. 
Cheyenne,  Wvo.,  March  24. — The 
body  of  Matthew  B.  Dawson,  who  was 
drowned  with  Fred  E.  Scrymser  in  Hut- 
ton  lake  near  Laramie  last  October,  was 
found  yesterday  by  two  duck  hunters. 
They  saw  the  bare  skull  less  than  a  hun- 
dred yards  from  the  shore  point  at 
which  Scrymser's  body  was  recovered. 
The  remains  were  identified  by  the 
watch  and  clothing.  The  two  inen, 
Dawson  and  Scrymser,  were  respective- 
ly president  and  secretary  of  the  Lara- 
mie bank. 

Paper  Sold. 
Newark,  N.  J.,  March  24.— The  Daily 
Advertiser,  the  oldest  newspaper  in  the 
state,  has  been  sold  to  a  stock  company 
composed  of  John  F.  Dryden,  Dr.  Leslie 
D.  Ward,  Franklyn  Murphy  and  Thos. 
T.  Kinney,  the  former  owner  of  the 
paper.  Each  owns  a  quarter  interest. 
The  paper  will  continue  as  a  republican 
organ. 

Treaty  to  Be  Ratified. 
Wahsington,  March  24.— The  senate 
committee  on  foreign  relations  today 
further  considered  the  Bering  sea  arbi- 
tration treaty.  It  was  understood,  al- 
thuogh  it  cannot  be  definitely  stated  inas- 
much as  the  members  of  the  committee 
preserve  close  secrecy,  that  they  will  re- 
port the  treaty  to  the  senate  with  a  rec- 
ommendation that  it  be  ratified.

HOW  To  REFORM. 
The  St.  Paul  Pioneer   Press,  speaking 
of  municipal  reform,  says: 

The  only  way  to  secure  the  nomination  of 
.  capable  and  honest  men  to  municipal  ollices  is 
to  bold  these  organizations  [Republican  and 
Democratic]  rigidly  responsible  for  the  charac- 
ter of  their  nominations;  to  vote  against  bad 
men  and  to  vote  for  the  best  men  by  whatsoever 
party  nominated.  This  is  the  true  sphere  of  the 
inde|>endent  citizfns'  movement  in  municipal 
politics. 

The  course  proposed  may  do  for  St. 
Paul,  but  would  it  would  it  do  for  New 
York  or  Chicago?  In  the  earlier  st.iges 
of  the  disease  the  evil  may  be  checked 
by  playing  party  against  party,  but  a 
time  comes,  as  it  frequently  has  come  in 
such  cities  as  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and 
New  York,  when  the  city  politics  of 
both  parties  has  got  into  corrupt  control. 
Then,  to  use  the  memorable  language  of 
Senator  Sherman,  "the  innumerable  of- 
fices, employments,  contracts  of  a  great 
city,  and  all  the  public  improvements. 
are  made  to  contribute  to  a  great  cor- 
ruption fund,  which,  used  by  single  man- 
ager, or  is  apt  to  be  the  case,  by  two 
managers,  one  of  each  party,  tends  to 
destroy  the  power  of  the  people." 

This  was  precisely  the  condition  of 
things  which  the  Jacob  Sharp  case  dis- 
closed in  New  York  city.  Both  Repub- 
licans and  Democrats  were  found  in  the 
same  corrupt  ring.  The  truth  is  that  in 
the  worst  wards  of  that  city,  into  which 
the  tenement  house-population  is  crowd- 
ed, is  done  the  most  effective  political 
work  in  the  city.  The  operators  may  be 
Tammany  men;  they  may.  especially  for 
a  consideration,  act  with  the  republicans; 
or  they  may  take  a  hand  themselves, 
and  get  elected  to  the  city  councils. 
They  are  the  material  from  which  bood- 
lers  are  made. 

Is  it  a  fact,  even  in  such    a    half    for- 
eign city  as  New  York   that  a    majority 
of  its  voters  are  so  depraved  themselves^^ 
or    so    ignorant    of  the  evils  of  corrupt 
local  government,  that  they  would  know- 
ingly vote  boodle  officers   into   full   con- 
trol  of    the    city    councils?    IWe    have 
heard  this  asserted,  but  we    have    never 
believed  it  to  be  a  fact.    Now  the  mix- 
ing of  national  with  local  politics  works 
evil  in  two  ways.     In    the   first   place   it 
divides  the  respectable,  intelligent    vot- 
ers into  two  hostile    camps;    and,  if  the 
national  lines  are  to  be  carried  into  local 
politics,  the  better  class    of    voters    will 
never  unite.  The  boodlers  of  both  parties, 
however,    are  under    no  such  difficulty 
if  there    is    any    money    to  be  made  by 
uniting,  and  when  united    they    are  sure 
to  win. 

But  there  is  a  further  difficulty.  '  Both 
parties,  in  their  contests  on  national 
issues,  are  willing  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  very  evil  practices  which  corrupt  the 
local  politicians  of  both  sides.  They  are 
willing  to  buy  them  with  money  and  to 
wink  at  the  other  deviltries  of  corrupt 
politics.  In  other  words,  they  teach 
them  the  first  lessons  in  the  vice  which 
ruins  all  our  great  municipal  govern- 
ments. 

Hence,  if  we  are  to  reform  such  city 
governments  as  those  of  New  York  or 
Chicago,  all,  or  nearly  all  the  decent,  in- 
dustrious, intelligent  voters  must  be 
united  in  one  organization.  It  is  not 
probable  that  even  then  they  could  at 
irst  beat  the  boodlers.  One  or  more 
"campaigns  of  education"  might  be 
necessary.  But  those  who  lead  a  move- 
ment for  good  government  must  not  ex- 
pect that  they  can  at  the  same  time 
practice  corruption  in  national  elections 
and  honesty  in  city  elections.  The 
methods  will  not  combine.

With  the  new  interest  awakened  in 
Northern  Minnesota  through  recent  min- 
ing developments,  the  growing  impor- 
tance of  Duluth.  and  the  fact  that  the  old 
Fifth  district — sometimes  even  St.  Louis 
county  has  determined  the  result  of  a 
state  election,  it  would  seem  that  the 
democracy  of  the  state  could  easily  be 
induced  to  hold  its  autumnal  convention 
in  the  Zenith  city  of  the  unsaline    deep. 

Duluth  has  two  theaters,  either  one  of 
which  would  accommodate  a  multitudi- 
nous convention,  such  as  the  democracy 
promises  to  hold  this  year;  we  have  a 
most  delightful  climate  at  the  season 
the  convention  is  likely  to  be  called  to- 
gether, and,  if  it  should  be  necessary, 
free  transportation  could  be  provided 
from  the  Twin  cities.  There  is  appar- 
ently nothint;  in  the  way,  and  a  little 
judicious  work  on  the  part  of  Duluth 
democrats  ought  to  make  a  winner  of 
the  undertaking.  Duluth  has  never 
asked  very  much  and  generally  she  has 
received  very  little  from  either  party, 
but  she  is  in  high  regard  everywhere  and 
the  most  friendly  feeling  prevails 
throughout  the  state.  We  can  take  care 
of  the  convention,  can  make  it  pleasant 
for  the  boys,  and  it  wouldn't  do  the 
democracy  of  the  state  any  hurt  to  come 
up  and  look  around  at  its  most  fertile 
future  possession.  We  would  like  the 
republican  convention  too,  but  with  ihe 
local  quarrels  and  scalp  dances  that 
exist  in  that  party  here  it  might  serve 
only  to  deepen  the  chasm.  However,  if 
it  could  soothe  the  wounds  and  remove 
the  old-time  scars,  it  would  do  a  service 
to  its  party,  to  our  city  and  the  stete.  If 
a  little  iron  stock  would  secure  it,  per- 
adventure  it  would  do  no  harm  to  make 
a  bid.

From  this  distance    it    would    appear 
that  Mayor  Winston,  of   Minneapolis,  in 
assuming  the  role  of  local    dictator,  has 
made  a  very  serious  political  blunder— a 
blunder  which  must  eliminate  his    name 
from  the  list  of    possible    gubernatorial 
candidates.

Railroad  rights-of-way  are    not   going 
begging  in  Duliith  just  at  present.     The 
market    seems    particularly      active  in 
them  with  a  promise  of    greater    future 
interest,  and  the  way  asked  through  Du- 
luth  by  the  Duluth  &  Red  Lake    Falls  is 
by  no  means    an    exception.     This  road 
at  the  last  meeting  asked  of  the  common 
council  leave    to    use    South    street,  St. 
Louis  avenue  and  St.  Croix  avenue.    An 
ordinance  granting    these    streets    as  a 
right-of-way  to  the  railroad  for  entrance 
to  Duluth  was  also  introduced    and    re- 
ferred   without    special     consideration. 
The  matter  will  come  up  for    discussion 
at  the  next    council    meeting,    but    it  is 
very  doubtful  if  the  road  will   secure  the 
right  desired    for    the    reason    that    by 
another  meeting  there  will    be    another 
bidder  in  the  field  and  the  prize   will  not 
go  without  competition.     The  new    road 
will  ask  the  use  of  the  same  streets    and 
upon  exactly    the    same    conditions    as 
those  proposed  by  the  Red    Lake    Falls 
people.     The   new    petitioners    for    the 
privilege  will  agree  to  begin  workwilhin 
45  days,  and  to  show  practical   results  in 
the  way  of  an  operating    railway   within 
six    months.     The  names  of  the  new  pe- 
titioners have  not  been  made  public  nor 
can  they  as  yet,  but  their   request    for  a 
right-of-way  and  an  ordinance  providing 
for  the  privileges  desired    will  certainly 
be  introduced.    The  council  will  be  then 
left  with  the  option  to    refuse    both   the 
petitions  or  to  grant  the  one  or  the  other 
as  they  may  choose.     It  is  not  likely  that 
the  use  of  the  streets  will  be  given    over 
to  either  of  the  petitioners  just   at    pres- 
ent. 

What  is  back  of  the  new  scheme  is  not 
yet  disclosed.  But  it  is  evident  that  no 
.  one  would  put  up  the  bond  that  will  be 
required  for  the  pleasure  of  operating  a 
railroad  between  Duluth  and  Lester 
Park.  A  railroad  which  starts  from  Du- 
luth must  terminate  somewhere  and  the 
new  scheme  probably  contemplates  a 
road  in  the  direction  of  the  Mesaba.  The 
company  has  not  yet  been  incorporated, 
or  at  least  no  articles  have  been 
tiled,  but  it  is  said  that  a  corporation  will 
be  regularly  organized  before  the  right- 
of-way  is  asked. 

A  new  terminal  scheme  has  been 
discussed  within  the  past  few  days  which 
may  be  of  practical  value.  There  are  now 
two  roads  eager  to  come  into  Duluth  and 
watching  for  any  possible  chance  to  do 
so.  It  has  been  proposed  that  they  enter 
by  the  way  of  the  west  end.  Mesaba  ore 
could  certainly  be  brought  in  from  that 
direction.  The  plan  contemplated  is  to 
make  the  terminus  of  the  roads  proper 
at  the  hill  top  west,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Bay  View  Heights  or  similar  location 
and  to  provide  a  final  terminal  way  into 
the  city  by  an  incline  greater  but  similar 
to  the  one  already  in  successful  oper- 
ation. The  plan  is  not  developed,  but 
it  is  being  seriously  considered  and  may 
come  to  something.

An  Eleven  Thousand  Dollar  Contract 
for  tne  Street  Railway  Co. 
Andrew  Skoglund,  a  Duluth  contract- 
or, yesterday  secured  the  contract  for 
building  the  foundation  of  the  addition 
to  the  power  house  of  the  Duluth  Street 
Railway  company.

By  an  error 
Oneota  was  not  named  in  the  call  but  by- 
general  consent  T.  O.  Noban  was  ad- 
mitted. 

It  was  half-past  2  when  J.  K.  Shaw, 
chairman  of  the  countv  corpmittee,  took 
the  chair  and  called  the  convention  to 
order.  The  room  was  well  filled  but  not 
crowded,  and  everyone  seemed  disposed 
to  finish  up  the  business  in  the  shortest 
possible  time.  After  the  call  was  read 
nominations  for  temporary  officers  were 
called  for  and  Simon  Clark  was  chosen 
temporary  chairman  and  Mr.  Spangler 
secretary.

BEATS  SPIRITUALISM. 


Christian  Science  Puts  a  New^  Leg  on 

an  Old  Horse. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

On  Feb.  2  a  valuable  driving  mare  be- 
longing to  Mrs.  H.  J.  Gano  accidentally 
broken  her  leg  below  the  fetlock  joint. 
The  horse  was  four  miles  from  home  at 
the  time  and  had  to  be  drawn,  standing 
up,  through  the  center  of  the  city  in  a 
large  box,  used  for  draying  purposes,  ad- 
vertisine  herself  as  she  went.

After  a 
thorough  examination  he  pronounced 
his  verdict,  "shoot  your  horse,  she  is  in- 
curable, as  her  leg  is  all  smashed  to 
pieces." 

Through  the  understanding  of  Chris- 
tian Science  his  verdict  was  more  than 
useless.  He  was  ordered  to  set  the 
broken  pieces  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
which  he  did.  The  horse,  to  his  astonish- 
ment, evincing  no  pain,  not  even  flinch- 
ing when  the  broken  bones  grated  to- 
gether, but  ate  her  food  as  unconcerned 
as  though  it  was  an  everyday  occur- 
rence.

Then  for  the  first  time  he  was 
made  aware  of  the  fact  that  she  was 
God's  horse  and  consequently  perfect  in 
every  part  and  needed  no  drugs,  and  his 
services  were  no  longer  needed. 

The  horse  was  then  put  into  a  sling, 
remaining  four  weeks,  when  her  leg  was 
taken  down  and  unbandaged.  It  was 
found  as  smooth  as  ever.  The  same 
surgeon  was  there,  asking  as  a  favor  to 
be  present,  and  after  examining  it,  could 
not  find  a  flaw  of  any  kind.  It  has 
created  considerable  excitement  in  the 
community,  as  the  lady  and  horse  are 
well  known  in  the  city.  The  lady  treat- 
ed her  own  horse  through  the  under- 
standing of  Christian  science.
